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THE TENNASERIM PROVINCES. 

The slip of territory o| the east side of the Bay of Bengal, ceded to us by the Bar- 
racso at the close of the late war, and known under the name of the Tenass^rim Pro- 
^tinces, extends along the sea coast from the month of the river Pak-chan, in lat. 10^ 13 * 
N. to that of the Salween, iti lat. 16 ® 4* N., This river, which forms our boundary 
with the Burmese, lias a due north and south course, and our possessions extend along 
the banks to lat. 30 * N., where it is joined^by an inconsiderable stream called the 
Thoung-yeen, having its sotfice^in tli{ range of mountains which from the* eastern 
boundary of the provinces and running about N. E. till its junction with the SalVccn: 
the country thus forms a kind of paralellogram, about 300 miles in lopglii aj^d vajyinj^ 
in breadth from 40 to 80 and containing about 30,000 square uiiles. It is divided into 
four province-), those of Amheist, Y6, Tavoy andMfeigui. Tlfht of Amherst, the most nor- 
thern province of the four, is a poition of tho old province of Martaban. It extends along the 
coast fiom the Salween to liic Tiioiing'yeen in lat. l.>o 15*. It miy be mentioned here, that 
the Burmese deny our light to this province by the treaty of Yandaboo, and so loose and 
vaguely is this rcicbtaled treaty drawn up, that by one ai tide the Burme.se' claim to it is un- 
doubted, though by a following article this right is annulled. The first article alluded 
to states, that H. M. of Ava cedes to the jlritisli the provinces of Mergui, Tavoy and Y6, 
w ithout any allusion to any part of that of Martahan, while the other states Sal< 

ween shall he the boundary between us and the Burmese. The chief town of Atnliers 
Province is Mouliiiein, or, as it should be more correctly written, Maiilamyjliaing. At the 
conclusion of the war, when the towa of Martaban, togetliei with the territoiy on the W 
bank of the Salween, was given up to the Burmese, the whole population accompanied us 
and the piesent site of Moultnein being fixed upon by Sir A. Campbell as the iniiitarj 
cantonment, the people natuially fiocked to the neighbourhood, and their numbers bein^ 
very considerably increased by the emigration of the Pegiiers, that toqk place after th< 
defeat of thcii attempt to icgaiii their independence in 1826 , a legular town soon sprnuj 
up, which has 3eaily inciea.scd In the influx of people from different parts of India 
and i.s now a flourishing and important sctllement. It is situated neatly opposite th 
old town of Maitaban, in lat. 16 ^ at the conflux of three large rivers, the Salween 
the G>iio and the Atttan, tlieie uniting in one sticain, which disgorges itself into the se; 
by two mouths, incb^siiig between them llie Island of Bilou-kioun. The town consist 

of one long street, following thecour.se of the river a distance of neagly five miles, froi 

winch others diveige at right angles; but owing to the predilection of the natives for tfi< 
immediate bank of the river, and to the circumstance of the military cantonment occupy 
ing a large space ofthc ground at t8e back of the main street, it has been found impossiblt ti 
render the town compact or to extend it inwards from the river : it has consequently 

straggling nppoaranreand gives the idoaofbeing far ni Yrg ^xtensive an i p qftf lJ*ous tbar 

it actually is. The cantonmonjt occupies the .site of an old Burmese town/iw *^deiivtei 
by the stupendous bund within which iU.s inclosed on the N. W. and S. faces, having i 
range of low heights on its E. fac8, surmounted by pagodas. It had, however, long beoi 
deserted, and when fixed on as a cantoment, was tlii>«^y covered w^li trees and iinda 
wood. It forms a quadrangle, about a miio in length by half a mile in breadth, with 
in which arc the barracks for the^roops and the residences .of the oflicers. Beyond tli 
soutlioi 11 face of the cantonment, at the distance of half a mile; are sitohtod tbe res 
dences of the civiioflicers together with the cutcherry and other civil buUdings. Th 
ommissionei s Imuse is situated on a rising gjolind near the river, having an exteu 
* '^^ *”** compound around it, and a v%j|frJ[>otli up and down the rive 

e in t IS a continnalion of the long range of heights^ before alluded to, extending 
ew mi es owor down and havi^ its summits crowned wilh pagodas. Few scendlTce 
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exceed in beauty the first view of the town of Mooltnein, when sailing up the river. The 
numerous shipping atr anchor, the thickly clustered huts of the natives on the banks, 
the oatUonment arfd residences of European olficers on the higher ground, hacked by the 
pagoda heights, the high hills of Martaban on the opposite btfnk all with pagodas on 
their summits, the lofty mountains at a distance, and the evergreen and verdant face of 
the country, form a tout ensemhh most delightful, to tho^e especially who are accustoi.ied Xd 
^the monotonous plains of India. The town now contains about 16,000 inhahit<ants, chiefly 
Burmeseand Taliens, with about2,b|)0 natives of India and GOO Chinese. The first houses 
erected t\n the establishment of the place, were of oc^'irse of the poorest description. 
Theregraduallygaveway toothers of more substarttialmiterials, bat niw brick and mortar 
houses are fast running up, and where fires occur among the old houses, which owing to 
the comboSlFble materials with which they are built and roofed are frequent, brfck build- 
ings are erected on tbeir site^ 

Amherst town is situated at the mouth of the navigable branch of the united streams, 
in lat. 16^. 4\ This spot was selected by Mr. Grawfurd as the site of the cantoninent and 
contemplated new town, but was disapproved of by Sir A. Campbell, who then fixed on 
Moulmein. Amherst would, no doubts have been a more pleasant and, perhaps, a more 
healthy station for the troops, owing to its being! on the sea side ; but as the capital of the 
provin ce, Mo ulmein is decidedly preferable/ being more central and at all times 
accessibleTwh areas during tht^ S« W. Monsoon, canoes and other small boats cannot 
often for days together, venture down the river. Mr. Crawfurd had planned a splendid 
town here: widh streets were marked off and named, and several giants of land had al- 
ready been issued to individuals, when the arrival of &ir A. Campbell, put a stop to the 
imaginary town, and the orders of the Supietne Government piohibiteil any further giants 
from being given. Amkerst is consequently now, nothing more than a village with about 
1^500 inhabitants, and novesscla enter its harbour, but all proceed straight up to Moulincm.

The three rivers before mentioned as uniting Into one stream at Moulmein, intersect the 
province in different diiections, and with their smaller tiibutarics, affoid rapid and easy 
communication over the country. The Salween has its'soutce In the Himalaya moun- 
tains, from whence its course is nearly due south ; but owing to the numerous obstructions 
in its bed, is not navigable, even for canoes, beyond oor nortliern boundary. One of these 
indeed, occurs within our boundary in the shape of a l>ar of rocks running 
across the stream, reltidering the passage dangerous to canoes even, when the livcr is at 
its lowest; bat when swelled by the periodical rains, or by the melting of the snow on the 
mountains, such is the Impetuous rush of the water, that pven logs of timber arc dashed to 
pieces. About 15 or 20 miles south of this rapid, the Silweon is joined by two other 
streams, the Tambaing from the eastward, and the Yoousalen from the westward ; thence 
it forms oci^road and noble stfedm to its moutb, with high steep banks and inteispcrsed 
with numerous islands. The rise of the river durhig the rains, is nearly 30 feet, and those 
islands are mostly overflown at that (leriod ; the water leaving a deposit on them, their soil 
is^xtremely rich. The popolatioi^^ong the banka of this river, and indeed of ftll the 
livers except in the vicinity of the xOwn, Is extremely scanty, and little or no oultiratiDo 
, Is to be met with. The Gyne is formed by two rivers cabled the Bagyne and lloitiidrow 
leaving tbeir^sonrees in the eastern boundary range of mountains, and uniting about 50 
^ilesN. £, from Moulmein. It is a winding and contracted stream, but thelMlie of 
water is very considerable and often overflows the banks. The Attran has its source In 
the tame range, but In a very jpifTeAbt direction, as its course is nekrly N. W. ItlStjg 
a sluggish, deep and narrow skmm and tbe rise of Us^^eters, faring the Monsoon, is 
muQ^less tbau tbut of the other two. 
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The population of tiio province without the town, is about 35,000 living In villages aiut 
chiefly engaged in agriculture. Each village has a head man called aThooggee, who Is 
paid by a commission of 10 per cent, on the amount wf revenue, which he collects and pays 
into the treasuiy. Hissduties are multifarious. He keeps the accounts, collects the re** 
venue, and is answerable for the Police of Ills village. In this latter respect, however, hU 
iduticsi are very light; for snob is the quiet, tractable disposition of the people, that crimes 
are very infrequent in the %il1agcs. It is only in the (own that the bad characters find 
any field for tlieii depredations, as such persc^s arp*immediately delected in the small 
coinmiinity of a village, whose^inhabilaiits themselves will never allow them.to resida 
among them. Instances ar^ very frequent of villagers petitioning for the removal from 
among thorn, of peisons in whom they have no coniideiice, and immediate attention is 
always paid to such applications, by calling on the obnoKious personage Either to ro'** 
move or to give security for his good conduct. Under the^urmese rule, the Thooggee 
was a much more important personage, invested with more power and claiming more privi<» 
leges and perquisites than under the present Government. ThedfRce was hereditary in a fa* 
roily, and if the Thooggee felt hiniself secure in the favor and protection of any powerful 
member of the Government, there was but little limit to his authority over his villagers. 
Though shorn of much of its value in the eyes or«the natives, yet by judicious manage- 
ment the ofliee is still one coveted by them. It is made clectivo among the villagers, 
the qiialificalions being those of having liaiid in the village apd being able to r^d and 
write; but once elected lie cannot be deprived of his situation without the^fentence of 
the chief authoiity in the province. By referring to them for their opinion in ail petty 
village disputes that may be brought up, — by calling on them for tho characters of dis- 
putants, and by treating them with due observance and attention, they are looked up to 
and respected by tlio people, and become most valuable instruments in the Government 
of the countiy. Over each distiict, containing witbin it a certair^number of villages, is a 
head roan called Gaunggyaiip, who is the firstreferred to in all matlersof intcresttbat may 
occur within his distiict. 11c is invested witfl small judicial and polic3 powers ; and in 
matters beyond his cognizance, he first investigates and reports to head quarters. He is 
the inediiini of communicatioti with the Tliooggees, and sees that all orders given to them 
are carried into effect. Ho goes^lic round of his villages, listens to complaints, settles 
disputes, and icpoits the stato of his district to the officer in civil charge. He does not 
celled revenue, which is paid in direct to the treasury by the Thooggees, but he collects 
the accounts of thc^MlIages under him, and furnishes a genera! one of his distiict. Su- 
perior to the Gaunggyaups, are the chief native officers of the proviifbe, called tho Tseet- 
kais and Akwonwons, the first for judicial and police and tho other for revenue*. Tho 
Tseetkai is invested with judicial and magisterial powers subordinate to the officer in 
civil charge. To him are reported, in the first instance, all crimes and offences that may 
be committed, and if beyond his cognizance, he brings them before his superior and takes 
ail the steps that may hu necessary for bringing the oAMers to justice, Akwon- 

won keeps the revenue accounia, receives the revenue from the Thooggees and with them 
lodges it in the treasury. • • 


Appeals lie from the decisions and orders oF'th. native obicers to the officer 
in civil charge, and from Mm to the Commissioner, but litigiousness is not a 
obaraoieristic of the people of this country, and it is a fact that more than one 
balf'lif tho suiffi instituted in the civil courts, are subscqnenlly settled among 
the parties themselves and withdrawn. This absence of liliglousness, however, is en- 
^tt^ged by thefimple and natural forms of proe2edid|M which olttain in the civil courts. 
'A person having a olaiini on anoflier, applies to the officef, native or European, sitting 
in the court. He is desired to state the nature and subject of his claim, and if otwthfft 
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face of it| it appears utterly frivolous or untenable, it is rejeoted ; If it appears that the 
claimant has neglected to perform some act whioh vrould strengthen his claim or obviate 
the grounds of reCusal on the part oj him from whom be claims, he is recommended to 
do this.and then apply to the court ; in short, the Judge adopts such measures and gives 
such advicy, as from the claimant’s own story (who is often a simple, ignorant being, un* 
able to tell his story without much^queslioning and enquiry) are likely to prevent the * 
claim from coming into Court at all. The claim admitted, tfie other party is summoned 
to answer it, -when both are heard^^the merits of the plaint and defence ascertained, 
such evidence as may be necessary examined, and a decision passed. No peculiar forms 
of pleading are called for ; each man tells his owe story in hVj own language, is examin- 
ed and cross-examined till the points on which It hinges are ascertained, and is assisted 
to^briqg forward all the most favorable arguments he has to urge* Witnesses are exa- 
mined and cross-questioned in the presence of the parties and of the whole court, and 
every means are adopted to chick litigation, to secure a fair and impartial as well as quick 
decision on all suits, and to prevent the civil court from being made nse of as an engino 
of vexation and harassment. So far is this latter point carried, that on any claim be- 
ing made against a person residing at any great distance from the courts, to perform tho 
journey to which would withdraw him from his family, and cause him wait for a consider- 
able time, it is, if of no great impoftance, referred to the Gaunggyaup for prior investi- 
gation, and itis found that such suits are gener^ly settled among the parties. Trial by 
jnry waMwIeffduced into the Te|msserim Provinces many years ago, hy the late Commis- 
sioner Mr. Maingy. The rules under which it is conducted are those which were at one 
time in force in the Madras presidency, established by the acting Governor Mr. Gioeme, af- 
ter the death of Sir T.Munro, and subsequently abolislied by Mr. Lu.shington. It docs not 
qppear to be appreciated to the extent that might have been anticipated ; but do not all 
such institutions, and ay measures of Government, calculated to improve the moral and 
intellectual condition ofHbe people, require for their appreciation a more advanced stage 
of divilizatioo, then that to which this people have arrived, but jnsi emancipated as they 
are from a pure system of despotism. There is one feature, however, in their leception of 
trial by jury, which goes far to disprove the assertion that it is not duly appreciated, and 
which is highly honorable to them. The persons summoned asyurymen, have invariably 
refused to accept the allowauce of one rupee per diem authorized to be given them for 
their attendance. This proves that they are alive to tho honor conferred on them in bearing 
a prominent part in the trials of their countrymen , but not that they are yet equally so to 
"*^e benefits arising from such an institution. 


Equally simple and divested of all forms and eomplioation, is the mode of collecting 
the lapd revenue* The Government portion is one-fourtn of the produce, which 'during 
the first few years of our Government, it was the practice to ascertain anqually by dif- 
ferent mofimpof measurement andcolassification of the lands ; but in order to relieve the 
people from the periodical delays, the harassment and vexation to which this system 
often them, a septennial settlement has been made with each individual culti- 

vator in the following mannf r. On a review of the total amount paid each of former 
years by the lands of^village^ of tin quantity of land in each village hitherto uneoUt* 
M^d and Hkety to be made ose of under a more encouraging system, and of tho general 
^ of the villagers to inerrase their eultivation, a certain amonot of produce was fixed

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Persons not iiioiudcd in tbe original settlement, are at liberty to enter it, thereby, of 
coarse, increasing the amoant of revenue from the village, where tl^i^y may take up land. 
There are several minor details wliieh it is not nccesgary to give here ;^euSlce it to say 
that (ho plan has increased the Government revenue, greatly extended the caliiyation, and 
afforded much satisfaolion to the people, by fixing the demand from them and- allowing 
^ench ^cultivator as he proceeds to work, to know beforehand what portion of his produce 
he will have to give up, theibhy stimulating him to raise as much as possible. The plan, 
however, is one adapted only to a comparatively^ smal^txlent of cultivation and to the pe« 
culiar people of tlie country. It requires that the European Officer should anncqilly visit 
each village to hear and decide ail clainCi for remission on the ground of sickness, tnun^ 
dations, &c. All such claims being heard on the spot, in the presence of the assembled 
villages, the elders of whom arc always called upon for their opinions and fo* form*pua- 
chayets tor visiting the lands of the claimants, the truth easily come at, especially as 
it is found that the people of a village are peculiarly jealous of ungrounded remis* 
sions being extended to any one of their number, and would certainly not allow, --whicli 
perhaps might be effected under such a plan in other Gotintries,>-that any person should 
engage in cullivatton wiihout being included in the village settlement and consequently 
free from any payment. At the harvest of eacl^year a review is taken of the price of 
grain dutiug the preceding year and a commutation price fixed. This was found in* 
dispensable in liea of a fixed commutation price owing to the extremely flucluating 
price of grain from iO to 40 rupees pr« 100 baskets or 01 Mnunds. 

In Revenue and Judicial matters, and In fact in all the capacities in which tbe European 
officers are called on to act, the admfrable system cstahlislied by the late Commissioner, 
Mr. Maingy, of rendering themselves perfectly and at all times accessible, Ls strictly 
followed, fly frequently travelling over tbe country, stopping ag each village, as.vent* 
bling the villagers, listening to their complaints and representations, all abuses are check* 
cd and restrained and the confidence of tbe people is established in flie wish to secure 
them a just and impartial Government and to promote their comfort and happiness. In 
these periodical visits, no form nor state is kept up, nor are the villagers called on in the 
slightest manner to furnish labo 4 pr and provisions, a circumstance which they do not 
slightly appieciate, considering the heavy contributions laid on them in foimer times 
when any of their rulers took it into tbegr heads to travel.

The trade of Moiilmein is fast growing in importance, though owing to its being a free 
port and the principal direction of the trade being inland, it is very difficult to give any 
statement of its amount. From M^ulmein we have access to the wholeS. E. portion of Ava, 
to the whole country to the Northward uptotho frontiers of China,*- of which, however, very 
little is yet known, —and to Siam. To Ava our piece goods and other manufactures find 
their way to a large extent, and among the Northern Shall Antes, there is a grolHng disposi- 
tion to have a commercial intercourse with us. Unfortunately, however, the most consi* 
derable and wealthy of these statqs are depeudenton^and tributary to Ava, whose rulers 
appear jealous of the intercourse hitherto held with us. and though they disclaim all sugh 
^iOjoitions, yet evidently place every impediment they can devise to*||>revent it. In form- 
er years a considerable Caravan s»f these people used to visit Moulmein by the route of 
Shoayguino and Tongo, but of late years they have been subjected to so mapy exactions 
end oppressions from the authorities of the towns on their route, that they have given up 
their vlsijts*. The object has been to open another yonte for them free from all such ox* 
fMlions, and this^has already been paylUlly gained by ^puting ait offioer(Pr. Richardson) 
Ifff^tbe Chiefaof an independent bill tribe, oalled the Red^'Rayens, who hold possession of a 
Slip of territory on the west bank of the Salween river, about 130 miles fiom MouJ^mein

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Ijiog iMaad iom of tlie moat iioportaiit of the Biimioao Sliaa auies. The 

niiaeioR was aoocessfMl in obtaining the oonaent of these oliiefi for the oomolested pas- 
sage through UieH country of caravans, and one has made the experiment this year, bring- 
ing with them 4U0 bullocks laden with stioklao and other articles.* They have fortunately 
met with a good market for their lar, and there is consequently every reason to expect that 
their visit will be repeated next year in greatly increased numbers. c • 

The Shan states on the Bast Bant^of thq Salween, adjoining os to the N. and N. are 
dependepton and tributary to Siam. With them our Intercourse has long been close and 
friendly, and of a nature to prove most benedcial to the interdhts of the provinces, as from 
thence are obtained the large supplies of cattle requsite for the consumption of the Enro- 
peaii*troopf«' Prior to their being obtained from that quarter, cattle were often brought 
from Madras at a moat enormous cost ; and when such supplies failed, it was found neces- 
sary, in order to supply meat, to oblige the inhabitants to give up their buffaloes ; and 
though the price given them was liberal, yet it was felt a heavy grievance and highly inju- 
rious to the cultivation, by withdrawing so many animals from the plough. Beyond these 
Siamese Shan states to the N., lie others dependent on Ava ; and to the N. E. op to the fron- 
tiers of China, is an immense extent of country, of which we absolutely know nothing at 
present, but with which, in the course of lime, we shall, no doubt, have constant and bciie- 
fieial intercourse. Hopes were confidently entertained that Mouimeiii would be this 
year vis*Tieff1)y a caravan of Chinese traders, a portion of that which annnally comes 
down to our Northern Sliaii neighbours, and who had been fallen in with lust year by Dr. 
BioUardson, to whom they expressed an earnest wish to extend their journey to the coast. 
What has prevented them from carrying their deslgff into execution, is as yet unknown, 
ajnd it is greatly to be hoped that the cause is accidental and that next >ear they will be in- 
duced to come down, ^hicii an opening for our trade, is one not to be neglected, and every 
means should be adopted to induce some of these people to visit us once, leaving it then 
to their own judgdient as to the advantage oFkeeping up the intercourse.* 


« Since the above was wniten, the non-aTnval of these people at Monlmein ha^ been explained. In 
compliance with a request made by them to Dr. Uichardson, an int|ipreter was sent at the close oi the last 
yeer. to accompany them down from Limmay and Laboung. the 8b£> states on our noithein frontier, where 
Dr. R. had fallen m with them. After a very long absence, ibis man returned viith the following letter fr^in the 
chiefs of the caravan, and seven Chinese. I'hese latter remspned only a very few days and rejoined their coon- 
try-men, seemingly well pleased and satisfied at the prospect held out of their in futureeobtainmg a good market 
■mgpj their goods. The letter is addressed to Dr. Richardson and does them great credit, as evincing an honora- 
ble regret at the breach oAheir promise and frank confidence in us. 

We write this letter to your Lordship, beseeching heaven for your continued welfare, £ec. The year 
beforeJast your Loidship met neat Cheng-wye (Limmay) and invit^ us to visit your country and trade 
with your people, promising us also the services of a messenger to guAe us there, which offer we consider as 
a mark of great favor shewn to us. We accordingly found on our arrival at Cheng-wye ( Limmay) the pro- 
mised messtoger, who had Wn waiting for us these 3 or 4 months past. It was our intention to have accom* 
• panted your m^Mlenger, but in coosequeflcFof our arriving here late in the season, from having experienced 

heavy rains in our journey, and the delay occurring in parcbq|iog our stqck of trade at home, we are obliged 
todefhrdoing so this season, fearing vri shall have no time to return to our country before the setting in of the 
taioe. To be faithful to our peomise, we now lend a few of our bretfiren with some articles of merchaudixe - 
on their return, they will be able to,|ive us every information regarding the trade of your country. * 

We egain renew our pir Aise of visiting yTur Lordship’s counUy, and expect to be there on the comm«hd;?v 
ment of our next giand festival, (about the middle of December next]^o return you our thanks and to 
your Lordship that we wit) not require the services of a metsenger or guide to conduct us thither. We beg 
you.wiU nor bodisplessed wuh ua for not fulfilling our promum this time ; and wishing your Lordship, through 
the fovpr of Heaeeo, every blwing, tiealth prosperity, ficq. *

The clilef articles of export from Moa1mein« are rice and teak timber. The amoont 
of tbe former is very variable and depends on the demand from the Straits and China. 
The latter is an article for which the demand is constant, and fortunately the forests aro 
of that extent as not to be soon exhaosted« Tliey die about 8. E. of Montmein on the 
banks of the Attran river, and tiumprous minor streams that run into it. The folhMr- 
ing extracts from the joiirtfal of a genfleman who lately visited that part of the eohntfy, 
arc interesting, as describing not only the extent of the forests, but several other featnres 
of the country. Instead of proceeding up the river, he gained its source froiA ann*- 
tiler direction, going by sea to Y6 and striking off frogs thence in a direction to the 
three pagodas, a celebrated boundary mark in former times between the Burmese add 
Siamesb. 

17fA iifercA.— Marched at day break this morning to the S. E. and in two hoars reacfa-> 
cd a place called ** Motsomah Meu,’* (widow tewn) of which the only remains are a 
tolerably large tank and a bund enclosing a space of 200 paces square without any fiuU 
trees. None of the people with me can give any account of tlie origin or time of exis- 
tence of the place, and 1 have been able to find nothing dboiit It which could afford any 
clue or give rise to any surmise on the subject. Distant from cuitivation of any kind, 
bearing no traces of productiveness, and situated on the borders of an ene(ny*s country, 
it is dinicult to conceive for what purpose it can have been erected, unless the three pa- 
godas, may at one time have been frequented by Pilgrims, for whose temporary conve*' 
nieiice the place may have been intended, the Bund being eleeated more as a prolee* 
tion against wild beasts than against men. 

• • 

Wo visited the three pagodas, which are about four miles S. S. E. from this spot, 
with a tolerably trodden path the whole way. 1 had expected to see the ruins at least 
of three large pagodas, and wets much disappointed to find nothing but three heaps 
of black stones within 10 feet of each other, and the highest not more than 8 feet high, 
oil as black, barren and uninviting a spot as can well be fancied. I should certainly 
have passed these heaps without remark, had they not been pointed out to me. They arg,*.. 
1 fancy, as they have ever been, for there is no appearance of their Tia\ing sunk or orum-^ 
|||[ed away. The spot is surrounded by hills on every side, and in addition to this, the 
mist was veiy low and thick, ^hich prevented our seeing far round. There being no 
water within four miles of the pagodas, we were obliged to retrace our steps to Mot* 

lomah Meu, wcie there is a tank. The distance is exactly foar miles, S, S. E, to N. N, W.

“The origin of the three pngodaa appear* to be as little known as that* of Motsomah 
Men, the aoconnt given being a fabulous one and fheiir date laid as far back as six years 
after Oaudamar attained {felkban, at which thno it iltoaid he gave three of the hairs of 
bis head to two traveiVers, a Silmese and a Barmah. Adfsputo having arisen as to which 

should have two of the hairs, an old woman suddenly made her appearance and Settled

bad wo come here during the time of the Our man Oovernment, we should have come 
like thieves he cats, watehing every bough and leaf and not venturing to the right or left : 
now, we have been here two d%ys without fear of molestation, and have seen every thing/" 
This evening a small bundle of the bark of the cinnamon tree was brought in^ but of a 
very inferior description, having been taken from too young a tree. 

** \9ik^ 1 went myself this morning in quest of cinnamon, and at the very bottom of a ra- 
vine, the ground in which is, even at tliis'season wot, and sheltered on every side from the 
rays of the sun by the over hanging trees on the sides of the hills which form the ravine, 
we diseovered 6 oi 6 trees growing in clusters, from which we took a g(»od quantity of 
baik. Thelcaf is arromaticas w^ll as the hark, which latter, however, docs not acquire its 
fail strength till after it has been well dried In the sun. After some search we succeeded 
In getting half a dosen young tices, which I got carefully taken up and intend taking 
to Moulmeiu.

The teak forests are found on both sides of the river, in patches of greater or less ex- 
tent, from within about 10 miles of the three pngodav down to Baler Creek," a distance 
by the river of fully 100 miles, Miougti in a direct line not mure than 40. Some of (he 
patches consist merely of a few trees fiorti tOO to 50D, alod^ and near the banks, but those 
of greater extent arc usually further in land, running along the bases and sides of hills, 
from whence spiiog small streams which run into'ilie Main river and jenahle the woods- 
,^j|jen to float down the trees after dragging them to the banks by means of elephants and 
strong trucks. * 

♦ 

The forests having been thrown open to the public sineg 1829, the axe and the saw have 
been, and stilt are, every where busily at work ; every forest is occupied; those on the banks 
of the Main river; chiefly by Burmese, who have preferred them, owing to* the superior 
facilities for iSiringing down tlio Umtier, without reflecting on their limited extent or con* 
sideiini^ bow soon they must be exhausted. The^European timber cutters have there- 
fore secured the larger forests,* to whom it was less on objbet to meet with few dilficttities 
than to secure a wide Held for theii^capital and enterprise. The limits of each location 
are generally well defined, in most instances by intervening belts of jungle, in which nil ' 
m teak tree appears, and in others by the coarse of a niAlah or a hill. Each person is 
secured in thMninterrupted occupation of bis forest, in which, however^ he has no pro* 
prietary right? each cutter receives a written permit to cut within the limits as assigned to 
him. On the arrival of the timber at Mwujmein, a duty of 16 per cent, is^evied, either In 
kind or in cash, at a valuatioii regfflated by the market rates.

The trees are usaallj killed in the months of February and March, when 
down) by notching through the bark all round, and allowed to stand th^ for \ \ or 2'yeafw 
to season, without which they will not float when fulled. Some of the cutters are in the 
habit of sawing the timber on the spot into planks, by which means they can.raft it down 
at any season. Others bring it down in logs, but this can only be done during tbe rains, 
• when the w.ator in the river rises some 25 or 30 feet. *At this season (March) the river 
for neatly half its course is little more than a succession of shallow rapids, so shallow tJiat 
our canoes, the largest not drawing above 15^ or Idtnohesof water, are obliged to .he 
diaggcd ovei, all hands jumping out for this purpose. • ^ ' 

There are other extensive forests on our northern frontier, though chiefly on the other 
side of the boundary stream ; but, as before mentioned, the natural impediifients in the 
Salween river render the rafting of timber down it a difiifjpit and dangerous operation. 
There arc teak forests also of some extent on the Burmese side, but the timber is inferior 
ill quality and size. A considerable quantity finds its way annually to Monlmein, but 
so destitute is now that part of the country of population, that hands are not to be ob- 
tained for felling it. Some favorable terms have lately been offered to our wood-^ootters 
to induce them to work theie. • 

Efforts aie now making for introducing in the provinces, the'cultivation of the Pernam- 
buco cotton, though the experiments hithoi to tried have b*een on a small and most in> 
significant scale, in spots ill selected and without any care or attention paid te the cul- 
tivation ; yet there at o grounds for looking forward to this most important branch of cul- 
tivation being eventually cariiod on to a laige ovtent, and once successful in the pro- 
vinces, all the surrounding states will soon adopt it. Under such ciicumslances, the 
Tenasseriiii Provinces, so far from proving ati expense to the stfite, would become one of 
its most valuable acquisition.s, and such a field being opened for European capital andskill, 
they would soon become in a manner colonized. No climate in India is so well adopted 
to the European constitution. Though subject during one half of the year to excessive 
lains, — the fall in 1835 being nearly 220 inches, and during three months to a heat equal 
to that of alnio.st any pait of Indik, yet neither the heat or the moisture appears to effect 
the European, tliongh proving in some measure delcterous to the natives of India. 

There is no doubt whatever that sugar-cane and indigo will grow gxtremely well in 
country, and the cultivation of the former is alieady carried to .some extent, but at pre- 
sent the very high price of labour interferes with any speculation in these lines. The popu- ' 
lationisso extremely scanty and the demand for labour so great, especially in felKng 
and bringing down timber, that an able bodied man can with ease earn his 12 or 15 -Ro a 
month. No individual can be hired as a common daily la^ojjircr under half a rupee a day, 
and as both sugar-cane and indigo require labour not only in their cultivation but in pre- 
paring the produce for the inarlcet, it i? useless to expect any individual will engage his 
capital in such speculation ; neither could any hopes be at present hold out, of success 
attendliig his operations. Much has lately been effeo^d towards rqjducing the price af 
labour by hiring out the services of somo of the numerous convicts annually transported 
to the Provinces from Bengal and Madras, They are to be obtained at 5 or Ba a man 
a month, according to the distance from the town at which they are emplojsed, and it is 
generally acknowledged that they are valuable labourers, the best men only being se* 
lected to enjoy tl||«9 privilege of being freed from^tlfeir irons and living out of the jail : 
the hold that is obtained over them, by the certainty th^ any misbehaviour on ilicir parts 
will be attended by a return to both jail and lions, causes them to become steady and

Y6, iaa small province lyinfi; soutfi of that of Amherst, between the latter and Tavoy,nhnv* < 
ing for its sontliern boundary the river Heni^a, whieb enters the sea in lat. 35.’ The 
town of Y6 is sitnated about20 mifea up a river of the same nanic» in lat. id*’ 12 '. It 
contains a population of abont 800 souls only, chiefly Taliei|s, and has nothitherto been made 
the residenoe of an Enropean officer. It is a prettf , retired sp&t and its people are a proof 
of the extremely peaceable and orderly disposition of the Natives of this country ; for 
tbougli occasionally visited by the European officer of Government, it is seldom fonnil 
ibatthereareany dispotesCo settle amooK them, and even the most petty oflTenccs are of very 
iitfrequent oeourrenoe. The people are mostly enj^aged in rice cultivation, and an infe- 
rior quality of teak is procured some distance up the river, with which large native trad- 
ing boats are constructed. Owing to a bar at the mouth of the river and to extensive sand 
and mud batiks lying off it, it is appioachable only by small vessels, and largesized boats, 
when laden, cannot enter. • 

■South of Y6 lies the province of Tavoy, the second in size and importance of the pro- 
vinces. The town of Tavoy, th&ngli situated 40 miles up a large river of the same name, 
ft yet only 8 mites from the sea in a direct line, such being there the brciullh of the 

tongue of land dividing the river and the sea, forming a point in lat. l3o 26’. The 

month of the Tavoy river forms a splendid harhonr, fitted to receive and sheUer the largest 
vessels, easily accessible and navigable to a distance of 20 miles for ships drawing or 
14 feet, having Its deepN^ater close to the right bank. Unfortunately, there is little or 
no ground at the mouth of the river fitted for the establishment of a town, as the hills slope 
down almost to the water’s edge. Still, were the resources of this province, in trade and 
prodnetion, equal to those of Moalmion, there is no doubt the town would ere ibis have 
been removed to a more convenient distance from the river'.s mouth. As it is, the obstruc- 
tions in tbe river for the last 20 miles, are so numerous hs to preclude a nearer approach 
to vessels drawing more than 9 or U) feet. Tbe town is situated on the left bank of the riv- 
er, and was considered by the Burmese a strongly fortified place, and was more than once 
rendezvous of their forces in their attacks on Slam. 'When taken by tis, it was sur- 
rounded by a bigh brick wall, having an interior plat form nearly level with the top. 

Each face was nearly half a mile in length. Round the north and river faces, at a dts- 
tanoe of about 400 yards, was an innei wall of smaller Vi^ight and less substantial build, 
enclosing tho suburbs of the town. To the Siamese such a fortification was impregnable, 
and traces are still very distinct of the eneampment of the Siamese Army which beseiged 
the town some 20yearAago, and'bfockaded it for several months, though without success. 
The walls are now fast disappearing, the material^ being Employed for making roads or 
for any private purpose. The population at present consists of 9,300 souls, and is rather 
os the decline than otherwise, owiq|; to the superior field for mercantile enterprise aflbrded 
at Moolmetn. Tavoy has no inland trade, having oommunioation only with Siam, with 
vrbiobOoaiitry,asbefore stated, our intercourse is very lioKted, not that Siam is jealous of 
ancH over latid intercourse, but that a more easy access is provided to her by water. The 
wl|K9l# popuifttion of Tavoy province is about 35,000 scattered over the doontry, obiefly on 
the batiks of the Main river, in villages, which being of older standing than those around 
Motttmcia, present a far more sgibstaailal and comfortable appearanee. Rice is the 
chief proddctton of ttie counlrf, of which large quantAles are annually exported to the 
Straits. Teak does not gvoyrn in the 'province, but It abounds in a description of timber

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(tliingan) but liUle itifartor to teak, and equall; adaf^led to ship and bouMf , dlh; 

equally obnoxious to white antsj It it to be had in ntttlinited quantity and of the larf eat ^ 
size. A ship load of it waa some years ago sent to CWoutta, but owing, io the prejudieea > 
which there exist, against all timber not bearing the name of teak, scarce p look wa^ 
vouchsafed to it, though it is said that those who did purchase it, found reason locongra* 
•tulate themselves on obtaining a cheap and valuable bargain. Tin and iron ores are to 
be had throughout the Province. The former is collected in small quantities by the nor . 
fives and Is very rich, yielding 70 and 80 per cunt. o0netal ; but it doesnot appear to 
abound so extensively in any onc^place, as to be likely to yield a profit were thj colleo** 
tion engaged in oo a large sdhie. The iA>n ores have never yet been collected, ihong^ 
the specimens o btaiaed appear to be rich. 


Under tlie Burmese rale the very name of Tovoyer'' was a^term of reproach, the people , 
of this province being considered more addicted to drinking, opium smoking and tlinir 
attendant vices, than those of any other part of the kingdom. So far was this opinion .of- 
them carried, that every other town throughout the provinces, had a space outside their < 
walls called tlicTavoy district, exclusively appropriated for Tavoyers, who were not allow-, 
ed tu enter the town at night. During the first ftsw ycais of our rule, there was ample 
proof of the justice of these suspicions, thcio being mote ciimusaiid petty offences com- 
mitted in this province, than perhaps in all the otliei^ put togelhor ; but a more pore and 
impartial adiiiini.Htr.'ition of justice, cornbirted with the fifild that is now open to all for 
procuring a comfortable aud honoiahte livelihood, has tended gradually to improve the 
morals of these people, and the Tiivo}ers aie now asoiderly and peaceable a populatiou, 
as that ot the other Provinces, -crimes of maguitude are of rare oecurreiice, and those of 
minor degice ate acinually on the dccicase. 


Mergui, the most southerly of the provinces, extends from that of Tavoy to the river 
Pakclian in 10’, which divides the Britisli possessions on the coast from those of , 
Siam. The town of Mergui is situated in 12« at the luouili of the Tena,sseriai river, 
and cuntaiiis a popiilalioii of souls. The houses are built round the bases of a elus-« 
ter of low lulls wliose sumniils ariscrowncd with pagodas and temples and on the top of, 
one of which are the bariacks of the troops, together witli most of the European otHcevs* 
icsidctices, than which more delightful sites are seldom socn. The hill rises almost ab« 
rupily from ilie watef, a street only scperaltug them. It commands a widely extended ^ 
view of the sea, studded with islands of all sizes and descriptions, an^ is completely ojpen , 
to its refreshing breezes. Few people can visit Meigui without admiring (he beauity of 
its scenery or hcncliUtng by the st^ubrity of its climate; but it has* little else to recoiumend, 
it as a residence. Though the eye ranges over a wide expanse of water, yqt but few 
sels are over sepu making their way towards the poit ; and though the vioiiilty of the sea, 
with all its agreeable acoompaniiiiciits of superb fisheries Boat salliiig, &c. he highly de-. 
lighiful for a shoit lime, yet the vicclusioi^of the place and its precarious commtinieailqit. 
with the world, lender a rcsidc»r.e«theie exceedingly* dull and monotauous to those who 

have ero duties to perform or are in no way related tu the place.

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merokantik ratlins there, an armed rowel waa sent over from Madras with insirnntions 
to bw cooMSmtid^T so to doioebo himself towards the authorjtiea of the placci os to insult 
and.disfast them and indaoe them to expel the merohants. In this he sueeeeded. The 
intedtiM'of ^eieins and mnrdering them was discovered, and they ded with preeipitation; 
bttt the commander of the vessel lost his iife. Sohscquently the French seem to have esU- 
btished themselves in the place, bnt were eventually driven out by the Siamese. ,Tlie « 
gallant defence ofa handful of French against a whole host o'f Siamese, Is matter of his* 
lory. Daring the last war with Fraif^e, Me/gui and the neiglibonring islands seem to hare 
been mneb resorted to by French privateers, and the old ijahabitants still remember a visit 
fiwnthe British fleet (Admiral Wauon it is supiiosod), tho butting out a Frenoli vessel 
during the night, and a visit in state the nexiday from the Admiral to the Burmese Go- 

veinor. 


Tn former times, no doiiht. Mergni was a mneh more important piano than it now is, as it 
formed the chief, if not the only, outlet fortlie produce of Slam, which must have come over- 
landtoTenasserimand fioin theuce down the river to Mergui. Tenasserim is spoken of 
in old books, as a large, populous and flourishing city, bnt it lias long been deserted, nor 
do such remains ofit as now exist, in any way indicate such a place as is descrihed. It 
has a stockade with a bond and one or two biick bastions, but it is not of any ex- 
tent and the few pagodas within, are not of that size or beauty which would designate it 
as the site of a once populous add flout isliing place. It is situated about 50 miles E. of 

Mciitiii at the junction of , two rivers, insignUicant duiing the N. B. Monsoon, but wide 

a„.l.al.^d^trcam^d.lriugtUe rains. One of these has a due N. and 8. course and is 
aeii. rally called the Tenasserim river It is formed by the junction at a point about 
L miles East of Tavoy town, of two streams, one running from the northward, the other 
from the southward. After junction the united streams run round the northern base 
of a ridge of mountains and proceed southerly towards Tenasserim. Its banks show 
sixns of having been at one time populated^ but arc now quite dc.serted, except by a 
few tribes, of Kaycus, a wandering race without fixed habitations, and who mostly shun 
ail community with other people. F.oin the banks of this river arc obtained the largo 
ooantltics of s.tpan wood ariiuially brought to Mergui^ and exported from ll.onco to 
Lleutta It is cut by the Mergui people, who proceed up the liver from that place, 
early in the rains, in boats, cm the wood, raft it on hao.boo, and so bring it down. Tho 
_lrio takes about B or 7 weeks, and often two aie made, during a scasbn by the same pea- 
pie. Each boa. is uJider engagement to deliver all the woo.l cut by the men in Her, to 
Lme merchant of the place at certain agreed rates, and advances aie made to them be- 
fore starting. The rates vary from 4 i to 7 Kw per U» vl^ (.-«» pounds) and when the de- 
mand is great, men are to be had at Tavoy who proceed overland from that p ace to the 
Tenasserim river and convey their rafts iii a similar manner to Morgui. A Juty of 16 per 
■ cent on the market price is le\asd at Mergui. This produce is the chief artiolc of ex- 
port'from Mergni. Rice is grown, but not to anyextent beyond the consumption of the 

place. « 

*Froffi Mergni itself to tho southern boundary of our possessions In this quarter, is an 
immense tract of fertile but unpopulated country. Tlirtnighoui it, however, there exist 
of its Itajring beon once peopled to a considerable extent ; but owing, it is suppowd, 
1^0 divestating aad barbarou.. warfare that had nDinterruptedly exisfed between Sinni 
and Af. from the time of Alompra. f our conquest of the country, the population has 
aradnaliv 4l«ipp«»red. and ootbjsig now remains, beyond the name? of towtia and 
vitlagJ iith the sites of some ifT them denoted by wells find fruit, trees. Within tbwe 
lest years, a eonsiderablc number of people from the neighbouring Siamese states 
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linte into our prov|Me«ft, to encape tUo grindloji; oxaotionsi \J whiofa.t Mniff, , 

are subjected. These people llave been settled in some of the sites above ail«ided|io;i^' 
and have been assisted with small advances of money to enable tnem to clear' the 
land and raise their own subsistence. Such people, however, are far froin^ prorinK ta 
valuable addition to the population. Looked oti and treated by their own^ruiers as 
• lilllot better than slaves, the freedom they enjoy under ns is too sudden and -tew 
{^reat for them. They are siink in apathy and listlessness and look to nothing beyond 
a mere temporary subsistence of the most wretclied ddheription. Hopes are ontertalned 
that this tract of country will e^ntnalljr be found adapted to the euUivatiou^ of some 
of tho valnable species of jfmerican Cotton, and experiments are now making wilh* the 
Pernambuco and Sea Island. 

Among the islands of the Mergui Archipelago appertainiij^ to us, considerable collec- 
tions arc annually made of the edible bird's nests; an article depending for its value 
on the extraordinary taste of the Chinese, among whom it sells for upwards of its weight 
in silver, though to European palates, utterly tasteless and useless except as a thickener 
to soups or Stews. The collection is sold as a monopoly and yields anuually a large 
sum to (lie tieasury. • 

After this brief desciiption of each province, it retiiuins to say a few words on the gene- 
ral subject of our possessions in that quaiter. • 

The following slatcment will doubtless possess considorable interest:

Two tilings are wanting to the pro.sperity of i\\fi provinces and tcr^ enable them to con- 
tribute more largely than at present towards the payiiu^it of their own expenses t po- 
pulation and the inti oductiou of some article of produce that may attract tho skltl and

tnanph epionists, they will be under Abe necessity of blinking labourers with thoniy as the 
fMiywese, leaving alone the very high wages they me now enabled to demand and to re* 
ncivet would be found ill adapted for field or plantation labourers. A Bormah has no 
idea of the constant, unvarying, daily work that would be required of him, under gueh t 
ciroumstanoes* He is too indolent, too unsteady. He wilf labour hard perhaps for a 
month or two at work that he likes laid ha^ been accustomed to, such as clearing jungle 
or felling^timber, but he will then pass an equal time in dping nothing, living on the wages 
lio has earned. He is incapable of steady labour and has nevei^et felt Uie pressure of want 
to stimulate him to habits of industry. It does not appear that any description of produce 
has yet been introduced that would answer the above purpose. Experiments are in 
coarse throughout the country^with the Pernambuco cotton seed, and if it succeeds ample 
information on the subject will no doubt be lieieafter afforded. A small sample of the 
cotton grown and forwarded to Hr. Patrick at the Glo*ster mills, was much prized by that 
gentleman, who declared it to be superior to any he had ever seen grown in India. 

The question has often been mooted.— What advantage results from the retention of 
the Tenasserim Provinces?’' It may be answered ns follows: — 

Ur. With the exception of thh months of the Irrawaddy, we now hold possession of the 
whole eastern side of the Bay of Bengal. There is no doubt that daring the last war with 
France, the Tenasserim coast with the numerous islands of it, afforded refuge to the 
enemy's cruizets during the violence of the south west*Monsoon, from whence a few days 
sail only, brought them at once intojthe track of our merchant vessels ; whereas our men- 
of-warwere generally obliged to proceed to Bombay during that season and required 
weeks to return to the Bay. Trincomalio, whatever it may now be, was then a most un- 
healthy station, and proved the grave of our shfps’ crews. In case of a future war, not only 
are our enemies deprived of a resort to the coast, but the advantage is transferred to our- 
8eivc.s, and, if necessary, a naval station might with ease be formed either at Hergui, at the 
mouth of the Tavoy river, at King’s Island botw^ecii Tavoy#ind Morgiii, or at St. Matthew’s 
Island south of Morgui, the latter being described by Capt. Ross as one of the finest har- 
bours in the world. , 

« 

Our position in the Tenasserim Provinces , overawes both Ava and Siam. In case 
of a ruptuie with the former, we have easy access to Rangoon, cither by sea or land, and 
a few marches would carry an army into the very heart of the country, securing possession 
of ail the rich and populous towns and districts lying on the route from Martaban to Ava, 
acountry possessing a large proportion of Talain population, whom a signal fij^om us would 
raise in revolt against their prescntiruleis, and who are known to be even now watching 
an opportunity of quitting the country and placintgtli erase Ives under our own protectiou. 
Ottf neighbourhood is a sahjeci of dread and alarm to Siapi, and (ends to keep up in that 
pdwer an adherence to the tieaties she has made with us, and to render her desirous o^bo- 
in^ona friendly fooliag with us. ^

On the score of humanity, our position on the Tenasserim coast is of wide-spread 
andfqapprectalle benedb We have pot an end to the devaating and savage warfare that 
constantly existed between Ava and 8^am. ft is not the population of (he provinces 
alone that are now freeil from the inroad Of their enemies, and from the Almost as much 
dreaded presence of the forces ofidheir former Government, «ent either for their proteeiion 
fr to ^retaliate by similar inroads j but the states on our northern frontier and the froit* 



lier pvovtaces of both Siam and Ava, equally enjoy the faletiings of peatf and aee^^. 
Oar northern neiqhbonrs are d^pty aonsihle of, and qratefal for, thebenantevothnoa’iir^ 
them, and in their commnnioations with U8, Iheaubject is often dwelt upon. •* We are vTo 
long^er/' say they,-— ohiipred to confine ourselves within the walls of ourtowns«,toGtilctvai 0 
our fields by stealth with arms in our hands, and to live in constant dieadof oerselvaa or 
I our yives and families being carried off into irremediable slavery/^ Again, the example 
of a more liberal, just and ujiright Government in their immediate neighbourhood, baa bad 
the effect of wonderfully improving that of the country bordering on us. That of Rangoon, 
in particular, has been under thg necessity of foregoing the system of rapacity i^nd extor- 
tion which formerly existed? when the sole object of the individual entrusted with tire 
Government, was that of filling his own and the purses of his relatives and friends. They 
well known that such a system would not now be endured, and that if resorted*to, th# peo- 
ple have a refuge at hand. It is a well known fact, that about two years ago an anonym- 
mous petition in the name of the people of Dalla (a large town opposite Rangoon, on 
the other side of the river) was read before the Viceroy in full Durbar, to the effect that 
the Government of the town was pursuing a system of exaction that was intolerable, and 
unless redress was afforded them, they would quit the place in a body and emigrate to 
Moulmein. The petition, as may be supposed, wyis not a little startling, and every means 
was resorted to ascertain how it came into Court. Ail enquiries were ineffectual, \>at the 
petition was attended to without delay. 

a 

4thly, From our position in this quarter, we may look to an eventual friendly inter- 
course with a wide and hitherto unknown extent of country, watered by the Salween, 
the Menaiu and Cambodia rivers, wtth their numberless tributary streams. We have the 
prospect, as already described, of being annually visited by caravans from the frontier of 
China; our own traders aie fast pushing their way among the intermediate Shan states, 
ti ibu tary some to Ava some to Siam ; and new routes are opening for the people of those 
states to visit us, without subjecting themselVes to the exactions they Usually undergo in 
passing through the territories of their almost nominal masters, who, when once the be- 
nefits of such a commercial intercourse have been felt, will find it no easy task to put a 
stop to it. • 

Such, then, arc the advantages derived from our retention of the Tenasserim provinces. 
Eight years have slen the site of a long defected Biirniese town converted into a flou- 
rishing and important settlement, the resort of traders from all paits of India, for whom* 
an opening has been effected to hitherto unknown regions; the blessings of peace and 
order have been conferred on myiions among whom war, rapine and pillage existed in 
all their horrors ; and the road is open for the spread of civilization and knowledge among 
people, of wbpm a few years ago we were entirely ignorant. How cheering, also, to the 
friends of Christianity, is the prospect that now opens wfe successful result to the labours 
of the persevering and untiring missionary. In the Tenasserim Provinces he takes hU 
stand, secure from molestation or interruption, qoUifies bitnseif for his arduous duties, 
and'hither confining himself to the different people to be found in the provinces them- 
selves, or boldly throwing himself into the surroumfing countrles,*preaobes the Gos^l 
to thousands and distributes tile printed ^^Word of God among all around him. He 
baste deal with a comparatively anpYejudiced and qnbigotted people, and the sucoess of 
the American (tifere is no English) Mission in Burmab, is alibost unprecedented in the 
annals of missionary labour. •

Allhougli the pamphlets of^Messrs. Gordon, Lindsay, Matheson, and Sir George Staan- 
ton have been some time before the public, and must be familiar to all those who take aoy 
iiitciest in An^'IO’Cliineso politics, a few observations suggested, by the perusal of these 
woiks, to one who has no other interest in the settlement of the important questions at 
issue between China and Gteat Hritain, than that which belongs to him as a citizen of the 
woild, may still be found to possess some claim to attention. Under that impression they 
aic submitted to the public. ^ 

The advocates fur non-interference with China, rest mainly upon the broad principle 
that when we go to a foreign port to trade, we are bound to submit to the terms proposed 
by that nation, and to its laws geiSerally, while we remain in such port— or go away \ 
but this piinciplc, so undeniably just in the absti act, must, however, as Mr. Lindsay remarks, 
be received with some modifications ; there must, it is clear, be ^ limitat'oii to submission 
even in this case ; for as in the intercourse of individuals, though a man may refuse to receive 
finother, if he goes further and kicks him dcfwn stairs, the kicked ma^ at least demand a 
loason. 

So ‘jweeily you bade me adieu, 

Ilut why did you kick me down siatrs 1

and the kickei must incur the responsibility of the kickec*s resentment, if the answer be 
not satisfactory : so in the intercourse oQnations, although one Government may exclude 
the subjects of another from trade or lesidence, it may not subject them to indignities 
while (hey do trade or reside, without iticorring the responsibility* of resentment. This 
illustiation is homely, but it IS emphatically applicablo to the case China and llritish sub* 
jects resident therein, and particularly to the treatment of Lord Napier. 

11 is quite true, moreover, as Mr. Matheson shews, that China cannot now, consistently 
with reason anfl Vattel, claim the benefit of the abstract griiiciple stated ; because she has for 
foi two hundred yeais permitted us to tiadewith her, and either avowedly or tacitly recognized 
I ights and privileges, sanctioned now by The law of long usage, sacred every where, but more 
cspecjally so in China, according lo the professions o? the Government of that country, where 
precedent is constantly, often falsely, pleaded as an answer to the claipis of justice anddbe 
dictates of common sense. We have only hitherto asked from the Chinese, however, 
what is consistent with reason anii the practice of civilized nations, and clearly reconcii- 
able with the prifljpiple of reciprocity, as respects our conduct to that nation. We permit 
Chinese to come to our ports and trade with whom they please, or reside 'wherever they 
may 6nd it conv^iont to locate themselves. As \o *Penang and Siogapote, it might be 
urged that they confer advantages on us by their coming— that we are too glad to have them 
at those places ; but in <!alcut(a we are certainly indcpenifciit of them and there we have 
plenty olfthem, rather troublospme subjects, yet they enjoy every] pi ivilege of ^firiUsh 
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citizens. Wliawould be said bjr the civilized Ooveinments of Europe and' America, (the 
Chinese Govemnt'nt peihapscaies not for its subjects,) weri we to denounce their settlers 
as barbarians who must be (j^overned without the laws, to limit them and any Chinese 
\es8eU coming to tiade to Balasore roads, and to compel their wives to reside at Pondi- 
cherry? Allowing, as we do, to Chinese all and more than all the privileges we ask fioni 
them, on what principle of justice— by what law of morality oi of nations, aie wc preclud- 
ed from demanding reciprocity ? 

We have, then, to enquire whethi^ wc have any indignities or injuries to complain of. 
Pasi^ing over the more romote examples of insult and injifry e:{penenced by us, which aie 
so weirsketcbed in Mr. Gordon’s clever and instructive pamphlet— conceding for the sake 
of argument, as he does not give his authorities, that as to some of them he may be mis- 
taken, let us come at once to the case of Lord Napier, as an instance so flagrant, that it 
cannot be passed over without r stain on the national character of Groat Britain. That 
some, perhaps many, of our fellow-subjects in China and elsewhere, whose integrity and 
inteiligenoe are equally beyond dispute, hold that Lord Napier was entirely in the wrong 
and that he provoked and deserved much of the ill treatment he experienced, is beyond 
dispate; and in Sir George Staunton, those who take this view of the case have found a 
distinguished leader, who has not hesitated to afliim that His Lordship came to China 
unprovided with any pioper official document— that the Chinese had no voucher for liis 
authority hut his ipse dtrir— the ipse dixit of a man whose veiy first act within the Chinese 
territory, wa.s to violate their laws*’! It is difficult to listen to, or to lead, such assump- 
tions as these with patience, notorious as the fact is, that whatever the Chinese function- 
aries ma)' have pretended to tticcontiary -liowevei gi'ea( iheir o (final ignorance of his Lord- 
ship’s rank or status^ (an ignorance they would not allow to he removed) they could not Init 
be well aware that the man who came vviili two men of war, which afterwards set their 
batteries at defiance, and ihade them tremble in their slioes, must be a man of authority. 
Still U must be conc^eded that if Lord Napier had conic to China unprovided with any 
authority from bis Government entitled to And credit with the Chinese authorities, and 
which he was ready to produce, the error would have been a fatal one, and the fact of his 
being unprovided with such a document, sufficient to justify Lord Palmerston's impeach- 
ment ; but when we come to apply the infallible test of truth to th(‘.Hc bold assertions, they 
dwindle away at once into mere quibbles or turn out to be assumptions having no founda- 
tion in fact. Thus on examining closely Sir George Staunton’s statement respecting 
Lord Napier’s having np propel official document, we liiid it qualified by the words, ** from 
his own government luMrmed to Chinese authorities in other words Lord Napier did not 
bring a ** rospectfnl missive,’' as the Chinese would call it — to whom? to the Emperor? 
Ob! no ; we must not approach the Emperor; no, but to "Governor Loo! ! ! Ills Majesty 
William the 4th, King of Great Britain and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c,, .sends 
greeting to His Excellency Governor Loo"!! No truly. Lord Napier was Aot the hearer 
of a document so dipnijied ; but he was the bearer of a Commission under the Sign Manu - 
al, appointing him Chief of His Majesty^ Superintendents; he come in a man-of-war— a 
friggte; his authority was Instantly recognised by British subjects in China, and upless 
Hfs^fiOrdsbip had been^eputed to Pekin, what other voucher did he require? If the 
Chinese authorities were officiaVy ignorant of his rank and oj the circumstances described, 
*apd which were matters of sufficient notoriety, whose fault was that? Sir George Staun- 
ton, oamplaio8, fndeed, that they had no voucher but his Lordship’s ipse di^it ; but'why had 
they not? Why, but because they would not admit his Lordship to an interview with the 
Viceroy, to which he was entitled by hisVank — a rank recognized by hisafellow-subjects 
in Canton and beyond doubt maly? known to the Chinose|->of which they had as much 
eildenee as they have required in other oases precedents which fully justified His Lord- 
ship in* insisting apon an interview for the purpose of oommunicating in dneefrom his 
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authority and instructiooa.* 1|he Chinese, Indeed, deny these preeedents/and in aB^dfel 
ol the Governor of the ‘2d Soptirnber, declared that on examining^ they f^d that Minieterf ' 
had had no intercourse with outside barbarians; but the precedents afe matters of hista^^ 
rical fact which cannot be set aside by the impudent assertion of a Ohincs&* functionary. 
Ill the same edict, it was also falsely affirmed by the Governor, that ^*it cduld not bo 
- knovyi whethei Lord Vapier is an olfirer or a meichant! yet before the date of that ediet, 
thiee Mandarins of hi^h rank, deputed hy the Governor, had waited upon Lord Napier!^ 
viz., the Kwanchuw Fao^ the Chaochow Foo^ and Kwang <ffiow /lee, anhonour never yet paid by the ' 
Chinese Government to any morebant whatever; and had the Viceroy granted to his Loed^ 
ship the same iceeption he hVd conceded toothers of equal or inferior rank, his Excellency 
would have been duly informed of ins Lordship's commission and functions ; bqt this 
reasonable ieque9tt was denied, and the Mandarins who waited on Lord Napier, refused even 
to he the heard > of a leitei fioin his Lordship to the Governar; and then the Chinese autho- 
rities plead the official igiioiancc causedh y themselves— consequenceB of their own aet^ as a 
justifiratUm of then own wrong // Such conduct is worthy of them, alike consistent with 
then notions of dignity and morality; but it is unworthy of a gentleman of Sir Georgo 
Staunton's ehaiacter, to adopt their paltiy pretexts and their special pleading casuistry^

A veiv favouiitc iliiistration of the vindicators of the conduct of the Chinese in the Napier 
rase, adopted hy Sit (rcorgc, and the idea of ^vhich is derived apparently from oiieoftho 
Chinoso edicts, is thi'*:— “ What if an envoy were be deputed to a European Court, and with- 
out delivoiing his crodentiaLs, witliout any voucliei for his authority or identity, but his own 
ipse dint, siiould come to that court and insist on residing there contrary to the orders and 
wishes of the Gove.iument of the roulilry'^" but the answer to this alleged parrallel case, 
so fieqnentlv and so oxiiltingly advanced, is not difficult. It might be objected in limine, 
that the fancied pairallol is no patallcl at all, inasmuch as the question is not of an Envojr.' 
to a Court, and teiiuiiing therefore authority to, and dorninditig oo niinunication with, the 
t'oiiit, but of a Consul oi Supciiiilcndent of trade at an outport remote^ from the seat of 
(3o\einmenf, and not asking for any coinmiinlcdlion with the court ; but waving that objeo*' 
lion iiiid coneciiing fot the sake of argument that tbe parrallel holds good in every feature^ 
let us suppose u case of the kind yccurriiig in Euiope. 


Wc uiil im.igini' then, that the Chinese arc largely engaged in the export trade from 
(^leat Biitain to China , that in order to efirty it on suceessfully, many of them have taken 
up ihcii abode at Liverpool , that the trade has been conducterf undejf a monopoly, and sn-. 
pel intended hy agents of the monopolists; that the cele.slial Emperor changes the system 
and establishes free trade, and that thereby the authority of the mercantile agents is at an 
end and the British Government srequires an officer to supply thqir place*; He is sent, , 
bearing the celestial Emperor's Coinmis’sion, arrives and requires an interview with 
Chief civil funetionary at Liveipool, to present his oj^e||ientials ; that that iitteryiaw is 
refused ; and that then the Civil and Military authorities of Liverpool order him away, stop 
the trade, on his refusing to go, and endeavour to starve him out, heaping on him and his 
nation in the mean time, in proclamations, all sorts of insults and refusing even to reoeiiria' 
letter from him unless presented through some channel ttot would be dqjpradiiig tohim as tls^ 
well knew. Should such a case occur, does any body doubt that tbe Chinese functionary, if be- 
bad a force equal to it, would order his vessels up the Mersey, and batter Liverpool about tbe ' 

• A« the fact that there are precedents oti record has been questioned by those who espouse tbs 

non>interference policy, without takinsc much trouble to examine into facts, it may be m we»l here to reier to 
some of these precedents. Passing over the case of Captain Weddell in ld37, as perfiops not sumciently au« , 
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Q0reni6r’8'eftrt^ilb any one Mhnw that acoordingf to the praneiples of individual eourteiiy 
abdijalornat{M«t^p, lie would not be amply justified in sfcli a proceeding? and voold 
tor one moment^to the paltry pretext, that the authorities of Liver* 
'f^X^whgnwtanloftherankoftbeCbitiesefanctionarf^liadneret seen bis ciedeiitials, 
lalten tbe only cause of such ignorance was their refusal to admit an interview sanctioned 
alike by reason and by numerous precedents? No,-<-sucli a plea may be adapted to Chinese 
' morality ; but such wretched casuistry could be an insult to the understandings of the 
civilised world. 

, It is a mistake to suppose that a mere q nestion V)f /orm waa involved in this demand 
of an interview with the Viceroy— it is equally an error to treat the concession even of 
ft ' (lorni Qr ceremony in China, as a matter of no importance ; for the concdsnion of a form 
there, is often the sacrifice of a very important principle. Had Lord Napier foiwaided his 
commission through the Hong Merchants, or applied through them foi leave to reside at 
Canton, he would not only have submitted to what would have degraded him in the esti- 
m'atioo of the Chinese authorities, but he would from that very cause have placed himself 
in a position that would have rendered him utterly useless and powerless to protect 
British interests in that remote quarter.^ It is urged, indeed, that he would still have 
been in a position similar to that of the Corap«iny's Chief ; but he would not ; for a 
Tpry obvious reason, that he never could have had that influence which the Coiupciny's 
servants owed to the circumstana 3 of their being dealers to an cn.irtuous aaioiint on hchalf 
of their Honorable Masters, while Lord Napier, though a representative of tiatle, nut 
fading at all, would have been in a very difTerent situation ; and had liU romruir 
Iticaiion with the authorities been made through the Merrhants, Mi. Dent ui Mr. 

Iftrdine would have had more influence than the Chief of His Majesty's SuperiiiU‘ndonl<, 
or eban all theSuperinteiylcots oonibtned, and might easily at any time hi ve tliunrted 
bis *or their views and measures, bad they been so disposed. It is idle, ther|rore, to talk 
df the facility witif which, by consenting te the proposed indignity, his LonKdii{> and 
bis colleagues might hare quietly slipped into the shoc.s of the Coinpanv's Select ('(mti- 
mittee. In short, the Company’s servants derived their vast iiil1iicu<’e futm the e.ioitnl 
' they wielded ; the Chief bearing his Majesty's commission, could c^eaily do.ive hn only 
rmk and authority ; but the meanest Mandaiiii would have laughed at the iJe<i of hii 
^atifc or authority after he had descended to petition through die Hong Mcichanto ; for the 
wealthiest of the Hong Mercbant«>, whatever secret iriil.ienuc his nuic wealth may give 
'bim, would kow-tpu fti public to the meanest Mandarin in oflice ; since in (he code 
. of the Chinese Aristocracy, the vocation of the merchant is dcgiading, and lulc i'l 
Conatantly enforced ; it is, in fact, a principle of Chinese polity never ovei looked. Tlio 
'»itttatioo,theD,inwhicffsuGha proceeding as that of humbly petitioning through the Hong 
"liierchants would have placed His Lordship, every one who weighs these facts may 
' waderstaad ; that it would have bcun one quite devoid of power and dignity and of all 
utility, every unprejudiced man must admit. ^ 

.By some who, espouse the cause of the Chinese ggainst Lord Napier, it is con- 
that bis Lordship could not have submitted to petition through the Hong Merchants ; 
then the^f argali that the great error, the original sin of the ease, was that of 
,^nsjf|idjng out a Pdbleman and a commissioned officer. Tbat is a mere assumption, but it 
li BjDother branch ^^he question.

have in answer to the plea^ the jiretext of bis Lordship’s having violated ttfai

A vindicator of Lord Napier against the chdrge of violating the laws of China, mjgM 
safety fast his case ooi^wbat is Already advanced ; but it may be useful to offer a few

The answer U that 
Lord Napier never did cause any such pioclamatiou to be pracardod. What he did do in 
that respect, wjis this. Seeing his piooeedings misrepresented and the grossest oalumnies 
and inaalts widelv disseminated by the Chinese authorities, he did cause to be placarded, a 
brief but clear and, in my judgement, plain and forcible yet temperate exposition of iho/ea| 
state of the case, no. 7 > of the OiTicial docainentsf entitled “ hitere$ting to the Chinese Mer^ 
chants^ Present state of relations between GiiinanndGreat JJritain/rnteandofficial document**. Many 
ot the Forei|rners thought the puhlicatioii of thisdociimcnt i^remature, but thetc isnota wotd 
in it'inviting rebellion, unless the exposure of the tnSsrepreseniafions of Governor Loo, are to 
be HO deemed; and that was justinod by the shameful slander directed against his Lord- 
altlp^ but even that applies no stronger language to the Governor than that of charging 
' M'm with ignoiance and obstinacy. 

, The facts already advanced, establish the conc.hisioM, that the Chinese authorities were 
wholly without justiflcation for refusing Lord Napier the interview he required. Thoir 
treatment of his Lordship, when he was leaving Canton, is too painful to dwell on ; and it 
it mournful to reflect that any British subjects should be swayed by passion, prejudice or 
aelflshness into an attempt to defend such* gross treachery and inhumanity. Sir George 
Staunton, however, U so completely carried away by his preitdo- phi la nth ropy in favor 
o£ the Chinese, that \uth the aoal^of a pariissan, he waves all candour and fair doahiig, 
and . sinking facts which it would be troublesome to answer, leaps at once to his 
4b^red conclusion. (le alludes only to the detention of Lord N.ipier at ilangshcan, 
vqHteh he treats as a mere customary matter or as a resuU of precaution : now what arc the 
fap.ts of the case ?

<« Sir, — Conbidenng it due to the memory of the late right honorable lord Napier, and to the feelings ef an 
xious and kind pubik, we aie ilcMrous to convey om opinion with regard to the cause of his illness, rbrough the 
medium of your paper, and to state that we conceive the origin of bis compliiQt to be wholly atlriboted to the 
severe labor and anxiety which devolved upon him while at Canton. 

** Uis lordahipV health began to fail about the beginning of Sepipiaber, and an attack df fever siqiervoitodiHL 
the 9'th, a peiiod replete with events of a m ist harassing descnption, aud under circa rnstaocesthemoit 
vantageous to the nature of such an a/lection* Keeling compelled from a high sense of obUgatUm to hit 
to persevere in the execution of h» duties, he refused to leave (ianton until the 1 8th, oo which ^ Al^v'CN- 
iedge pie vailed on his Iprdsbip lo relmquHh the toils of odlce, anil procoad to Macao for the mom ^mbfeie n* 
covery of his health ; at this time the violent symptoms of the fever subshled, and a change alone was loijM 
as necessary for its re-establishment. I'be 21st, his lordship* embarked for hficao, aecompamed by 
Cfolledge, and passed the following, day comfoitably, although much annoyed from oeourretuees already detalM* 
Oq Uie 23d, during the cruel, needless sftd vexatioua detention, experienced amongst , tha no^ of gonge, craek- 
ers, and Hriog of salutes, which our mandarins kept up by the boats in attendance, tn e^ie of mpeated lemon- 
strances, his lordship suflered a relapse of lever ; and he landed at Macao on the ttiof2iHlg*of the 23 th, mnWi 
exhatiet^ andaltogmer in a worse stata than ha had ever been fkoin the commeneemeiit <9^ h» iUnevs.

greall3r inereased his Lordship's sofferhiga and aooelorated his death. Rare we not a right, 
then, «eoordhi)|; w the principle of oor own law and of reason, to eharge the Chinese an- 
tboVitiee wil'h his Lordships death? And what was the pretext for the inhumanitj which 
Oansed it-a pretext which even the Chinese are ashamed to ngge, bat which ispntforth for 
them by one of their Britiidi admirers and defenders—Sir George Staunton » Why, that the 
object of the delay was to prevent his Lordship getting down to Macao before the frigates 
wer,g fairly out of the river; but the frigates, aeoordinjl to ^tbe Chinese official report, 
passed the Bo{rue on ihe23(l« The detention of Lord Napier at llanshean, although be 
t^d been uiiypeoessarily delayed before, commenced on the 2$d, and was continued until 
'k .V. M. of the 2dtb, so that there is not a shadow of excuse for it But what are we 
to say to sSir Georn^e Staontoirs%andoar in talking of detention only, as if there had been 
* notliin^ in the circumstances of the case to render that detention in any form cruel — 
us if there had been nothing done to aggravate that detention and increase its per- 
nicious effects in a ten-fold degree ? On this point the public have to choose between the 
assertions, or the assumptions, of Sir George Staunton, and the official reports of the 
Surgeons above quoted, by which these ^assertions or assumptions are directly contra* 
dieted. If these honorable men arc to be believed, — if their veracity in the statement of 
what passed under their observation, and t|ieir professional opinion on a case which was 
wilder ^heir treatment may be relied on, (and who wilt venture to question cither^) then 
the death of a nobleman bearing His Majesty’s commission, at least greatly accele- 
, Wed if not acuiatly caused, by treatment for which eyen the most zealous condeniners 
of hisi proceedings cannot allege the slightest esciisc, — for which none of them, indeed, ex* 
eepi Sir Gcoi ace Staunton, venture to attempt to frame even a miserable apology ! The 
Chinese, in their lying mafliier,a|iege thatlii^ Loidship had apologized, &c., and that having 
done so (hey peiini^ed him to retire in due form. On their own sheuing, (hen, (hey have 
iu theii s(ih^e(|iiciit conduct been guilty of the breach of a honour and humanity which de* 
niand.s lediCN'i -which cries aloud to heaven for vengeance ; they have hunted to death one 
who even as to them wtis no longer in an offensive attitude, and who, as to the Biitish sub- 
jects in China, had by universal admission so borne himseif, that

But what then, when redress is called for, what is the answer? -an attempt to deny 
ordispiuve llioso indignities and cruelties to which his Majesty’s Superintendent in China 
was .subjected ? — no; but we are told by the IlerhJd^ for exatnple, that the tea* 

will siucll no worse for them?’* Such is the language of a journal, the organ of a party 
perpetnnll} whining over our dep^r^ng or depatted glory !l True it is, that**tbe teas will 
taste no worse fur the treatment of Lord Napier ; but to those to whom the nationai honour 
Is dearer even than bohea» the quest^ii addressed is, whether that treatment does not 
merely justify but render it imperative on the Britlsli Government a demand tmpU 
rMhress for the past and sufficient security for the fu tore. 

I ^ Enough has now been said of Lord Napier’s proceedings ; but it fs right to observe 
I* &'t if bis Loriiship’s wisbo)! bad been complied with, though he would not even then, 
I fij£lftap.Vbave been able to act in a very different manner, be would at least have deprived 
19& George Staunton and others, of some of tbelr grounds of objection tc^ bis proceedings, 
liie Chinm the eondoefors of which bad access to good authority, says that bfs 

Lbfdihlp, forOieefbg the difficoMeif tbat might arise from Ifla not being recognized by the 
locaiiiMthoritles botore leaving Bngtead^ requested that io^ease of necessity be i|^tgbi have 
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flafJiority to treat with Pekin ; this request being denied, ho desired HiatJ^appointmeiiito 
Canton might be announced attho capital, and that being refused, he wjflied for a 
nicatlon addressed to the Governor of Canton : that was not granted, but his Lordship 
was directed to come to Canton and report himself by letter. Now if his Majesty's Minis- 
teis, in refusing these documents, acted under the impression that they would b’e very likely 
* to furnish a pieioxl for making delays and difficulties, they were quite right. The Chinese 
authorities would still have said, wo don't want a Tac/ian- we want one to cominunicate 
through the Hong, whoever heard of a Superintendent of trade communicating with the 
Emperor; for a letter from Jdinilters they would have treated as they did l4)rd Napier 
— they would not have received it except tliougli the Hong. In fact they woulH have 
refused to allow Lord Napier to como to Canton at all, except after bumble |)etition; for they 
would clearly not have recognized him as an ambassador, but merely as a Taepan adcording 
to their idea of the office — and as such precisely the ssvne objections as were raised 
would have been made ; hut what do Ministiy say to the case? If the want of such doca 
ments jiistifies the Chinese, in what a situation are they placed who refused them . if 
not, on what principle —on what pretext can they defend a tame submission to the insult 
and injury inflicted in that case without any cause, on the officer whom they deputed to 
China healing a oominission under the Sign Manual f It is for them to say, and timo 
will develop their answer ; meanwhile assuming that tliQ national honour will be vindicated 
and our letations with China be placed on an intelligible and secure basis for the futnro, 
it may be useful to submit some considerations on the means of attaining these ends. 

Every thing we know of the character of the Chinese Government, and all that Is recorded 
of our tclaiions wiili that pow'er, dlnply prove that any appeal for redress to the celestial 
Emperot, which is not suppoited by a deminstiation of force — is not in fact addressed to 
fiKs foais, will pi.>ve futile and misotiievous. Wo have '^nly then to consider of the nature 
of this deiiionstration. Oi this point Mr. Lindsay has been very specific ; but perhaps it 
would be hslter to leave details to professional men. If the British Chovernment can once 
be brought to admit the necessity of demanding redicss for the insults otfored to Lord 
Napici, there c.iu he no reason to doubt that they wdl be equally ready to perceive the 
wisdom of doing so in a manner^ikely to insure the desired result ; now nothing short 
(he appeaianor ot an imposing foicc as near the capital of China as may be, will accom- 
plish that object The idea of ag.uii a^einpting communication via Canton, should be 
abandoned ; foi all [farties agree that that would be useless. An ambassador should be 
deputed at once to Pekin and be landed from an armed steamef on the bank nearest 
the capital of the Pci Ho, which can be ascended by vessels of light draft to a point 
within tliiity miles of the imperial city. The intelligence that the Ambassador came 
attended by an imposing force, would insure for him something more than a mere res- 
pectful reception at the Irnpeiial Court, and ho should be instructed to plainly submit to 
the Enipetor, the alternative of the application of that Torce ; but, it will be objected that 
this proceeding would be in fact a declaration of war-^yes, but it is the only means, bjr 
which you can ever insure permaftient peace with CRina. 

Ofttendite bellam, at pacem habebitis,- ^ 

is, in short, the maxim strictly afiplioable to our policy towards (he celestial Empire. It is 
timetoeschew the** speculative benevolence*' which constantly places a semi-barbarous nati- 
on in a position oP advantage over us. It is too much to permit the advocat8s of non-inter- 
ference and submission to insult, to contend first, tl^nl Iho Chinese having evaded and nof 
sought intercourse with foreigners are not bouiAl by the “ laws of nations”, and next to 
Sdmit their plea, ihaj we mSst not seek redress bcoeuse those laws require thode 
who proccj^ toafoieign country for trade or other purposes to submit to the hx foctjyhat- 
ever it may be. The truth is, thdre has been an over refinement in the reasonings on this 



f|iipsti0ii» whieb^as rendered them utterly inapplicehle the paiticuKir ce«e and quite 
repns^nant tothec\)rimoii sense maxim that every gciieiul in^c has exceptions \^iiicii,in fuct^ 
prove the rule. The abstract piiiicjphc so mucb relied (tti, lias miNleil those who mo cageily 
advance it. - It is idle to talk of ndheiing to this pniiciple in it.s iiilegiit). Take for 
example the case of accidental homicide of a Chinese by some Biitisii Mihiect or subject 
unknown. In this case the law of China requires a victim, that same law recognisecs lot tut e i 
fiS a mode of judicial investigation. Arc the Biitish philanthio\)ists, who piotcss.su ch hor- 
ror at the very idea of departing fiom'^thciriiidnnicd piinciple, pieparcd to admit the appli- 
cation of iUiii such a case— to admit that an innocent fellow -subject should in such a case 
be tortured and strangled? If nut, what becomes oT their principle-— their immutable rule ; 
and who is to draw the line between the tulc and the exception? (t is clcai then that in deal- 
ing witlfsemi-baibarous nations v/o cannot invariably apply to them rules of policy founded 
Upon principles of justice and l^maniry, which they neither lecognize nor undeistand. That 
there are cases in which a civilized nation is jiistiiied in vindicating both, by an asseitiori 
of power — by aiguing with force where reason would be in vain applied —and this is pie- 
eisely the case of China and Great Uiitain. The advocates for demanding redi ess, liandlo this 
matter tuo delicately. If war be the result of the proposed piocceding what tiicn ? Ilow 
many of our wars — howniaiiy wars of the (uvilizcd world, have had so good a itisiifieatiou as 
a war upon China by gicat Britain would have? Passing ovei ronioternuineioiii illusii niiotis 
which history affords us, have W'c not seen two gicat nations, America and France, on the o 
of a wai on account of a few haisR wokU in a Presidents* message to eongiesx ! and yet. 
when aBiitish subject hearing the King's commission is woiiied to death, asloi d Napiei 
was, ft/lrr a pledge of safe conduct, to say nothing of previous in>iilts, wdiicli some attempt 
to excuse, we must not demand redicss foisooth ! — Why*'^ Because an uhstiactpiinciple I'or- 
bids us — or because, pcrchancc.tlie trade may be inlet luplcd ! ! The answer is that ho tioc 
tray to secure it permanqintly against iiiteiriiption, is to bring these haughty, oonooitPih 
impotent Chinese to a sense of justice, by oonvinciiig them that we have the povvoi to exuot 
it when denied, and the will to exert that power. 

Assuming then, that an Amhasaador so supported and instructed be sent to Pckiii, 
We have to consider what are the propositions he .shoulil submit to the impiMial couit ot 
China. The dignity ofthe nation would require that the fost object shou Id hercdirs^ lor 
the insults offered to Lord Napier, the public degridaiiou of every officci concenud in 
the brutal treatinout of his Loidship, and the puhfn)iitiufi in Canton ot an edict aniiuiincing 
the Emperor's regret fu|, and disavowal of, those piocccdings — and a complete iccognition 
of the equality of Ills Britannic Majesty. As a eoiollaiy to this pioposition would follow, 
of course, the demand that a successor to his Loidship be received with due honour, and 
that as a guarantee for his respectful treatment, as well a#foi the piotcctiun ofthe trade, 
His Majesty's ships should have free resort to the port of Canton as w ell as any othei ports 
be hereafter open to the trade, jks an additional security against mis-undt^standing and 
in conformity with the practice of civilized nations, the residence of a British Envoy at 
the Imperial court should be required. *

These points conceded, the question of arrangement for the trade and the due protection 
and convenience of BTItish subjects engaged in it at Canton, or elsewhere, should be entered 
on ; and here again, after the provocations given to us, we |hould be guilty of supreme folly, 
•aorificing the interests alike of the people of China and our own, in bowing impUoitly to 
the abstract pfiiiciple of the right of the government of that country to make wbat regu- 
lations they please.

Tliiit the posts of A.inoy, Ciiusun and Ningpo be again open tp the trade/Thatin all 
oases of uriuie or alleged erin^c involving the penalty of death, British subjects be tried 
byatiibunal constiiniud under the auUioiity of the British Saperintondent, Resident Of ■ 
Consul ai the port, at which tiibnual of course the Chniesc authorities or perssons deputed 
by them, should be pennitted^ to a%k qiiciiliotts and watch over the proceedings,* the court 
being also perfectly open. These arc some of the essential points to bo insisted on.* * 

t>r course it is not to be supposed that the Tinpcnal court of China wonld roadily yield 
these rlaini.s; but the appearance of an imposing force in thgir rivers, the remembrance of 
the Unruiali w.ii, would in all prolrability induce Uie.ii to give way ; for in no one instance 
biive they failed to yield to an appeal to tlieir tears supported by adequate force. But if 
t)iL 7 should not yield, what then ? Why, then, it would be as easy as it would be juslifiabie, 
to tike pxjss.'s^ioii ot one or iiioie of thcii polls of Canton,-^AiOioy, Chusan or Ningpo, 
01 all tliirc wheio the trade which they could not prevent would soon find its way. This 
would he ii much more ciricauious mou<tuia, and quite as ju&tiliablo as taking possession of 
an island on ihen CO ist, an J not only m ire e'Sc icjous, but inhuitely more humane than 
lilockudiii^; iheir ports, scianig their coastcis, arid thus inflicting misery upon the very peo- 
ple who have ever been mo.st ready to trade vuih us m defiance of authority, while the 
Chines) governmoat would be utlcdy JiidillVieiit to such a proceeding. That we could 
easily orenpy all those ports in ^pile of any rcMistance of the Chinese forces, is beyond dis- 
pute, and theiefoie to have leooiso to any measure equally odious in Chinese estimation, 
equally am tuniing to a.'tual war, would bo abiurd and impolitic.

Again the exe- 
ciilive g.)*’ei nment at honi'j is 'll) Ircq iciiily engaged witii questions ot home policy ot vital 
impoi Uincc, thai months may elapse eio any attention can be paid to a reference, however 
urgent ; so slow arc the moments of the homo government, that to this day nothing appears 
to have been done in regard to lioiS Napiers case ; although three ycais have elapsed sinw 
bis Lordship's death, and so uiiinfoimud (no doubt for want of time to attend lo the sub* 
jeet) do his Majesty *b Ministci’s appear to be, as to.what is as)t«ally the state of alfairs in Chi- 
na, that one of them lately stated in his pL\ce in PaiUauient, that our Superintendents were 
still in Canton, while the fact is lli^t not one of tlicni>iias been there since Lord Napier left 
that place, while all thiee arc maintained in their situations, besides a secretary and inter- 
preter, at an enormous cost to the nation, although they cannot, and do d8t, approach Canton/ 
and are totally unrecognized by thaChinese and utterly powerless for the purposes for which 
they were appointed. Uad a reference to a nearer authority than that of the home govern- 
ment been available; at least, such a flagrant abuso as this, would have besfe prevented;

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and if it baiS been decided not to demand redress Vor the past or security for the 
future, tbe absVdity of keeping up at great cost, appointments, rendered useless by 
the insolence and obstinacy of the Chinese, would have been avoided. The re> 
medy for tliis evil ivoiild seern to be, if not to place our relations with China under 
the control of the Supreme government of ftidLi, at least to give that Government 
a discictionaiy power of interference whenever our aathoritiQs in China should deem nn* * 
appeal to it necessaiy. The advantajgcs of such an airaiigcmcnt are too obvious to need 
being stated in detail, and the authority which presides over the destinies of millions of 
our Cellow-subjects, with powers ample beyond sample iii the Biitish dominions, may 
surely be safely entrusted to respond to any appeal of TIis Majesty’s Ambassador or Sii- 
perinlpndetUS' in China, for mediation or aid to le&ist encioachuicnt and protect 
British rights in that quarter. 


POSTSCRIPT,— J/arM 1837. 


The publication of the foregoing remarks ha\ing been so long unavoidably delayed 
by the publishers, I deem it necessary to add a few lines, adverting to what has since occur- 
red relative to China. Minister^ have, it would seem, resolvctl on passing ovei suh siltjiiio 
the case of Lord Napier, and of thus placing the British nation in a most hninihatmg 
postnie in reference to Ghuia. They have appointed as Chief Superintendent, (Captain 
Ellioit, of the Nav^^ a gentleman who bears a vciy high cliatacter both foi woilh and triicnl, 
and whose good quaiiiios, indeed, have won for him the esteem and icgaid of all wlio have 
the honour and happiness to know him. Fioiii all I can Icain, howevei, of Ins inslruo"' 
tions, it would seem that ho is requited to submit to the VLMy conditions wiMi which Loid 
Kapier refused to comply ! It has been staled that Captain Elliot had been in negotiation 
with the Hong Merchants, and 1 infer from the late.st accounts, that he was auailiim at 
Macao, the result of a Petition to Pekin, to permit him to pr.iceed to Canton. Since 
he has thus duly humbled himself, the luipeiial coiiit %viil most probably tliiiik piopor 
to overlook the circumstance of his having acted undci Loid Napier and allow him to 
proceed to the ''Provincial city;” but 1 am firmly persuaded, that in a situation so undig- 
nified, he will be utterly powciless thcic, to protect British interests or to answer any 
purpose of his appointment; unless it be that of arresting rcfiacioiy seamen and sending 
them on board their ships — a business for which it is suiely not worth while to employ 
two Superintendents and a Secretary on high salaries. « If I am not mistaken, Captain 
Elliott is, and has been all along, of a diflcient opinion ; he thinks that Lord Napier should 
have submitted to the conditions of the Chinese; and hence I regaid his«appoiritment us 
an unequivocal manifestation of ^hb deteiinination of Ministry to adopt to waids China a 
policy which seems to me discreditable to the itati#n and calculated to defeat tho object they 
have in view. Already 1 think we maf trace in the recent accounts from Ch ina, indications 
of a design on the part of the Chinese to presume upon this mistaken forbeaiatice, whioh 
they will ascribe to weakness and pusillanimity, and as the trade and the number of British 
residents in Canton increase, oiir relations with the cetestial empire will become more 
oompJicated ^nd difllcult to manage, and tho foreigners be compelled to submit to new 
jndlgtiities and exactions, against which Superintendents with a mere shadow of authority, 
and without any inllueno like that wldch the Company’s servants derived from being tbe 
dispensers of an enormous sum in trade* will in vain remonstrate. sSch are my riews of 
the coDsequencea likely to fiovwfrojn the policy of submlhsioa an^ homiliationj mau naui 
vsraaiis.

1 shall tollow iny own route, and suppose the 
traveller safely arrived at Alexandria. The 
fi.st Bgjptians who will piesent themselves 
to his view on landing, indeed before he is 
faiily landed, area niimbei of ragged urohios, 
shoving numerable donkies into the water to 
wards join* boat, displaying their whole know- ' 
ledge of 0111 language in bawling very 

good jackass, very line jaekass." Upon one 
of these said very fine animals, 1 recommend 
hill) to take a seat, as there is no other mode 
of conveyance (unless he piefcis walking 
through the dusty streets) and proceeding im> 
mediately to the consol. Mi. Sluane, who is 
very obliging and polite, and wilt give the aid 
ot the Eiuhsh Jannissaiv, Scinn, to whom I ad- 
viso the baggage to he made over : he wilt have 
it passed lliiongh (i.e. by) the ciistAin house, 
and cariiorl to the inn, aV a most reasonable 
chaige. I paid him for mine, one dollar. 
There is a hotel in the middle of the town, 
kept hy an Italian, whicli is somewhat hot frorn 
iis situation, and another by \Ir. Hume, in a 
pleasant cnongh quaitei, thongli dnst exists 
in abundance in all paitsof Alcxandiia. The 
accommodation in Mis. Hume's house is not 
good, the fbod woise, and one j.s absolutely 
devoured by Hies: I have seen the food black 
fioni them. TlieclAiges, too, are high, — two and 
a half doliors, or live tnpees a day, per bead, 
for food and lodging. --wine and beer extiie. 
Little need be said of Alexandria ; jhcre are 
only two streets that can be so called, in the 
mo^rn town. The remains of the ancient city 
conateiof vast mounds of rubbish; and frag- 
mei|ta of walls are visible to the depth of thirty 
feot^ where people have been digging Tor bricks 
and'itdifcwi Jf' should think there was great 
scope for antiq^artaw researches in Alexand- 
'ria* by digging deep encvrgb. The French 
coAsi^l pfehsieiir Mjmaatt about a year ago^ 
discovered a ^^at treasore, the original'. In- 
bfjoppe, oLtbh.Wacwiek^ vase: he fmiifd it in 
a smMi tjlehe under' gproiincf, compleYely bnili ' 
up with briokf nd tiicrtv, and lllled with fine 


sand, in wliiciPthe vase was bedded. It was in 
good prcHcrvatioo, looking as if it bad just 
come from the artist’s hands. He deseirbed 
the niche as resembling a small oven built up, 
like one of those places in which the natives 
of India, fo this-day, bury their treasure. This 
exi|yisite specimen of Greek art, along with 
a very valuable collection of ouriositles, was 
to be sent to France. 

Prom Alexandria the traveller goes by tho 
canal to Atftfe, on the hank of the Nile. The 
canal, at present, is separated from the river 
hy an embankment, to prevent its being chok* 
ed by the mud and sami of the Nile, which 
would otheiwUe rush into it, so one must 
move into another boat in order to proceed up 
the Nile to Cairo. 1 was just twenty-four 
hours from Alexandria to Atfce, where t bad 
a note to au Italian eiirployf*, styled Illustris- 
.'timo, who spoke a little English, which he 
iiiiniediately pat Into practice, by asking me 
it I had brought my woman*’ with me. f 
started next morning and ariived at Cairo oft 
the thifd day* though we did not sail ar night. 
These hoaU are not unlike beaulea.s, having 
little cabins, but so low that one cannot stand 
upright in them; indeed, in many of them it is 
not puxsihle to .vit in a chair. They have gene • 
tally two masts, sometbnos three, furnished 
with immense lateen sails, and sail beautifufy. 
As ill India, tliey are sometimes tracked up tho 
stream; but, alas 1 the dirt and vorinir in tlieui, 
arc boyond description ; even sinking thOboat 
does not always di'ilodge the enemy ; and the 
troatmcii too are covcied with them, as their 
blue shiits^m never washed lind their bodies 
vciy raiely. The dress of the boatmen con- 
sists of a coarse blue shirt with immense wide 
sieevc.«ewhieli are kept out of the way by ft 
string iound the sbooiders; but whenever 
there is apy particular i|Drk to do, they olata^ 
off with one hand this smtary garment. anJ, 
without hesitation, appear In a Hate of primi- 
tive simplicity. Fine,, sturjy, powerful fel-, 
lows they are, although they t&ve upon (ho 
most poor eod scanty farOv and*, after seeing 
them,, one does not think Mioiiael Angelo's 
signs^x^ggerated. Soinetim6.s, by way of 
they made a waistband of reeds, or graft; dg 
tba ejender branoh of a tree, aftirrthe fashioit 
of Ulyssev, as described in the Odyssey, ap^ar* • 
leg before the princess.

The aliopsatc little, open, raised p^aces.exacti} 
like those in fudia, find in many of the (mxats, 
pUnk.i or ni<t(s :ne bud across iioin ruofto toof, 
shade from the sun the stieet below. The 
houses havqa diNinsil appoarnceas glazed win- 
clovra aie not in gencal use, hut wooden shut- 
ters pierced )ti dilferent patterns admit light 
aud air. The roofs me fwt and coveted with 
iiiiid, .so when rain falls, ofw'hich there U a little, 
iliercorfoiirliitic^ia theyear.ahoui November, 
they are perfect sieves. It is .said, that since 
the Pasha planted lices in bis guldens, and 
about the town, lain falls more frevtuenil> than 
formerly. Tiio population is most motley, — 
Turks, who arc fail as English,— Arabs who me 
dark as FlrudoostaneeH, — and Copf.s who areol 
a ooiupievioh between the two. The former vvcai 
immense baggy trowsers w'itii light leggiti.s, 
and w*ai.stooats and jackets very much hke out 
own, with thi; uni vet sal tuiboo.sh nr plain red 
felt cap with blue ta^set. Tlie Arabs of the 
lower class wcai blue or brown shiiLs with a i 
coarse turboosh, or a bit of dirty cloth hy wav I 
of turban; the better class, a sleevolcs'v silk 
pelisse flying opon, with cUhor the red cap oi 
a striped bindkei chief tied un(l,cr the olun. 
The Coptsare distiuguiibed by thei^ black tui- 
bans. All the females, even to beggais, have 
a veil, that is, a long scrip of cloth hanging 
down like an elephant’s proboscis, which per- 
mits of the eyes oniy^ being seen; they also weai 
w kind.of shirt atid'asheet thrown over them: 
wn&oi^gstthe liiglior orders, the latter i.s made of 
allki generally black, and the veil of white with 
idttplia'aeiy wide trowsers and yellow morocco 
at the points with yellow slip- 
pers over them. In Uiis garb they appear out 
of doors, cither .on foot, or ridinjf astride 
.on donfcics; tbe.ae;.o( conse^uenoe mth a 
footman bearing' a wand, sdntting before 
♦hem to clear the, way- The native po- 
pulation of Egypt, Who are' not GhrUtiaus ^oi 
Turks, are indiseilminately called Arabs. It is 


worth while visit the citadel, from whicli 
iheie is a mo.st comMi.inding view ot the city, 
the luiiibs of the Culiplis, the !)< se»l and Pyia- 
'lids, aud except the little green in thediitMs- 
tton of the Pa<h.i's gaidcn.s, nil appeals and 
>tnd dc.solatc. The deep well, in the cirndcl, 
'lunk in the rock, with its winding galieiy 
to descend by, is a teniurkahio object, and i(»’« 
uonsluicuon is attiibuted by ilic Kgyplian.s to 
the Piitiiuich Joseph, thoagli most piobaldy 
the woik of the tamous Saladcn of crusado 
mciiKiry, wl ose pioptu name vtus also Jn.Seph.

Va- 
sitikoc, a perfect Cockney, vvlio-*e long s'ljuuin 
in tliih laml of diust and nii‘.s, had in no wa} di- 
iuiutslied her ti illy English taslch foi elcanli- 
noss and order, for I witnessed the phenome- 
non, which it is in this euiintrv, of her daily 
SCI libbing and washing the sStone lloors of her 
bouse. The pool old lady’s iccollcetions of 
boitie must, liowevei, ha\e bcoornn somewhat 
faded by long absence, for she told rue she 
was veiy paitial to iiei hou<»c, bceau.se ii whs 
so eotUigelike. Her cottage w'as a fiat- 
roofed, somhic place, with small latticed 
windows, ill tbo vvii^o.st part of llie widest 
street in Cairo, about 2i> fcol ncio.>s. nut a 
bush or t?iec neat, and, aliogelhci, as un- 
like as possible to an Engii.sh cottage. Of 
cour.se I ex;Mtiated upon its ruial qualities at 
which hei eyc.i hrrglitciicd, nnd next nioinnig 
her darling aiiode was sciubiieil and washed 
with more assiduity than ever. 1 was expiess- 
in^ til her what I thought of Egypt’s capital, 
and launching out upon its melancholy look, 
when she '-aid, “why, sit, so 1 once thought, 
for when T first came hote with my poor hus- 
band, I did nothing but cry and ask bun why 
he had brought me to such R„du.st hole/’ No- 
thing can be more true or graphic than Mis. 
Vasilikee's description of this fdinuus city. 

We Iwfl Cairo on tlio^iOtb of June and 
reached Tliobes on the ‘J7th, having had all 
the way strong northerly .winds, which prevail 
at that season, and sailing day and night. 
The conrsj of the Nile is between hills, which 
appear to he of saiidsione, ^Hose on the east 
stdoare generally near the riv<^r, jn some places 
close to tthe edge,; on Ihe west side they are 
generally at iho.d'isianee Qf some tntjes; and 
all the totermediate/l|at,^eftds are oultivaJe^* 

I consitifir the grottoes of .Beni Hassaa on 
the oast Imok, sixteen miles above Mleaei|«b, 
as very iii.tere.sttttg; they are exoaveitiCiio in 
the hill, of wbioli there , are nutmea all ov.ei 
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Ejcypl. The lart^est one nt Beni Hft^aan if* 
etceedtnuly citiioti<i, from lU paintitis( nf the 
tiados and amusements uf the Eit5kt)HAn*< thw 
thoufiarid-live hundred vears niro: Ttieic al-e 
no trees nr eiiUivated land near, — nothing but 
barn sandatone hills. 

The irreat temple at Dendera, when t visit- 
ed it, was in nn almost perfect alnte, only re> 
qiiiring the sand to he cleared away to kbew 
it entire, and in all its propoitions; but the 
Pasha had just then commenced pitlHng dowii 
the gateway before it and Ihg Imnple itsolf, 
for the sake of (he fine large cut stones, Ind, 
eio long, this fine monument of antiquity may 
cease to exist, througii this man’s barbarism. 

At Thebes, the ruins are scattered over an 
immense extent on both sides of the ti^ei,and 
are, indeed, mnunificicnt and wondeiful. The 
French Goveimnenl has built a few rooms 
over one of tlio temples at iiuxor, which hi 
ohtiiniu'^ the eonsuTs permission, any tra- 
vel Ici ran occupy; we <lid so. liuxor and 
C.iinae, are on tlie eastci n aide of the Nil*", and 
Medinet Habnr,and the tombs, on the wcslcin. 
From what I had le.id and licard of (lie Et;v()*

The p'lliiting 
of some of the roofs was (be most exquisite 
thing I ever saw, of t'le richest blue studded 
with vellow stars, (be idea and execution alike 
lovely, Tlie noble portals winch stand befoie 
the temples and palaces, aie far superior to 
any Roman Tiiiimphnl nreh ; in fact, no com- 
ps iisoti can be made. Tiie tombs oft lie kini>s 
air on the western side of the Nile, fne oi .si> 
milcq fiom Liixoi. After cin:»sing the iivtu 
nntl pait of the plain, the fiath w'tnds amongst 
a I ill hills thiough the most desolate .scone 
imaginable; not n hiid, not a blade of gr.ass, 
not an insect to be seen.

About a mile and a half S., is another grotto, 
a Iciuple of Pasbt, Biihastis, or Diana, the 
Spetn \}lemi(los (d.Uc Thothmer ;id, l.5lh Cen- 
tury B. C ). The Spans is known by the 
name of StahJe Antar, Neai it^arc deposit- 
ed oat mummies. 

Right bank, at Shekh Ab.adeli, are a few re- 
mains of Anthwe^ built by Adrian. Tho Piin- 
uipal sticets mav l»e traced^ as well as thp 
hippodrome,^towiird.s the east, oatsido of the 
alls. Gi^dtoc.s in lock, &c. 

This xvbolo district has been famous for 
thievesy from the lime of Bruce to the piesont 
day.

To the south are grottoes in the mountain 
with euiioiis sculpture, and upon Uie moon- 
tain is an aiabastei quarry. The scolptuiOM 
rcpiesent a King and Queen olTering and 
pidying to the sun, whioh shoots forth rays 
terminating in human hands, one of whfoh 
gives^the *emblem of life to the King. Pio- 
cession of soldiers^ Ac. 

Six miles before Maufaloat, at cl Hareib, are 
ruins 6f an old town in a ravine, in which are 
dog and eat mummies. 

Near Maabdeh, opposite ^faufaloat, are 
ciocodile mummy pits, diilicult of access and 
dangerous. 

E’Siont, the eapftal of the Said, and stand 
ing on the site of Lycopolis, merits a visit. 
The gardens are celebrated. Visit the «iot- 
toes in themoantaiDt if it only be to enjoy the 
beautiful view, wliicb is perhaps unequalled 
in Egvpt. The mummies ot the wolf are cicca- 
eionaiiy found. * 

The remains of the splendid temple of An- 
taopolis have been sapped and can led awa> 
by the stream. A few stones only serve to 
point out its site atOau (right bank.) 

Sight bank. Sbekb Eredi, where a Moslem 
Saint, transformed Into the fotm of a seipcm, 
still forms very wonderful cutes upon those 
who can pay. Soihe small grottoes on the left 
bank, To the west of lioobag, near the coiner 
of the mountain, are remains of Atlirihi. In- 
scription in stone, in ruined temple. Giottoes 
the mountain in. 


To the north of IheMemnonium, is the small 
temple of Osiris, built, oi at least finished, hy 
Raineses 2d, and remarkable for having hau 
a sanctiiaiy made of alabaster, and fui con- 
taining the faiuons tablet of the kings, which, 
next to the Kasetta stone, has been of the 
greatest assistance to the students of hiero- 
glyphics. The Necropolis has been robbed to 
form the collections of Sait, Oroueiti and 
others. 

Right bank. How, Diospolis parva --few re- 
mains — vestiges of a temple of late date, and 
about a mile and a half to the south, other 
mounds* 

Left bank. Dendera (Tentyris) opposite 
Gctineh. The principal temple wan consecrat- 
ed to Haihor, the Egyptian Venus, and not to 
Isis. The must inteiesting as well as most 
ancient sculptuies arc outside, at the wesiciii 
extremity, wheie we see Cleop.itia and hei 
son Casasion. The sculptuies above are of 
the time of Augustus, as aie those of the la- 
teral walU of the Naos. The Pronuos pre*<enls 
the portraits and names of Caius, Claudius 
and Neio as well as Tibeiiiis, by whom it 
was cobstrurted. The Pylon, leading to the 
temple, is (or was) of the time of Ooiiii- 
tian and Tiajan. The Peripteral temple to 
the light, is the Typhoniuin, and imme- 
diately behind the gieat temple, is a small one 
conseciated to (sis. The Pylon towaids the

raised in the reign of Augustus. The walls

I, brings. The sculptures deserve particular 
attention. Those on the outside of the south- 
ern wail relate to the conquests of Sliisliak, 
who pjiindeird the temple of Jerusalem. The 
name of Uie place (JuudamaUah)«is legible 
on a oar touche, — one of thirty ied oaptives^e- 
fore the gods of Thebes. 

The whole north wall is covered with histo- 
rical sciilptiiies, all of which were originally 
painted, representing the conquests of Osi- 
rien, the father of Sesostris. Some little at- 
tention IS teqiiiied to sec them welt. One 
g loupe is more nirioiis than the test: the 
king has caught his advetsaiy with his bow- 
string and is decapitating hiin. Notice the tri- 
umphal return to Thebes, and lemark the 
Nile (disliii» fiislicd by ciooodiles) with a 
budge till own across it. 

To the south of the great temple is a 
then come several immense propylaa, pait of 
ail avenue of Sphinxes, and lastly some ie> 
uuins of a considerable temple which was 
suiioutided by a lake. 

To the north arc other remains with a hand- 
some propylon of Ptolemaic date, and an 
avenue of Sphinxes. 

The temple, second in impoiianre at Kar* 
nak, is of the Pharoanio peiiod, but approach- 
ed by a p\loii of Ptolemaic date, at tbc extie- 
iiiity of the great avenue of Sphinxes leading 
to Luxar. On the right of the first or hvpoe- 
thcial coiiit, notice a sculptuie illustrating 
the inatitier in wliicli the Ji'tf/ masts were lais 
ed befuie the temples Adjoining this tem- 
ple, and on its west side, is a siii ili temple o( 
Oph, in which travellers soineiiiiies lodge. ^ 

From Kainak to LuAr, it is easy to trace 
the liiua of Sphinxes, which connected th > 
paUce of the latter with the temples of the 
former. 

Luxar^ with the exception of the fanctuary, 
isentiiely Pliaioanic, having been founded 
by Amanopli 3d,Jn the t5th century B. C., 
and finished by Remeses 2d, in the Htli cen- 
tury B. C. The granite sanctuary, like that 
of Karnak, is a restoration, and of the same 
age. In one of the halls, approachable from 
the river side, observe a cuiious set of sculp- 
tures, relative to the birth of the fo,oiider of 
the palace. His mother, the qneen^ is seated 
onthastooiof aooouohemeot* snrroeinded by 
midwives alod divine genii. The latter pre** 
sent him thc emblem of life. A little further 
on, the infebf is pfapented to and careH«d by 
Amtinre; utid;«Tbuilt, the god of .is

Tb see the fnteretfeiag>teitlptiiMi the 

great #ropylo/l; it is neoessary to visit the pa« 
laee^ at ad early hour.

quests of Remeses 2d, but much aUedtiOti 'ib 
required to make- out theii details.' in' the, 
midst of the fortified camp is a lion, the eoip''^ ' 
panioQ of Besostris in war; but it t% pioKable 
that you will not be able to distinguish it, 

LyhUtu Stihurh, To see the tombs of the 
kings, one night should be passed ib the valley 
of fiiban el Melook ; but the entraucc of one 
of the excavations affords etidlcienC aeeOift-* 
modation. That of Beizoiti is usuatiy pre* 
ferred. ^ 

Brizoni’s tomb (that of Osirten, Vbose* con- 
quests arc depicted on the noilh side of tlio 
groat temple of Karnak) is the moni magnifi- 
cient ; next to that, the tomb of Remeses 3d, 
is the most interesting, it U near an angle 
of the rock, an>2 will be icadily distitigiiislied 
hy the recesses on either side of the piiticipul 
sliafl. These little cabinets contain some yx* 
eceilingly curious sculptures or painlHigs, 
and, it is fioiii one of ihein that Bruce diew 
his iiaip scene. 

TIms tombs of the Queens are iri a separate 
valley to the west, of HedesMi liabor^ 

At Goornoii (old Goornch) is the palace of 
Osifien 1st. (n the Aposiet are some remains 
of a very ancient temple, of which a portion 
IS cut in the rock -an airh (not masonic) very 
similar to those of Ab\dus. Between the 
Aposiet and the Moinnonium are many tombs 
desci ving attention. 

The Meinnoniiim (now peikapa more pro- 
perly called the Reiyeseion, i. c. ** Reine.<es- 
eion*' the house of Remi*scs**) is of the most 
uniform and elegant of Egyptian structures. 
Pay pailicuiar attention to all the bat- 
tle sconces, to the immense siaiuc of Re- 
incsc's 2ii(l, supposed to have weighed near- 
ly a thousand tons, to the circumstance of the 
Imses of the columns of the hypostyle being 
made scats -to a voiy letuarkable sculpture 
at the west extremity of the hall^to the pri- 
vate apartments which follow -^the Pliaioah 
seated in the sari ed Persia -the next apart- 
ment supposed to be Stie lihrasy — tiaces of 
gilding on the doorwajs, &o. 

T'Ae Colossi in the Plain, Of these the nor- 
thern one is the vocal statue of the ancients. 
It is of Ainiinoph 3d, the founder of Luxor, 
who reigned tu the 16th century B C, Wil- 
kinson discovered the means of deceptioa : 
a stone which when sliuck, produces- a sound 
dmiiar to that described by Strabo and Pau- 
sanias, 4s still to be found in the lap. The 
other statue bears the same cartouches, aiiht 
both are supposed by .jyilkiuson to bav& 
s(oodat^the coinme(vcement of a dromiio or 
avenue of Sphinxes' running nearly twelve 
hundred feet towards an indi'<tinct mass of 
buildings now called Kom el (fattan.

The groat lake, for the ceremonies of the 
t)ead (the hippodrome of the French savans) 
wilt ho best distinguished from the top of the 
pUvallioTi on Harem. Theie are several 
other lemains, and tombs without number. 

' There It no trace, whatever, of a wall of 
elrcumvalation, though the crude brick encto^ 
Sfires of the temples, still remain. • 

The distance from Thebes to Kosseir is about 
one huitdred and ten miles, which jouroev we 
performed In six marches. Ti^e road looks 
like a river o| sand winding between 
hero rocky bills, which come downahiuptly 
it,‘ The sand is intermixed with small 
flexes, which make it hard and litni. A bug- 
fy may be driven ihe whole way. The trip may 
Se perfonnedon ramels, donkies, or horses;

A email tent If requisite, and If the traveller 
liasfiotatent-pitchcr.lie roust pitch Itlihnsetf, 
M I did, for the Arabs know nothing about the 
AuUeri, Water from the Nile is loquisite, for 
tkaiin the desert is bad, and at Kossier, worse. 

At Koseier, English travellers go <o the 
• Jionee of onr A^ent, who is a tolerably decent 
Start of a'glan, in his. way, far superior to any 
V'thO others, boUi for honesty and civility : his 
fatker» at Oenneh, is a sad old rogue. Buga- 
Ide are procurable either to Jumbo orjedda, 
and sOmeUidee to Mocha ; the Reis however, 
gives nothing bat fire and water. The cabins 
Aflfiese boats are comfortable in one respect, 
thof are free from vernttn; some of them you 
gap. even atand oprighr^dn, and they sail well. 

Jedda exeellent water is pro- 
'ieoraMe» ‘biitOiie pannotcatdalate«npoo other 
supplies than rioo, ftoor, and a few fowls. 
iPassages, in good vessels^ are always procur- 
able at Jfedsla/from March to July, hitherto 
CAleutia.

ideas of caste, bnt eating after tlieir inastcis 
without scruple, unless pork should be one of 
the dishes. I anlvcd at Alexandria without 
any thing exr'ept my clotbc.s, and lind, conse-

lish shop, of course, paying voiy dear foi the 
same.

I have atroady spoken of Messis. Tltidgman 
and Morrison hut I must omit to mention the 
philanthropist Dr. Paiker. This gentleman 
combines in liiiti.self the vocations of Soigcun 
and Miissioiuiry. In the fust he has a veiy 
high reputation, and in the opthalnuc hospi- 
tal under his care has oH'oided relief to thou- 
sands ot the Chinese. As a Missionary he is 
zeulonv and tioly pioiiv liut nticily inoh- 
triisive, tho modesty of his manner being 
only equalled by the mildness and bene- 
volence of his disposition. He ls a truly 
good man. Tins plan of assoeiuting the 
Mi'isionary and Surgeon in the same per- 
son is of^rei cut origin, I beiieve, and like- 
ly to 1*0 evcccdiiigly benelioial. In Ma- 
cao uiHler (ho aii.spiecs of Di. Col ledge a 
Xtihscriptiofi wfis being raised to promote mis- 
sions of this kind. On this plan though mis- 
i-io«Ktries may, and certainly for a long time 
will fail to convert in Chiun, they oaniiut fail 
to do good.

Tp, make a good road over this, wocild he very 
dijtfoult and expensive. Perhaps a batter, 
though a mile fdnger route, towards the north, 
shouldbe |fief0rreil. The line may first proceed 
from Barascft along the Hooghly River to 
Chqgdiab, and thence Milhe ci<)Uvard to Bun* 
gong. By Ibis route the low country and the 
bad soif are avoided, and an excellent road, 
with tiees on either side, made by a liboial in- 
habitant of Jessore, might he taken advantage 
of. This loute, however, as we have staiedi 
is not so direct as that over the low country 
we have mentioned, which, if Governtnent 
thiuk 6t, might be opened by forming a bund 
or cause- way, and lbui> raising the path above 
the level of the surrounding country. 

Fiom Bnngong to Jessore the road lies over 
a good soil, which is passable tbionghniit the 
year, ^ From Jcssoie the gieatesl difliciilty 
oxpci fenced, is in crossing the numerotis arms 
of the" Ganges which intersect the country. 
There is, however, a gdod bund road from 
htahmudpoor to |he Ganges, which occupie*) 
about half of the distance between JTessore 
and Hajigunge, on the Ganges. The woisl 
part of the road occurs immediately on cioss 
fug the Ganges ; for from this point to Dacca, 
a distance of more than 30 miles, the country 
is'a eompiete morass, and during the rains, en- 
tirely under water. It is also ciossed by many 
nulfahs of various sizt‘.v, which render travel- 
ling at any season tedious and difAcult. To 
make a good road v^ross this poruon of the 
country, would require a very high bund and- 
many bridges and jdreina for the passage Of 
water, the expenses 'of which would amount 
to pet haps a lakh of tdpecs. If the Govern- 
ment ate not prepared to incur this expense 
.on'so small a portion Of thelroad, a ciriTuitoiis 
yout0 through a better ' soil must be adopted. 
jPqrhaps the Ganges "hsay be crossed at ^ 
bt^her point 'than ' HTajigungO, and the route' 
pursued Ip a more northerly course Ho Sah- 
pqOf dfi the Bnfasery bvaineli of the<langes,„ 
niidf tpeOaO eastward fO Phoca.

other parts in this neighbOurghood, The road 
would then proceed along the. banks of this 
river in a Vioith-easterly direction to Sujnt- 
poor« whence leaving the Megoa it might 
strike in a more easterly diiection towauU 
Sflher, passing Baniaehang, Ajue, Cattya, and 
Runhaug, which ptaees are in a diiect 
between Sujutpoof.on the Megna and Siihcl. 
Prom the former place there is anotliei route 
to Silliet, via Tarrof in a more easterly direci* 
lion ant) nearer to the Tipperah Hills ; bat 
we'Mve ' no re'ison as yet to picfer it to the 
former, via Buniaehung. 

The road from Silhet towards Assam, fol- 
lows the course of the Cpsee river to Gyntiah- 
poor, a place with the name of which our lea- 
ders are well acquainted, as being the seat of 
a Hnjah whose teiritories have been confiscat- 
ed hy Lord Bentinck. Gyntiaii is on thcfiiHt 
range of the mouotninouH lra<‘t wbicti inter- 
venes between the district of Silhet and the val- 
ley of Assam, Piorn ibis pint'© wo proceed 
to Chirrapoonjee, another innue called the 
Khassiah Hills, an<) inhabited by a ludc peo- 
ple. The importanoe of a mute through 
these hills into Assam, opposite Gonahatlv, 
ha.s long been acknowledged, and partial at- 
tempts have been made al times to open a 
good rqad ; but the hilly nature of the eountiy 
is a formidable obstacle in the way of siieh an 
undertaking. There arc three routes whieh 
the native mountaineers use. That to the 
westward crosses sti earns wliieh run west- 
ward, and that to the eastward is inteisecled 
by streams flowing in tbe oppovile diieetion. 
Bf>th these loads are very didicull in the 
rains, owing to the mountain toi rents, whieli 
swelling at this season, heenme extremely 
dangerous for travellers. There are aUo many 
mat sites and thick junglees to cross, which, 
during the rains, are very unhc i I liir to peo- 
ple, not inured to the climate. But the third 
route, via Nunklow,,. which ia between tiie 
other (WO, U considered the best. H\ follow- 
ing this, the greatest number of streams are 
avoided on either side, and the country, being 
generaftv higher, is free from noxious marshes 
and thlok^jungles. This tract of hilly couutry 
might be crossed in about four days, when 
the road opens upon the plains of Assam. 

This district, comprising in .ftsclf a king- 
dom, is, properly speaking, an exfehsivw VU- 
ley, lying betweeiii ibo Dhooton hills, wMcb 
join .the HimaUAbf and the Garrows, wbtdh 
separate .Assam fropa Btljhejt and Mnnlpoor. 
The great Borhmapoofto river, taking its 
rise in tho llimaliab, opens into the eastdrb 
extremity of thU great valley Suddyah, 
•and, sweeping alpng the >liole extent of As- 
8am,A« ftr w Rnftgamutljs in a westedy direo^ 
lion, ehangea its course towards' tM^ sooth

country. 

We cannot help' notioln<j: in thia place, the 
great exertions Captain Jenkins, the OoVemor- 
Oeneral’s Agent in Assam, has, for 'eoinetime 
past, been making to improve this district. For 
many 3 cars before the tale Burmese war, 
which brought it under our dominion, Assam 
had been a pioy to the rapacity of the Bur* 
niese on the south, and of many nameless 
hordes ot rnountaineeis on the iioiih. All 
these piedaiory tribes have, however, been 
awed by (he power of the Btitish Government, 
and Assam again begins to smile under Its

I A man Imbued with the love of noliire from 
infancy will never find in the midst of luxury 
and abundance of every kind, his life tnono- 
tonmis, tiresome, or even odious, a^a so many 
do exhausted with plea^uirs. All that sur- 
rounds him will appear in a different light, and 
will beasouice of gratification, fn every tree 
or blade of grass, he salutes a vvcil-ktiowfi 
friend, and in every new object he wel- 
'eomes a stranger, wlio<o acqiiauittiiir*c he will 
I lie most de^il oils to make. Everv walk or diivo 
'will discover to him new b.'aii ics, new tcsti- 
moninUof the porfection of the citation, and 
many cf the rising gennution will abandon 
their harems, horses, dogs, hookahs, and opi- 
um, as the only ohjocts woithv lot ihcti atten- 
tion. For the man of bii.sincss it is certainly 
the best and mu.st noble kind ot relaxation 
viewed in the same light as before. Ami what 
a Held of observations and study is opened in 
India to the Eutopean! thousands are spreUd 
over the country, wlio eohsider tlieii existence 
only as an honoiable exile. 

The miiilary man is frequently at a lo^s how 
to spend his leisure time ; the civil servani is 
jeituallyat a fo.ss for innoeont and amusing 
rcluxation ; what a m&ss of infoirnation could 
j be gathered, if throughout India, only one or 
{two men existed in every station, who^stuilied 
[the products of their pejghbourlippiL^if in 
^'every Im^drod mlM a uitle collectfun was 
erected and mutual exchanee and eontmu- 
tiic'atlon establislied throughout the country. 
A new epoch would begin in India!

Bvi'ry thing which admintators to<our w,atits,< 
GOinforU and luxurie.s , \% derived froui the pen-*' 
dur.tions ot nature; it is the gr^at storclipfise 
never exhausted, nay seercely opened, fn 
the priiuiiivu^Ule of nature and rudeness men 
have studied n.ttuie much more than we do, 
directed by necessity, aided by chance, and 
contrived by instinct, observation and analo- 
gy* And are wo noi asliamcd to use the light 
kindled by savages, without uiiiiiiig to spread 
it to an alt-Ulniniiiating torch? Europe, 
roused fioiii the apatiiy of ceiitutics, noiirisli- 
od hy de.spotisrn, enjoys the tinio of peaceful 
lilicity to the gicat benefit of mankind. Che- 
misury, zoology, botoii>, mineralogy make dai- 
ly progi css since tlio last ceiuury. But what 
h»N been done in India? Tiio few scienuiio 
men who wcie allowed by a particular fa- 
vour to .sacrjlice ilicir life and hcaUli by too 
groat exertions, to examine India, fell ei- 
tliei victims, ot wcic pooily soppotted. Few 
enjoy the oppoitunity to continue their exer- 
tions; and if hiindicds had spent their life- 
time in India, t!ic> conid have only patlly 
lifted the heavy veil which covers this iiii- 
riicTiHC country ? Science and love for it must 
generally and e\cjy where be spread to pro- 
duce permanent eifocls. The people of India 
possess piecioiis tidies of indetcrminahlc ex- 
tent ! Chance has bi ought them forth, and 
many medicines, dings, dyes, and other pro 
dnctioiis fnr imuiutactiiies are iisedliy the na- 
tives. But have ever Englishmen conde- 
scended to examine then throughout, tiied to 
make iheni generally ngjiiful, much less to con- 
sider them ns articles of expoitation? 

It would j)o too long to treat of them all ; 
T vdll only try to diaw attention to one of the 
most impui tant uriidos, the coiuurifig vegeta- 
hlo matters, which are tiow^ as articles of com- 
merce for Euroipp, of the greatest iinpoi lance. 
The number of doth printing manufactures 
increases dailv ; of what consequence, theie- 
fore, is the dtsooveiy of ode single durable 
perqiapent colour? " •

assed on this interesting question.

The inugulaii- 
ties ot the pluntei and the dclinquciieics ol 
the nun, were thus s<ibjociod to iiiu same lii< 
bunal, and conviction wms toilowud^by a pro 
puiiioiiate punishiiicnt to tlio guilty. 

That the liabitan.s" should have legarded 
this new court, ftiiich aiiogated to itself the 
piivileges they had oiico enjoyed, with jea- 
lousy and alienation, is at least natural ; but 
that it should have been on the whole distaste 
fui to the iicgioes, for whose peculiar favoi 
and oonvenienco it was instituted, may .seem 
unaccountable, —but is not the less an indiN- 
putable fact. This is owing to the greater 
severity of the puni.shmeiit awarded by the

Yqf the tiansitioii st ite of “ appicntissagc,’* 
must lie legaidcd on the whole a.s a veiy im- 
pel feci piepalative tor tiie rights of citizen- 
ship. vStiil lesiding in then camps on the 
ptoprietoi's Onlatc, still exchaiiaing the pto- 
tiuci lit (iicir daily labour foi tiie ticeusltiiiied 
nitions and vt ages, still tcnilcd when si<*k by 
the distiK'l sufgeon, not to omit the imjicii us 
inlltience ol haliit, I teel convinced that by far 
iiic gieatcr ptopoition ot the negiocs lecognizo 
no essential diilcicnee in tiieii ^Jicseiit coiidi- 
lion as appieritiS'U-^s/' and tlicji foroicr as 
.slaves. In point ot pti\«^jeal (‘omf«)ii andan- 
cooimodatiun, then condiiHon, as compared 
with that of a taigo piopoition ut out agiicul- 
Uiial laho'iicis and artizans, is ctiviahle in- 
dccil. The .sleek appe'iianre, and guy *Mn- 
suuciani.o" of the mapnitv ol the '' appientis,*' 
suggest a natutal and vivid contrast with the 
liiscasc, (lo)cc(ion and inisciy so widely im- 
pifsscd on the population of onr nianuriiclur- 
ing towns, and make one feel iiioie sensibly 
the toiiciiing iinth rviiitaincd in Lord Bioiig- 
hiiiii’> iionii :il cuimi.'-siofl ; — Tiie consistent 
fiiendof humanity m.iy he pcimitled to feel 
some Iciideruess tor hi.s European brethren, 
iltliough they ate while and civiiizedf' That 
a stiiplus remains to the ncgioes above what is 
iiccessaiy fur their .sub^i.stenec, is manifest 
from the personal pioperty 111 the shape of 
furnitiiie, kc*, that many of them accamiiluto 
in their huts,— from the live stick, such as 
pig.s, poultiy and pigeons, that they are ena- 
bled to Tear, as also fiom the costly “ materiel*' 
of which the negic.sscs* diesse.s are frequently 
composed, and the tings, bracelets, &c., with 
which they decorate themselves. 

That the expensive tastes of the Afiican 
beauty, are often supplied fiom other lutids

The twA most predominant features in the 
character of the M.iuiitius nc^io, are idleness 
and dishonesty. 

, I need not the support of such authorities 
as Bulfon and Montesquieu, to fortify mv Ss 
aertiou, that all men are iaelinfd to idltMic*is, 
that the natives of viie Tontd Zone arc ma*c 
peculiarly susceptible to its intluencc, an*! 
that its sway is most intensely felt ainorig:st the 
illbabiianta of atropical country, who have not 
y^t eni&r)i;ca from barbaris^m The latter is 
pyrecisely the stale of those African eounlticM, 
wiiicii have constituted for'^hiec ceniuties 
the ** olhcina senvoruni” to civiiixed Eiiiope. 
Some have ihon^lit that the ne;;io’s innate 
aveision to labour, has been stren<;ilienod by 
the compulsory labour to which he has been 
subjected in slaveiy ; yet this opinion is rather 
invalidated by the notorious idleness o( the 
enfianchised of the Mauritius, as also of Sier* 
rft Leone. 

Mr Ludlain, Governoi of Siena Leone, af- 
ter ei.«;ht yea is’ residiuice in tlic eounti}, re | 
cords his opinion of the aflranchis, in the toi- • 
lowing unequivocal l.in^ua^c : — “ No viable ’ 
ciTcct has taken plane in consequence of the ' 
libolition, except tba» it has added to tlic na- 
taral indolence of ihc native.” That the vices 
observable in the blacks of the M luiiiitis, to 
which iiiziy bOMiddcd a $an^uiuaiy ferooity, 
are common to tho^Aliican in his indigenous 
barbarism, and not deduoihlo to colonial sla* 
srory, is evidenced by Uio coinciding state- 
ments of Iravellcis, tfovoinuis and envoys, 
who have visited the indcpciulcnt statOsS 
Western Africa. In a Icllci fioiu an Eu;^- 
lish officer 'fiom Cape Coast Cattle, in Ihr 
year 1815, tUeie occurs the following iuieibic 
observation A estate of society moic ini- 
scrably dismembered, and in wbieb tiic ele- 
ments seem los capztjile of combination, can 
scarcely be imagined. Euiope might bo io> 
barbarized, before Africa could civibze her- 
Self.'' The pages of Barbot de Matin, Fian- 
cis Moore, Jialziel and others, abound with 
repulsive anecdotes, and harrowing details, 
of the dishonesty, cruelty and peiddy of the 
Indigenous African. But t abstai|^ fioni pur- 
suing Ibis branch of enquiry, having merely 
proposed to myself to deseiibe the •• appren- 
tts” of the Mauritius, not the aborigkial free 
savage of the continent. The nonchalance 
and reluctance, with which the ** apprentis" 
altnoat onvariably labour, must strike the 
mbsjt observer. Whether ihesta-

The i<tiisal of the En^livli ti) 
give up to the N.iw.ib KishonhiiMut», ilic s(»ii 
of K'ljljiillub, e\ee.'dingly iuitatcil Smaj- 
ood'Duwlah, and he letnined bis wiath tioiii 
every othej qizai tor against tliu Cuglish. U.ie 
of Ills fiiat acts ot iiggressi«ni wa.s, the taking 
of tJic factory at Codsimbazar by toicc, and 
imprisoning tho Englishmen he found thoio. 
He then proceeded iiiicctly towaid.s Calcaila. 
The Hindoo and Mogul nieichnuts residing at 
Calcutta in vain endeavoured ti> assuage the 
anger oi the Nawab, who appeal cdMeiciiJiuied 
to attack Cate uUa. At this ciitical junctureyj 
the English applied for help to the Duj-ch and 
theFicnch, who both declined assistance, the 
latter adding an insulting offer of piotcctiori 
to tho English, if they would piocced to Ctian- 
dernagore. On the I5ih of June, 17Af>, ibe 
fort was besieged by tho NawaU’s troops. 
This building was situated on the Banks of 
the river : its length ftom east to west wa.b two 
hdiidred and ten yards, its breath on the 
sooth side was a huiidicd and thirty ydrds, and 
ett the north only one hundred yards : ft had 
four bastions, mounting each jten guns. The 
gate*way on the eastern side projected and

Mr. Holwell 
and the otiici surviveis fiotii the black bole 
were soon rfter released, and joining Mr.

icaelicd Madras, an ex'pidition was proposed 

ainst the Nawab, which, conducted by Ad- 
inn al Wat.sonand LoidClive, rc-took Calcutta 
in Januaiy 1757, and though the Nawab brought 
a laige torce against them, he could not drive 
out the Erighsli from their possessions. A 
tiealy wac the consequence, and since that 
time to the present, Calcutta has remained in 
tho undistiiibed possession of the English, 
daily iiici easing in impftrtanoe, wealth, and 
pro.sporily. 

Tho contrast, between tho position of 
Calcuttaiu 1750, as shewn by the foregoing 
acnounts, Snd that which it at p^e.sent oeoiipies 
as the capital of the most powerful country in 
I Asia, is .40 striking, that it cannot escape tho 
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eye of the most iiei;li{;cnt observer. There is 
no comparison between its present condition 
and tiiat iu which it was at the time to which 
the above account relates. With uie increase 
of the Uiitish possessions the scat of tlieii 
l^overnmesit has continued to increase. The 
population of a city, circiinistanced as this 
lias hceii, would, no doubt, inciea^ic in pro 
porlioti. Now, wc liiid, by a lepoit of Mr. 
Ilolwcll to Mr. Drake, tlie Govoinor of Foit 
William, that the Town of Calciit^i was in 
his time divided into four principal dislricts, 
viz. Dee Calrutta, Govindpoui^, Soota Nut^y, 
and Ucizar Calciitia. These four districts 
contained 5,47i.J bii^ahs of ground, on which 
the Company leecivcd giound lent at three 
rupees pel bigah, pei annum, s.nne few places 
cKceptcd as l.ikiieia|o or lent lice hinds. Dc' 
sides the abu\<* lands, thcio wore also 3.0.i() 
hiicahs possessed by propiietors indeperideni 
oi the English; hul situate wiiliin the bounds 
of the Conipaiiy. 'Flic number of houses in 
C.ib'ult.i at that tinie, Mi. llollwell says, wa.s

Accni<Iin;;l> , at tlie pie- 
sent iiioiiient, the niinilicr oi souls in Calcutta 
ouirlii to bo considciablv more than at the 
time of Mr. Ilolwcll. Hut instead of it, W'e 
find l>y the census of (biplain Hirch, that thei 
ainoiiiit to 2/211,714 only about one-balf tlie 
number stated liy Mr. Hoi well. Under llies<’ 
ciiciiinstuuccs we would have been «nf*liiied 
to doubt the e,oi rectiie.ss of Captain Hindi's

These calculations do not agiee witii each 
other, and they differ very widely fioiu the 
former calouiatioii,s. Hut ihcio arc two cir- 
ciimstarices which make us voiy doubtful as 
to the acciiiaci ol the tiato on which Captain 
Hir^ch’s calculations are based. The one is 
that Captain Hiich slates the total number of 
iiotises in Calcutta at and the total 

number of occupiers at 2,2!>,714, whioli gives 
an average of a little al»ove :) souls for each 
house. Now, aocording to Mr. Mol well, 8 
souls per each is a moderate estimate, and wo 
know It, fiom personal knowledge, that 5 
'•outs piir each iouse is considered a scanty 
rmputaliou in the iriteiior. Ttieie can be no 
doubt that in Calcutta, particiiiaily the Na- 
tive paits, where the rent is high and many 
moic per*.ons congregated together than in 
the villages, a higher average, viz. that of 
Mr. Hoi well, would be nearer flic tiiith. 
Tlierfcforc, if we icckou 8 souls per house, 
which \< an o||inion we have lic.iid iiiiiidreds 
cxnr«''%s. and take for gi anted that the nuin- 
hei of houses stated by Captain Hirch iscor- 
reot, \v(* would have (he popiiliiiion, calculate 
i d on thenc data, to amount to (C6.4f}.j, X 8 =) 
which is a neai .ipproximation to 
the calculations wc have quoted above.

Police in such a zeiiiindary must alwa 3 .s have 
the same etfects. This is even supposing the 
conduct of the police unexceptiouable : then 
conduct was, however, tlieie is leasoo to sup- 
pose, exceptioiuihle, and theieforo the conse- 
quences must have been still worse. 

In a quarrel of this kind, the Rajah may say,

gieai peJicnsh ; I am one of the first men in this 
country ; 1 am tieatcd with disiinguisljod com- 
plimciiis. wiicnevei 1 visit the officers the 
Company ; I am one ot the ancient nobility of 
the country, a tiibuiary prince latlier than a 
.subject. Why am 1 obliged to account for my 
conduct to such low people as you police offi- 
cers ? i am much riioie woitliy of tiust than 
you : 1 have moie at stake. Why do the gen- 
tlemen pi efer you and your word tome and 
mine ? Why am 1 plagued with you No for- 
mer goveinriicnt cvei sent such a set of people 
into my eountiY : it is aginst custmn. and tny 
honour and iranqiiillily. If i do not make a i 
stand now, w hat else may 1 not expect T j 

It is evident, from Mw Woodcock’s letters, 
says Mr. Thackeiay, that the Rajah argued in | 
thismanuei. He disapprove^ ot the attempt; 
to lower the authoiily of liie Rajahs in these; 
bill zemindaries, and considets tho^seiidlng 
of police officers into the country one of the; 
most odious and dangerous inodes of attempt- 
ing it. Ho thinks the Rajah the natuial head 
of the country, the only efficient channel of 
Sircar controul and influence. When one 
Rajah behaves III he may beset aside, and ano« 
tlier put up in his place ; but the office cannot 
be lowered, in the present state of these coun- 
tries, without danger. The Rajah has a valu- 
able country and great income, a reputation 
to preserve, generally some treasure* a largo 
family. He baa a great deal that is tangible ; 
he is always tangible till desperate. The Go 
vernment can generally come upon him, at 
least muoli easier than upon most others in the 
country. He is therefore a safer ioMrument 
thanSircar servants, who may rqm away, or 
the womayots o/hill chiefs and the p%OQS. who 
are baldly in any way tangible to the Sircar 
except through the Rajah. The veneiatlon in 


which the hill chiefs and peons bold (he Rijah 
is almost the only hold we now have upon this 
troublesome race. These people can almost 
always elude us : we can never come in coh^ 
tact with them. We can substitute no princi- 
ple foi their loyalty to their Rajah. We have 
a bold on the Rajah, and Ihrough him on his 
peons ; destroy his authority, and yon destroy 
your own. We must be veiy sure of our new 
system before we try to shake the old. These 
unwholesome vallies have been reclaimed from 
the jungle, and cultivated and peopled under 
the protection and government of these Ra* 
jahs, and the Conds have been subdued and 
are now kept in order by them. The great ex- 
tent of padd> fields is at least one proof of 
good government The more we respect cus- 
tom the strungcr*we shall be. When once wo 
give up, or require more than custom, which 
in India is jii.slice^we are lepaid with imposi- 
tion or icsisiance ; if we set aside custom we 
teach the people to dispute every thing : it is 
weakening our own claims. If we exact or 
impose, inoic, or in a new way, we must expect 
opposition or evasion, and, at all events, shake 
that veneration for custom, which is what 
chiefly makes the government of this country, 
ill general, so easy. We must improve the 
people hcic through the Rajahs. The Rajahs 
have groat faults ; hut if not now better, are 
from then tank and wealtli likely to become 
I better than the other inhabiiants oftheir coun- 
tries. On all these grounds, Daniinjiah Bunge 
had a ugUi, utall events, to complain of the 
police .sent into the country ; and it is evident^ 
Irom seseial eircuinstances, their conduct was 
not unexceptionalile. The new Regulations 
of 1818 positively foihid the inti eduction of 
police into these zemindaries when they have 
not been usual. Datuirijiah Bunge resisted 
what the Regulations have since prohibited. 
Speaking ot the consequence of the policy 
then adopted inregaid to Gooiusoor, Mr. Thac- 
keiay ohset\es that the obligation of the 
Goveriiuieni to notice and punish the crimes 
of which ihc Rajah was accused, produced the 
Goouisoor disturbances. •Aficr all, whatgood 
has been dotief The Rajah was acquitted* If 
he was goilly, justice was not vindicated ; if 
imoceni, his injuries are very groat indeed. It 
may be safely asserted that, perhaps, our inter- 
ference to punish these supposed inuiders, has 
only added ^vil to evil. The loss of his se« 
rnindaiy is a consequence, not of the cruelties 
of which he was acquitted, but of a resistance 
for which there is much to plead in excuse. 
Besides the evils he has suffered, many brave 
menhavo lou their lives from the climate of 
Goomsoor, a great many innocent people have 
been driven from the homes and avocations. 
The expense, at the same time, of this kind of 
Circar management has been enormous. There 
have been three or four hundred regular sepoys 
in the country, detached from the battalion 
which seams to have boon kept at Askab en- 
tirely ^or the protection of Goomsoor ,* so .that 
the whole expense ofthisbattalioo, about two 
lacs and a half itT rupees a year, is fo be set 
against the revenue wo have got : and besii^Aa 
this battalion, the aumeen and sibbendy ea- 
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tablisliment employed in the zemindaiy, cost 
d4,240 rupees a year. The ballaiion atAskali 
is said to have been nearly loiiied in this sei- 
vice. 

Suchlias been the wretched policy which 
first dejttroycd the peace of mind and couiforl'^ 
of these simple muuntaineeis. £\en the vei} 
functionaries of the state, who would natural* 
l> be disposed to speak lather in favor than

late campaign unfortunately betrays all thatj 
neakness of judgment, that inroherenev ot- 
piaus, and those wanton cruolties and saciilic* 
es which distinguished the pioceeding of the 
former Governments, in regaid to tliese people. 
We have neither space noi would it be inter* 
esting at this moment to entei into a detail ot 
the errors tnat have been committed in the late 
faoipaigii. This, our contemporary of the 
Hurkanty whose daily paper affords him better 
opportunities of doing justice to the task, ha 
done in a masteily style, in various articles 
which have appeared in that paper since th 
eommenoement of the late operations against 
Goomsoor. We shall merely enumeiate the 
heads of some of the charges which the Hur- 
karu has established against Government on 
this occasion.

AH tlint has been said and quoted above tend:! 
to piovo that the imnieiiae saotirioe of life, both 
on the aide of Government and the people of 
theac wild legions, has boon owing to the 
absence of a fiee intercourse with llieni. Had 
these people been fully acquainted with our 
superior force, the means we possess of de* 
stroying their country, and the detei mined 
charactei of our proceedings, by which a 
whole army at the gi cutest saciilAo pours 
down upon anyeountiy even in puisuit of a 
single object of its vengeance, u is certayi 
they would never have piovoked the sleeping 
lion to lay waste their liTnds. The war whose j 
disastrous consequences we have been desciib- 1 
ing, in all likelihood would not have occurred, j 
had these people been fully impressed with j 
the notion of our immense supeiiovily ovei 
thorn. A free interoour.se with tlioir country 
would have supplied this de.sideratum, the , 
more so as our acquaintance with the locality 
would have deprived them of the only chance 
they have of disappointing as, viz., hy hidinz , 
themselves in parts to us totally iiiikiiow£ 
Conscious of our ignorance of these tracts, 
they provoke our resentment and set as at de« 
fiance upon the hope, even if defeated, of 
being saved by hiding in their unexplored 
Jungles and mountains. *

On the other hand* if we possessed as good 
a knowledge of these parts as we have df the 
olher provinces of tire empire, and theise peo- 
ple notwithstanding had ofiTended the Oovefn- 
ment, the means of Securing' ihe^ dbjeut of 
onr vengeance at a trifling dost ivoupd have 
been in our hands. We might thon^ave puv 


down the Ooom^oor plonghman at as tirtfe 
cost HU wo put down the Rijeshahy weav^^fi, 
or the Chittagong Ziunindars, without m 
loss of a single life on our pan, and with hut 
very trilling loss of ijfe and proper^ on the 
part of the pooi, misguided and oxasperhied 
peasantry. The idea of .sending a legtildr 
armament, composed of several regim'eiMfi, 
to j|iiell a few dissatisfied, tribiitaiy Xemiii- 
dars whose tenants are the only force they cap 
hi ing in defence, and these tenants a rude 
and ignorant hoide of savages, would, under 
ordinary circuinsUnccH, he deemed ridicul- 
ous : it would he souielhiug like* going about 
to kill a fiy with a ponderous sledge hammer. 
But the ease of Goonisour is not an oi dinary 
one, our ignoiagce of it and of a large tract 
of country beyond it is extraordinary, requir- 
ing such extraordinary means as have hisen 
lately called into r*‘(| nisi lion. The flurkuru 
says, and justly, that the foiee fiist arrajed 
in Goorriftoor was numerically unequal tb the 
expected operations; foi, exiiaordinary as 
the fiirce taken against Goomsoor may appear, 
when eompared with the zcmiiidary distur- 
hanees which oc asioiially take place in other 
districts, in the case of that Zeniindary it is 
considered inadequate : a greater force was 
necessary to insure siieeess. And whv ? be- 
cause the country which formed the field of 
opcralion was unknown to us, and our igno- 
rance and want of control atfurded to a hand- 
ful ot savages the means uf successfully 
setting us at naught. 

In whatever light we view the shhje'it, it 
cannot he denied that the great eiror in oiii po- 
licy towurdsGooinsoor and iheotlierneiglihoiir- 
iii» states, from the cominenceinent, has been 
the neglect, in time ol peace, to open a tree in- 
ter couise with these people, to heoome fully 
acqiiatnted with their country, and lu let their 
inieiests be united in the bonds of commerce 
with ihe interests of the people of our pro- 
vinces in the plains. To our neglect in these 
particulars niusl he nttAhuted the whole of 
the evils that have been the consequence of 
the late Campaign. All the other jirois of 
detail which we have enumerated above, as 
taken from the coluniii.s of the Uiirkaru, are 
blit the branches of thiv one great error, com- 
mitted, not ru>w, not when the peotilc of those 
distiicts had taken up arm.H against »«, not 
thiee or four years ago when private indivi- 
duals called the attention of GoveinmeQt to 
their neglect in this particnlar, but before, 
when we were at perfect peace w ith these peo- 
ple. It is then that we might have disarmed 
them without shedding a drop of blood, con- 
verted their arrows and battle axes into icn- 
plemenU of agriculture, and brought their 
chiefs decorated with the plutnes of their 
jungle-cock, bound, not with ohains of iron, 
but cords of silk to the gay a.viamblie4 of the 
Government house, to the reviews of 0«r 
troops, and to the conviction of the' immojtse 
superiority wlifbh we possess over fchetB. In- 
stead of perseouting a Sirkara HoDge; oc a 
Dora Bmoyi or carrying the dOsotatioi(Sf of 
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war into a smilinf; country in ^caich of them, 
oiir policy oughlto have liecn such as tu hrinj; 
these chiefs to ofler a vuliiiitary hooia^e at 
the alter of Rrilish supiemaey in India. We 
vioiild then have had hundreds in Calcutta 
fully acquainted with the lati{;uaf£e of these 
people, and with their comitiy, men whose 
inteiest would have heeii so inlet woven with 
those of the people of these tracts, that qo- 
thinfi: itoin» on in their country would have 
lieen hidden from us. We would tlien have 
puSsesFed as much means of knowing all 
about this laeo^wita as of the piovince 

of Chuiiaigurh 01 any other portion of Biitish 
India. The necessity of adoptiii)^ such a 
course of policy is appaient even in respect 
to the native stales on our fiontieis: how 
much mote in repaid to those which, like 
Goomsoor, are situated in the veiy heart of 
our possessions. 

Theie arc no doubt vatioiis means of ae- 
complisliirig this object in regard to the tracts 
in question Gne of the principal means, wo 
think would he the throwing open of the 
country hy good roiuU to the tiado of the 
pio'viiices Miiiatcd aioiirid it. The tiunk 
road fioni Calcutta to Boinl<a\ would divide 
this uiievnlored tiaot about its centre, from 
which branch roads uriy aftcrwaids be 
extended tu tiic pioviiiccs i>ing on cither side 
of it. The constiuctioM of mads, in a coun- 
tiy natnially fcttile, but loi the inost part 
possessing no water cominunicaiiori, would 
be s<i much desiderated by the people, it they 
could once be brought to appreciate the ad- 
vantages which good roads would afford to 
such a country, that we aic certain the weal- 
thy sseniindats, holding possessions in these 
pans, would be easily induced to come f .r- 
ward in aid of any scheme of improvement 
which the Government niiKht think of sug- 
gesting But to convince these people of the 
benefits that would result to them bv making 
their country accessible to commerce, is a 
step that should fiist'be iindeitaken hy Go 
verninent, and an example set. The toad 
fioin Cali'utta to Bombay would answer this 
purpose, as we explained in a foregoing num- 
ber, whilst the Government would gain ano- 
ther gieat advantage by its coii.stiuction, viz , 
a direct eoiiimunication betw^ri the two 
most important points in their eiuptre. 

Daring the week a discussion has been 
carried on in the Calcutta Courier on our arti- 
cle on the benefits of road making, between 
two correspondents, in which the Editor has 
taken a prominent part. We are glad to find 
the sobject, which we consider to be one of 
great importance to the country, exciting 


interest, and opposition ; for we are one of 
those who think that the giealest good is to 
be expeettfl from the clashing ol opinions. 
We would, iiowever, wish to see discussions 
of this natilre ciiiiied on with temper and in 
language becoming the chaiacter of the pub- 
lications in which these discussions find 
place. When such is the case, we are always 
disposed to tiansfer any observations which 
concern us, to these columns, as we did some 
days Hgoffa very sensible article fioin the 
i^end of J ndiii, for whose valuable observa- 
tions we aie thankful. The language and 
style, of at least one of the cot respondents of 
the Courier, is not, however, such as we could 
wish to inliodiice into our pages, and ns his 
iciuaiks against us have been ably refuted hy 
anothci coiicspondenl, leaving the question 
|ust where it originally stood, we have not 
thought it piopci to copy these letters. Wc 
may, however, ob>cive. that the pait which 
our contemporary has taken in this discussion, 
IS not consonant to out notions of justice and 
fair cuntioveisy.

Altei the above intiodiictory lemarks which 
dcvelope ihc eliaiacter of the work and of its 
niillioi, the inaiiiu’i in wlihdi a D-'piitv f'oilcct 
toi slioulil rorninenoc his e^iquirv le^uidin*; tree 
tenuics, and the laiioiis steps h} winch he 
must pioseeuto that cnquiiy, aie laid down. 

The author then enters mioii a definition of 
the difi'eieiit teinis used III the Kevediie De- 
partment to denote the various kinds of leiit- 
free teiiurcs. The manner of examining and 
testing; the 7a)dad«, or the document by wliicli

By Rcftnlation 111. of 1703, the Govern- 
ment aie placed pieci.sely in the same posi- 
tion as their .subjects; which fact fuiiher shows 
hoty necessary that ^ond and eminent states- 
man, un Cornwallis, consideicd tlie separa- 
tion of the tnio capacities in which the Go- 
vernmeAt are allernately placed ; viz. that of 
party to the suit and the Jiidg^e of the case b} 
tlieir right to rule the country. The iollqwing 
extract fiom the preamble of the regulation we 
advert to explains its ienoi :-r 

To ensure to the people of tins countrv, as far as is

The ^ntable.s of tiie Hindu 
women, aie always kept oitbei on plates of 
brass oi leaves of picintain liees, and they 
make their hands and teeth subservient to 
the uses ol knives and folks.

When a Hindu female is in that interest 
ing eondiliori agreeable to Iadie.s who love 
their lords, a great deal of additional folly is 
practised. In the fifth month of her preg- 
nancy, her father and father-in* law send to 
each others' houses, 'and also to their respect 
live relations a variety of sweetmeats, fruits, 
sherbutSf congealed milk (k/uer,) and other 
delioioo-s articles. Clothes of different kinds 
are given to her, and she is requested to eat 
whatever she pleases. In the beguining of 
the ninth month she beautifies her person 
with pounded turmeric and bathes. A lamp 
and a thick piece of ston<^ ?icraj are kept in a 
room covered with baskets. Two or 
three of the faniUy women take her to this 
room, and desire her to open any of these baa* 
kots. Should she be foiPtunaio enough to 
open the basket covering the norc, they im* 
mediately cry out, ** Oh she will havtf a son ; 


but should she open the other basket, it would 
be a sure prognostication of her bringing 
forth a daughter. An entertainment tlieti 
takes place, when ontnbers of ladies, both old 
and young, attend, and the blonming girl at- 
tired in a dazzling naree of Benares, and decked 
with a profusion of gold and gems is brought 
before them. The fea.st is generally held in 
dalawas or compounds where the in viied wonieil 
squat down on the ground in methodical 
rows, having leaves of plaiitain*trees before 
them full of ail sorts of duiuties, and deeply 
en'gage themselves in enjoying the pleatures 
of the A/ia>iaA, doubtless coinciding with Quin,

Jealousy may be said 
CO bo one of their principal eharacteii..tie.s, 
ft in, |}ow'e\ei, pi 'asing to find that some of 
them have now begun to leatn their vernacu- 
lar language ; but, bad an<l poor as that dia- 
lect is, they cannot gam much instruction 
from It. If a few English woiks of imagina- 
tion tlidt inculcate good morals be at first 
tnuislated for tiiem,tbey will very likely rouse 
their eiirioHity and may tend to the edification 
of their minds. We hope, however, that (bo 
intelligent natives of this city of palaces will 
deem it a bounden duty to educate their fe* 
males, and may that anspicous day soon dawn 
on tlii.s iibfated country, when she may 
iiodst of hei Edgewoitlia, her Hemanses, her 
Sumer vitles, and Martiueaus. 

Having made a few strictuics on the first 
two species of women, we .shall now coneludo 
this sketch with an account of the third : the 
Hindoo widows, 'flic Hindoo widow.s are ex- 
tremely wretched in theii condition. The mo- 
ment they lose iheir husbands, they aic prohi- 
hited to take fish or adorn their bodies with 
any oriiiarnents. Then dress consists oqly of 
their white eloihcs— never bordered with any 
icd or hl.ick tiimniings. They fast once a fort- 
night in evesy eleventh day of the moon, and 
arc not entitled to some of those privileges 
which women of other descriptions enjoy. 
Nothing can be more honorable to them than 
to burn themselves with the oorpsea of their 
husbands, and those that have done so have 
not only left indubitable proof of their chas* 
ttty, but are spoken of even now-9*days in 
terms of enthusiastic eulogv. I am told that 
if women could not formerly get the dead bo- 
dies of their husbands in consequence of tbo 
looalitie^of the place, they often burnt lhem« 
selverwitli their sandals or shoes. The idea

The 
jjouincY hack 4hrough the narrows is exceed-

Tiie romantic appearance of Ghorabunder ted 
us to believe the place was worth seeing, hut 
wo woio not repaid for the trouble of landing. 
The town or village consists of a opllccliori of 
old houses and huts. We cniinot admire the 
taste of those who pitch their tents tlioic, when 
I hy proceeding a few miles further, flicv might 
encamp on the romantic rnmparls of Bassein. 

We are dware that this is a disjointed and

In my last number, published some time 
ago in the Enylishmauy I gave an account oi 
the ceremonies obseived on the birth of the 
Hindoos, and also of iheii education in paut-

It is al- 
so lathe inteiest of the community that a high 
standard of payment for tabor should be sits- 
tained in preference to n low one, since a so- 
ciety thus situate is wore pieisperons, and as a 
consequence moic peaceable and moral, than 
one oppositely instituted ; easier governed, 
and requiring a less costly administratioti 
of its public relations. No considerations 
of cheap production ought to he allowed 
to stand in the way of this desirable consitma- 
tion, sinoe it is rather a disadvantage 'th.in 
a benefit to those through whose instru- 
mentality cheap sugar or low priced indigo is 
produced for the foreign coiisumei, that while 
every-onc dse connected with the tratie 
obitains a share wf profit, (hey alone are 
ddpmcd to experience no increase ol corn- 
fort, from arrangements to which they so 
largely contribute. 

Bttt there arc other appliances of a moie 
legitimate nature which might be resorted to, 
with the view of allerfating the distress find 
privation* which are endured in this eountry, 
on account nfthe inadcqiiatereturn which is 
offered In equivalent for bodily exertion. 
l^Oligration prosents one, but it is appiidiend 
ed a very limited means of effecting this oh- 
jeet ; though it is gratifying to observe, in the 
case of laborers pioccediiig to the IVIauiitiiis 
and otfabr Settlemems, that it has been adopt- 
ed On a small scale, and under advRiitagcons 
cotiilitloiis'to thosc^who have availed them 
selves of the opportunity. Another and more 
coiivenient method would consist in opening 
out hew channels of productiofi, whieli, by 
ahsorhingall available labour, would univer- 
sally tend to maintain an increased scale of 
wages. This, as being the most natural 
eaorse. would be prcfciable to any other* 
and‘ with reference to the plans which are 
tn''prdgless for d'evelopiog the latent re- 
SQlhrbedof which the oouptry is susceptible 
wHf :prpbabty* he that to which the ^Yevation 
oFllMr lower clases in fndl^ ibUl be ^ai'nly 
a^gijfllldole.

After more than twenty years* debate, per- 
mission has at length been given to EniopOans 
to colonize India; and it becomes a matter ot 
some interest to enquire how far, under exist- 
ing circumstances, they arc likely to avail 
themselves of it. There can no longer be any 
duabtihai upon their seitlcinunt in India icsts 
whatever hopes may be formed of tlic futuie 
iniprovomont of the soil. Our expectations of 
any beneficial exeition on ilic putt of the Na- 
tive laiidholdcis have died away, lluiing the 
period of forty-five years, in which they have 
enjoyed a more absolute control over the land 
than private individuals ha\e enjoyed within 
the iiicmury ot Indian history* they liaie 
scarcely made a single cfTort to improve thoir 
cUates by agricultural skill. Uccasmnaii> 
the picture of a lenient landlord has relieved 
the dreaiy unifuiinity of upprossioii which the 
counti) prcMcriU, but as cegards any real 
improvement of ttic soil, Bengal has been sta- 
tiunaiy during this period ; and it is to Ifb fear- 
ed that hi many putts it has even gone buck. 
Neither the establishment of an Agricultural 
8*)ciety in the Mctiopolis of India for more 
than sixteen years, nor even the ttanslation 
of its Transactions into the vornacutai lan- 
guage, has succeeded in producing any beno- 
ticial inllueucc on the views or piuctice of the 
ZeiiiiiKlai's. They still continue to rest their 
hopes oi larger piofits on their .success in 
squeezing the lyuls, and not on the itflptovc- 
inoiit of their esiutcs. It is, thcrcfoie, to the 
scltlunicnt ot Europeans in India with thcii 
characteristic energy and skill, that we iua.sl« 
look for that progress iu^griculuire« which 
.shall enrich, primarily the cultivator, and 
through him, the landlord and llie state. And 
tlio more Europeaiis can be encouraged to 
^'olonizc, tho brighter will be the prospects of 
the cdunfry. The primary obstacle lo their 
settlement in India, Arising out of the positive 
prohibition of Ooverniucnt, has now been re- 
moved* But tbote arc, we fear, other and per- 
haps more formidable obstacles to coluuiza- 
lion, which will long continue to operate 
hgainsttho best interests of this country, which 
W6 shall very biiofiy enumerate^

And even when semi- 
naries equal to tiiosc in our Native land shall 
have been reaied, there wrirsllli be wanting 
those national as.sociations, which beifi^ im- 
planted in the mind in childhood, accompiiiffj 
ns flirough life, and impait ahaliowedfeeflti|r 
to every recollection of our natrve\ laho. 
These associations the colonist must consent 
to forego, if he domesticates himself In India. 
The attractions must, therefore, be much 
stronger than they are at present, to indace 
an Englishman to deposit the hopes of bis 
family in such a ^limate, and amidst associa- 
itons such as this conntry affords. If a colo- 
nist be desirous, as he naturally ought to be, 
that his family should not sink to the level of 
Asiatic habits, he will find the only remody 
of this evil to consist in frequent coniiiiuniea- 
tions with England, from which thobodtijr 
and inentiil constitulioa may receive an acces- 
sion of new vigour. The establishment df 
Steam packets, on a broad scale becomes 
therefore, a matter of increasing importance 
to the welfare of this country. 

The present stale of Icfial jaiisprudence, 
is aho such a.s to dcU^r fiom colonization. 
Wc do not allude so much, to the ptivilegc of 
appealing to the Supreme Court, which hgs 
recciuly be:cn taken away ; because when it 
was enjoyed, it was never appreciated ; and 
nlnc-lcnths of tho European couimumiy in 
India ** took no note of it, but from Us 
loss/’ We refer to the whole system of juris- 
prudence in th^ Mofussil, to the tneUiemney 
of the local CouiU, to the bribery aud cut i up- 
tion of the Amlas, io the delays, the inconve- 
nience, and vexalloD to wliirb a colonist must 
b^e subjeotvii in on attempt to support hi.v 
lights 10 these tribunals.

The Company's Qovornmeiil has 
not exceeded its province, nor loaded Iho 
Indian Statute book with ttnneeessary legis- 
lation in this instance. The Act of Parliament 
(Sec. 83), only gave a British subject the right 
<if holding lands “ for any term of years, in 
sneh part or parts of the territories* as he 
shall be so authorized to reside In.*' Here is' 
a double restriction, the Icniire of a ** term of 
years/’ and the right of residence, which in a 
preceeding Section (78) is restricted to “ such 
of the said torritories as were under the Go- 
veniuient of the said Company on the Ut day 
of January, 1800, and in any part of the tcr^ 
ritorics ceded by the Nabob of the Carnatic, 
of the piovince of Cuttack and of the .scitlc- 
monts of Singapore and Malacca.” But in the 
same clause (83) thcie follows a proviso :

2d. per rupee, it he paid 2s. for it in Lon- 
don, because tho dilTcreiico is only H.J per 
cent. ; being little nioie than interest at .5 pei 
cciit/pcr annum tor lb monihs. 

[I is evident, therefore, (hat if private capi- 
tal wcic to supply the East India Company in 
London, in liou of their drafts on their Bengal 
Governnicnt, the rale uf exchange in London 
must be lower ; or the Indian remitting rate 
must be higher to be cemuneralivew 

It has been uiaintafncd, that the C6m- 
pany have merely to lower their rate in Lon-* 
don, and private mercantile capital Would 
furnish them with as much money as they 
require. Supposing such ta be the fact,' who 
would be "gainers by ' the operation ? Nfot, 
most assuredly, the agriculturists of manufac- 
turers of India ; for capitalists un'giving thbi'r 
riirniey tO the Company in London, must have 
an equivalciil ftt the re-exchange to pay for 
interest, cotmnisslon, and other ehmges; and 
the ptodnoers in tills ooontiy must eon^ibote 
the equivalent in the shape of lower prices 
and smaller profits. India, therefore, would 
be tliconly sufTerUf by that mode being adopt- 
ed.;' for it vrouUr^U^aab her to lose thut which 


advances on shipments, about a couple ul 
years ago, thctc vuis a .section of the ineiraii- 
lilo comiuunity, with a lecling of tiie most 
generous and benevolent .sympathy tor the 
j iiitcrc.sts of tho Cl editors of 1\V(» ul the late 
Agency lioii.ses, who tiled to icstrnin tho 
Assigtioos from shipping a quantity of indigo 
to London, and to have the whole ol it sold 
in Cdlouiia. The A-n^ignocs had essayed .sales 
both publicly and privately; but not boding 
pmeli'dsers wbo, in the Ihcii slate uf tho money 
inarkcf, would give what the Assigt}cc.s con.si- 
deiod a fair vaiiir, (he indigo wn.s evcniuaily 
.shipped by them (o London, and renlisscd, in 
femuparisoii with the prices oflered in Culentta, 
a \eiy large prolit.<’» 

II tho Company '.s advances injiiic the Eng- 
lish capitalist, which to a certain extent may 
be admitted, so do all lottcrs of cicdit and 
fictitious EcprcscnUtives of capital. What 
can be more iojuriuus to tho London mer- 
chant, who purchases drafts from the Court ol 
Directors on the Bengal Government, ns a 
mcdlnm of remitting funds to India foi iii« 
vestment in produce, than tho system adopted 
by the Scateh Banks, whereby drafts on their 
London Agents arc procurable by parties, to a 
very large extent, without tho cash being paid 
in oxcliastge, but merely on personal or other 
security? These drafts are payable 00 days 
after sight, and they might be negotiated in 
Calcutta; the piocccds invested in produce, 
and the pyoduee realized in London without . 
the party, who 'may be responsible ,lo the 
Banks, disbursing a sixpence in paynfiont.pf 
the drafU. Calculating the Court of Direc-. 
tor's Bills at D. 1 1d. pei Company*s rupee, and 
the Scot^ Bank Bills at2f. l^d. per sa. ru- 
pee, the difference is in favor pf the latter, 
from the amount of interest saved, . , 
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It cannot l>o (leniod, that an incroasoof’ 
sevc;nfy,, Liklis of lupeea of, capital forced

alcnded, wiUi unfavofabio results; but it U 
necessary to aak, with u*f<M cnee to Hongal^ will 
fliicli be tbe consequences tetraidin^ these con- 
templated adtances on shipments !

(<#r its I evenue from the stipe of speculators 
ill cxchfiiif^e. There arc but a few inerotmnfs 
in Env^laiid oontiected with India, and thcie 
IS coiLSoqueiitly nothing like an open compe- 
tition for the Company's bills. Th%y must 
fall into the hands of a few, whose ftomi 
capital is very likely borrowed, or partly fur- 
nished them by Indian business. The treasury 
here, on the contiary, is open to all, and any 
merchant may avail himself of what is no 
more than a reasonable and usual advance 
on goods in every part of the world. The 
llarharii will find ii easier to cry out about 
Ill's opponent's spleen and ignorance, wilful- 
iie.ss and incapacity, than to answer us by 
argument, as ho acknowledges, by disposing 
of the penmnent seitiement in a few words. 
Ho bas the audacity to say that we confound 
the practical workin| of the system with the 
cxcellenci^ of the Iniibcitipa, when he himself 
has been’ for yeat^ pfatHtig tlie good effects 
of that very practical working, and shewn, by 
way^ of - contrast, tire superior condition of 
Uengai consequent upon its introduction.

wo beg to ictuaik, that there must have been 
a moie, than ordinary fogginess of atmos* 
pliore in the vicinity of Lcadenliall-sticot, 
ami an equallv nniiMial iiiiaginntivo netivity 
in the woitliy eitiaens thrreal>oiit,to have seen 
so lilile and supposed so much; because wc 
happen to ha\c the slight fact h4:re of H( 
lakhs of bills on the Company fulling due 
the same d<i\ in August, and payable at 
Iho General Ttcas»iiy, of which ilhs- or- 
pi'iliaps ^ths weic i emitted viA Malt 
fiom London ; and if so large a proportion ol 
the £^i,(XM),000 became payable on one day, it 
will not reqiiiio us to go far into the doctrine 
of chances to presume that the balance, or 
nearly the balance, was not tangibir 
throughout the rest of the yoar.

Never possessing or piofes.siiig to po.sses.s 
funds of then own. they depended entirely 
upon tiic accuinulahons of the .services, who 
having no means whatever of employing their | 
money except in (lovernment scciiiities, lia- 
ble not only to fieqiient and extreme tlnclua- 
tions ill \alne. hut to sudden repayments or 
discharges, picfcTrod remittances to theii 
It lends and qnondrim comrades Thelattci, 
llifiefoic, were avowedly, the distributors of 
bo. lowed funds through the various channels 
of niannfactmeis, commerce, agriculfore and 
of loans to individuals, receiving wiili one 
hand and lending with the other, and cxcin- 
.si\cly depciiilcnt on tlie periimnency of these 
leceipts lu catty on their busine.ss fioin }eai to 
year. Piacii«*ally, ilicrctore. the svst^m was 
tiiat of a joint-.stock Oonipatii, hut deprived of 
the main .safe-guard of vsuch nistitiitioiH, legal 
tnutnal liahilitv. By the absence of this 
check, whilst on the otio hand, tnc fund.s were 
invested in puisiiits requiringa greater ot le.s.s, 
blit alwaY.s a eonsideiable tunc for uliiniately 
pioti table icsults, they were, on the otliei, 
open to lequi.sitions. in many casr.s letutnahlc 
at sight, and in none at a longer date than ai 
tew months. Obviously the woikiug^if such | 
a niiicliine depended entirely upon credit and j 
the unshaken confidence of the contiibutors, | 
no inanagemont--no prudence -no fore-«i 
tliougbl could supply t/istf^pUcc ; and all the j 
ofclinarv vicissitudes of trade would have been 
romparafi\oly harmless, so long as f/tcy bad • 
remained stedfast.

Hy what ptoce.<is, therefore, our entempo.* 
rar> aitives at the conclusion, that an admit- 
led surplus piolit of f>() lakhs of rupees ou ono 
hraueli of tiude “ le^seiiH the amount of com- 
iiieicial capital aanilahtc lor other.s/' we arc 
unable to guess. 

It would have soiely puzzled us to proro, 
that it did not **add''; for, assuming even 
that the indigo had been generally shipped 
on aceuuiit of the Piuntei, a large proportion 
of its value would have been realised by tho 
sale of bills pas.sed against the shipment. 

As regaids tlic ^ah^orption of bazai capi- 
tal in opium purchases, wc much doubt w'he- 
ihei that can he sliictlj called an ubstracUon 
ftom the icsouiecs usual fy within the teach 
of the Euiopeaii tiading euiiiiniiiiity. Unin- 
vested in opiiiin, It would have quietly reposed 
in t'oinpany's papei ; atiliougb paitially, we 
admit, an indltect inllueiiee may be exeteised 
by the Hank of Hongal, making loans, seemed 
by deposit, to opium .speeulatois ; and, ** pro 
taniOf* liiuituig its pouei oi gcneial uCcomuio- 
dution. 

It may be Irne, that disappointment has 
hecii felt at (he noiiHcecipt of remittances 
fot the opiitin pMK iM'if'd ill the January sale ;

The foimer is Ihc mo le uliich finds most 
favor »ilh him , but confess, we vu'w with 
some ulaim this consiHut dependenev on the 
Kevcnacs of Goveiiiment, to carry on com- 
mercial opciations. it appeal s to iis<to all 
intents and purposes, a renewal of all the 
evils, whirh it was the jrreat hhjcct of the 
Biiiish Leg;islature, in IB33 34 to deslro\ , 
’and which the opening; of the Leaden'halt 
Tieasury to bonci fidl Commercial capital, wa** 
Nearly carrying into effect. Out cotetnporaty, 
■however, has been so recent I v engaged in a 
‘controversy on this subjci^i with his namesake 
at Bombay, that wc shall merely repent, tlint 
whatever temporaty relief is furnished by this 
' avsletn, it is piegnnnt with ultimate conse- 
quences most injiitious to ilie steady progress 
of Commercial prosperity. 

We by no means intend to oonvoy apy dis 
approbation of a Governiiieiit coming fmwairl, 
under circumstances beyond contioul, and 
against all reasonable calculation, to extend 
its powerful aid ; Imt we deprecate a porpetii- 
ally leciirting npplirationoti slight disturban- 
ces in the money market 

The letter of the Chamber of Commerce, wc 
onderstand. is not i'llended to intimate any 
desire to receive advances from the Tieasuiy 
blit simply to ascertain wliethei the Govern- 
ment intend Ic make any at all ; it bctni; of 
course ^ery desirable to all parties to have 
‘ some certain information on the subject. 

But we cannot conclude our observations 
on this matter, without expressing oursiit- 
prize, if the fact be so, at the Bank of Bengal 
holding above 40 lakhsof rupees in CompauvV 
paper, at a time when money is in demand. 
The mercantile Directors can scarcely expect ' 
the Goveinment to make advances, if thi-'; 
Bank, the proper souice of as.sistance, tlius; 
locks Op its funds.-^//(irXuEru, Ap}il 10. 


In discussing on Saturday the causes of tlu 
, scarcity of money now so much foil in Cal 
cutta, we mentioned as one uf them, ** the 
absorption of fifty lakhs inoic than last year 
in the value of the indigo crop, a state of 
tilings which enriches the planter, but losseii«i 
the* amount of mercantile capital availabfe 
.for other branches of trade.*' The expression 
fwasincorreot, and has therefore been a mark 
iTq^iUrM, whose comments upon our 
nrttoie we insert below. The absorption of 
these hfty lakhs in the purchase of indigo 
eould ill itself be no cause of distress in the 
vvoiaey market*, since for the most pait it 
would be but a transfer fiom one class of mer- 
chants, the buyers of indigo, to another class of 
merchants, the agents for the planters (and 
for themselves as joint proprietory in many 
instances.) Supposing therefore the whole of 
the crop to have been sold in Calcutta, the 
proceeds ought to- have added 6Q lakhs to the 


available capital more than the indigo pro«> 
cecds of last year ; and though these 50 lakhs 
being taken from a limited source of supply, 
namely, the proceeds of European goods, or 
credits or bills upon Calcutta, oi bills scut 
here fur sale, or the Company's advances, or 
private lemittance funds, would to the same 
extent reduce the capital available lot 
sngar, silk, saltpeiie and cotton, &e., 6cr., 
Hiiit It does iH»t appeal there would be any 
actual ab.slt aoliuii of money because it happen- 
ed to be •laid out in indigo latJier than 
in cotton, or silk, or sugar, or saltpetre; 
M liilo at the sdiiic time it i.s quite clear that 
fhe Indigo Plaiitei and those who siippoit 
him arc enriehed by the piospority of this 
paitieiibir hianeli of agrieultiiio. But what 
iollnws? The Planter, liccorac independent 
by his alteted position in his agent’s book.s, 
■isiS Ills own inuney.oi makes Ins last ycai's 
.success a pica to induce the agent to suppoit 
Inin, III extending his cultivation, or in the 
puicliaso uf othci factoiies fiom parties who 
may allow pait of the pi ice to remain in the 
same hand.H for a time, but may choo.se to 
invest the I cst 111 a subscription to the loan, 
or in building bousi's, or in joint stork ware- 
houses, strain tugs, nr cotton sriews, or in 
factoiie.s of silk or .viigar, oi in pnrcJiasing 
these OI other goods in liic Aui uiigs, wbicti 
I'ist «x:inplo>ment, though hut a temporanj 
absft action of the money fiom CalmiUn, would 
have the same effect for the time a.s the rnoio 
permanent ones wc have previously named. 
In short, the agent is piaclically made or in- 
duced to di.sgoigc the surplus lie had rcekoii- 
cd upon, and his coffeis arc emptied white his 
business becomes enlarged. In fuithcr illus- 
tration of the compatibility of great prospe- 
rity and inei eased icsourecs with the /oci/ij? 
detccncus of an enbing tieasury, wc will sup- 
pose the case of a liou.su having a very exten- 
'•ive indigo coustitueiiov, and thcicfore, in 
November In.U, fairly expecting to lealizc a 
surplus of fifteen or Iweiity lakhs by their 
indigo sales beyond the amount of their ad- 
vances for the manufacture. As the rnaiket 
opened, there seemed no doubt of this— it 
would theiefoie he within the bounds of pru- 
dence V} .ship through the Company the first 
oareels that arrived, while theie was opportii- 
iity of doing so, which of eoiirse would lock 
up orio-third of the amount, the Company only 
idvancing two-thiids. Wo will now suppose 
that sales proceed gradually with the rest as 
It comes to market ; but the stoppage of the 
Company's advances, the eagerness of specu- 
lation in other lines, and finally a stagnation 
in the indigo market produced by the aoeounts 
of the finanoial pressure in England and its 
immediate effect upon the home prices, leave 
the house perhaps at the end of the shipping 
season with many thousand niaunds on hand, 
having in the^^an tiaih made all its arrange- 
ments for the supimrt of its indigo and other 
coQstitaents on a footing proportioned to their 
improved position. Here then is the ease of 
prosperity and pecuniary want eoinbined. 
The very party supposed in thsr abstract to he 
most enrihfaed^ the ladifo agent, may in point 
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fAot be tfio most in rich inji^'oodjt and

supplies. But let it bo nnderatood that we 
ate not advocating direct aid m the shape of 
Jmuis: wc insist onlf upon the propriety of 
doing something to relieve the market gene- 
rally, and wo think we have the iiKiire leason 
to do so berauso the Government itself has 
largely contributed to produce the pressure 
hy suspending the advance system when it bad 
become a resource relied upon as a permuneut 


one, and has profited too most largely 1 >y ano« 
ther, and perhnp.s the ptineipal cause of tlio 
pressure, the fiigfi prices lately paid for opium 
at the public .sabis.

times ot plenty (and who is not f) to place the 
funds of the Bank tar hoyoiwi* thetr reach ; 
a power which will alter tho character of the 
Bank ot Bengal from a suppoiter and fosterer 
ut tho Meichant, to a direct competitor in one 
of the most impoitant items of his commercial 
business, and which will break through that 
strict line which divides so distinctly the bu- 
sines of the hrinkcr and merchant and which 
the Bank ot Bengal greatly to its own profit, 
has hillicrto pieservod. 

ft is unnccessuiy to aigiic that the Bank of 
Bengal has been a vciy piofitahlc concern to 
tlio piopiiotois. Ikriowof no investment of 
ni.incv which for the last 30ycars has yielded 
so high an average of annual profit; that pro- 
fr has aiisen and bfcn insured by the wise 
and cautioiiN regulations which have hitherto 
controuled the operatioiiii of the Bank. Will 
it be a wise act of the propiietors to peril this 
piofit? and they will suiely do so hy Accept- 
ing this new act. unless they can find men foi 
Dirertofs, whose views remain unaltered and 
uninfluenced by the circumstances of the mo* 
UKMit when they are called to act. 1 say, with* 
out fear of contiadiction, that the present Di- 
rectois of tho Bank ol Bengal, aio as capable 
as any equal number of men winch the pio 
piietois could select for the caieful uianage- 
inent of their conceins ; still the most cursory 
perusal of these papeis. .shows, how iliffbrenilv 
the same men me disposed to view the 
sumo question atiliifeienl peiiods iindoi al- 
tered ciiciimstaiiccs. If the act which is nowt 
pioposed bad become on the 1st Mav 
is theio a doubt, l>ut thui a vciy laige 
sum belonging to the Bink of Bengal would 
have been at tins moment on its way to Eng< 
land fromthe putchase of bills of exchange^ 
what sn> the .same directors now. to llie wis- 
dom of seeking for new sources of piolit foi a 
Bank in times of plenty ? 

** At times a Bank will find its coRiers full 
to repletion, with no demand on the paitof 
any one for diseountv or other banking ac- 
oemmodation ; at such times those who are ; 
eoncoined in the management of Banks are 
tempted to make permanent investments of 
their funds, or to try less certain speculations 
than ordinarily, and to reduce the rates of 
other business, bidding first against com 
petitors on terms scarcely eovering its lisks 
and indeed greatly ^increasing those risks 
by the inducement to spemilaiion affurd» 
cd by facility of obMning funds, 

“To this they are moved by the idea that 
any thing in better than to allow life funds of 
their Bank to lie wholly unemployed yielding 
no proRt, and affording no dividend i” and 
they sum np their opiniomi by the follow- 
ing strong and wise r’eprobntioni' oC this 


seeking after new business in a moment of 
plenty.^’ Nothing, however, is so delusivo 
as the schemes and speculations of such 
periods, and the losses and failures of Banka 
arc mostly traceable to their consequences. 
As sure as night follows day, will tho reac- 
tion take place after a money pletbofti when 
the need for banking accommodation becomes 
correspondingly uigentf and if yielding to 
tl»e*tomptations of other times a Bank has 
embarked ip distant anti doubtful specula- 
tions, or has parted with its capital and 
means by mnltiplying branch establishments, 
all subject to the same pressure, or has sunk 
too much in permanent investments, not 
promptly realizable at tho moment of want, 
such a Bank wil^ssiiredly lose the opportu- 
nity of tho nfost advantageous employment of 
which its capital and means are su.<ccptahle, 
and it will he well if it suffer only the dis- 
appointment and regret of a tost opportunity, 
and do not fiiilher experience embarassmeht 
and sacriltce of capital.** 

I recommond this passage to the serious 
consideration of the proprietors of the Bank 
I if l^ngal, as affording from the mouths of 
their Diiectois the stronges't evidence in 
favor of my advice., that they shonid not ac- 
cept this new act, nor allo^ tlie character of 
then establishment to be k hanged by adopt- 
ing the dangerous combination of commer- 
cial transactions, with their hitherto safe and 
profitahie Banking buMness. The Bank of 
Bengal has been on tho very brink ot this 
precipice, and has been saved, not by the 
prudence of the proprietois or their Directors, 
but by the charier which confined them within 
prudent limits ; — but let the Directors speak 
foi theiiiHidves “ During the whole of tho 
past v'Ci'ir, the Directors had before them tho 
dieud of reduced piofits from (he want of full 
rAnploy ment for tho funds of the Bank. 
They participated with the proprietors the de- 
cile of liiiding new tines of business and new 
iietluHis of di awing benolit from the employ- 
tiient of supciiluMus funds, 'fo the ordinary 
■lilfioulty ol the time in this re8pev>t was ad- 
ded that of u considiuable augmentation of 
aptial without any change of ciicuK^sUncrs 
affording the piospcct of its benclieial em- 
ployment. But while all the parties were oc- 
cupied in devtsiris, tchemos for turning these 
tundii to account, in a lew .short months, the 
aspect ui things so completely changed as to 
make It apparent that even with the augmont-^ 
cd capital, the means of the Bank of Bengal* 
were likely to prove insalTicient to supply all 
the banking accommodation required hy (he 
community of tho presidency ^lonc. Thisis 
the case at tho present moment —the Bank 
of Bengal ia now realizing hanking profita 
at high rates upon a much larger &uin than 
was ever similatly employed. "

incieasc of oar Tiade will require extended 
means, and diffeient opinions ate oxpies<ed 
from whence it is to bo foitli coming. One 
comnicrcinl director says, “ so lar as regatds 
the discount business of that city (Calcutta) 
no extension of capital is nccessaiy another 
say s, “■ there can ho no doubt that the ope- 
rations of the Bank of Bengal aie of too 
cramped a nature for a great commercial 
community like Calcutta a third says ‘‘ a 
moie independent commercial management, j 
might conduct the, Bank to. a more extended 
and perhaps to safer accomiuodation business 
lliiin it has at present;’* a t'oiirth says, “ no 
doubt an addition of capital would be advan- 
tageoiiH to the gradaall^ inirodacedt 

arising from the projiu of trad*^” When men. 
so well conversant wiUi the subject come to 
so opposhe a conclusion, it will not, 1 hope, 
bo thouglit pfo^urnptiious in me didering fiom 
any of them. , £ conceive that the opinion that 
the Bang ot Bengal has always* fully met the 
wanU^ of the Oomniercial coniinuiiity in din- 
coniitiiig, uiisc.s lioni mistaking the want ot 
application for discounts, to the want of need ; 
until vcty lately there have heeii iiivatiahly 
such diflloulties made (o passing piivate dis- 
counts that the iiiercliant sought accommoda- 
tion elsewhere at any saciifieo lallioi than suh 
ject his paper to the discredit of being reject- 
ed by the veto of the President, without a 
commcreial diiector, having a voice in the 
question. Lot the diieotors look attlicridi- 
cuionsly trilling average amount of private 
discounts in the Bank until a more liberal 
svysteni was intioduced, with the ineiease 
'which has taken plaeo iiridei this new system, 
and 1 think they will dnd niy remarks borne 
out. It may be contended that .an increase of 
priyatB disoounK will increase the risk of 
tho Bank in a greater ratio than the profit, 
Tho operations of the Union Bank entirely 
disprove 'his : with scarcely any 'business but 
prwate discountst it has passed, through times 
of ih© g;featest commercial distress with cre- 
dit to itself and profit to its proprietors. Tho 
Banit of Bengal takes credit to itself, for its 
present liberality in discountiag privatq pa- 
per to about the same extent as the Union 
Bank. This iscerfainly an improvement on its 
former mode of doing discoupt business, but 
it falls far short of what it might do. Let the 
Directors judge of what business they may da 
.la dUcouatiog, by comparing the Itinooiit 


ivhickthe Bank of England would advance 
on c immerciul paper reptcseiiiing the Trade 
of Bengal, or an equal quaiuiiy ut the Trade 
ol England, and I think they will he surprised 
at the iniirietisc dispaiity between the dis- 
counts of tho two Banks.

It should be recorded that the r^ulsufthe 
principality of Siidhanah received theHiitish 
Government with acclainations ofjov. Gar* 
I'ouuded on all sides hy a coiiiili^Y which has 
been undei our rule foi the last'thirty years, 
they must know the woi Icing of the system 
and be able to appr^^ciato the value ol the 
two Governments. To account foi adiilerent 
feeling in our provinces which oncasionalh 
finds expression out of the jmtuediate viciiiiu 
of our ^Courts, it can only he' put lo the score, 
that people do not know when they ate well 
oft', and experience hongiit by suireitng 
iiisti notion. Our own subjects have forgotten 
the forays of the Muhrattas, Sikhs, and Itaii' 
diti under eveiy leader that could raise a 
horde, under w'hich their progenitors sull'eied ; 
at the same time it is to be hoped tliat the 
zuineendars of Sirdhanah have not over-rated 
the advantages of the change of Masteis ; 
they are not yet head and ears in debt, theii 
property is entire and has not been alienated 
by i)<»gulation, and their lands are not yet 
irredeemably mortgaged to buiineas and 
soucars. How long they may remain an ex- 
ception to the rest of our territories is to be 
seen. 

A very bad practice attending the ntilish 
Government has alieady been jiitioduccd luto 
the Bfstrict, and which cannot bo too much 
reprobated, that oi sending out the public 
cattle for charra. The surwaus and muhoiits 
under protection of scpahee guaids, commit 
the greatest devastation on the finest ticci., 
and often realize money in cutting oi protect- 
ing, at their pleasure, trees held in venetation 
by the Natives OI useful as shade in the hot 
weather. It is strange that an enlightened 
Goterhment should have leoourse to such an 
objectionable method of providing for their 
cattle, and which in the end must be more 
ruinous than profitahlo, as appears from the 
miserable condition of the cattle in genera], 
although so much wanton destruction is per- 
petrated for their subsistence.

Menthaghie, mean while* and his ministers, 
exerted themselves to the utmost in the levy 
of troops and at length despatched about 
20,000 ofthe ** King’s' forces/^ as of ooiirsa 
they were sent in the King’s name, against 
Tbarawaddte> Many of these deserted to 
their homes ; many more to Tliarawaddie, and 
in various ways this formidable force was 
reduced to one half its number, Tho publio 
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fecTing; at Ava, and indeed every wliorc else, 
now bo^nn to iiinnirest Mself tcry atrong^ly in 
favor of Piineo Tharawaddio ; and the Uiitish 
Ucaident at this time, was generally believ-^ 
ed, made various cftortH to open the eyes of 
Menthdflfhie and his ministers, to the fatal 
course they were pursuing:, and to persuade 
them to endeavour by nejror.idlion to conclude 
by an amicable uriaiig;oiTient, a (|uairel tiiat 
threutorided, if not speedily so teiiuiriatoil, 
the most fatal consequences to the existing 
Onvernment. * 

To these rcmonsti oners Mcnthaghio and 
bis ministers remained deaf; they probably 
appteliended (bat if (be king, whoso state of 
mind appears not to have been so bad as had 
boon repicsented, beeamc acquainted with the 
real position of {ifl'.iiis, he would instantly 
roinmaiid their heads to be .stinek olf, one 
and all.

littUomnaedan faittaf U U sinful as rei^ards that 


religion ; coneeqiiently the Moor views tlid 
leHeoruUonof the appr<»piiato<l properly for 
his purpose as sinful, ' lie does not qiiesrinn 
.he utility of it ; but be condemns it upon iho 
jirinci pie that it should be siiiiported at tlie 
expense of consecrated rights of a particular 
sect. It is fair in our friend to set bounds to 
he Hajee's wishes. This good man chose to 
give up the whole of Ins property in appio- 
priation for religious purpose, then why 
should our friend say that the hiiiit fixed by 
Government'is all that is necessary. There 
is no limit to benevolence and woiks of piety. 
Tlie Hadjee, had he possessed double oi what 
he had, I dare say, would have disposed of it 
in the same manner ; for he mentions no paiti- 
cular siiiii, ho divides tlio whole into poitions 
and ordeis their distiibiition accordingly. 
To cany their own ends it is ea.sy for the Go- 
veinmcnl to got nd of Meet Kniamiit All and 
Ills scruples of consciciic'c ; hut it is not so 
C(isy with the Meet to losign his place and 
abandon the canso of his faith ; for in strict 
sense, he is called upon, io the lionest dis- 
charge of Ill's duty, as an oitbodox Mahoin- 
medati, to do nil in his power to pt event the 
iriisii.so of the WMf//’piopcitv, The doccrntioii 
oi propcity consccialcd to religion involves a 
question of the highest impoi lance to Society 
and the issue of the present ease must ilclcr- 
iiilnc ^11 future Meet Kurniiint All 

having agitated the qiicsiion, he is bound m 
honor and religion to go fhiough all the dit- 
ficulties in support of his emise. Ho should 
call upon his brelhicn for aid to enaldc iiim (o 
conduct the pious oiliee he has undci taken 
and while tiierc are stipeiior appellate couiti 
to seek for justice, he should not tamoly sub- 
mit to usurpations com mi ted oven by tlio 
band of ponei. His is a good caust*, and 
besides Ids own religioiii.*its, he would uii- 
douhteJIy find suppoitin uUici huucst men 
who may not be of liis faith. 

But be should Orst of all, 1 think, seek for

pointment of Keramut Ali to the olfico of 
IVIootnMallt of ihc fnuiiainbarrah at Ilugli 
and of his laisiiip; a voiy intricate question of 
iavi, I (dative to the disposition of the itv^mes 
of the zciiiindaiies left by the late iladji Mo 
iiummud Moshin, the oiuIonyci' of the llugli 
College: and that certain constriiction.s hav- 
iir' b(*en put on the last Deed of Appropriati- 
on executed by the late Iladji inordei to cairy 
it into olFect after hi.s demise, have )i;iven lise 
to a vciy dilliciiit iriterpietation n|)on which 
the H hole properly now stand>s. The term 
Ukhrajat-i-Ilusiia having been used in the said 
lieed.oii the part of the advocates of JHup;li 
C(j|lej[;o thc^c words are interpietcd benevo- 
lent expenditures, while on the side of the 
Mahomedatis these woids arc said to sijjfnify 
benevolent expenditures, hut cunuccted with 
rolij^ious m.iUer.s, Ifowcvcif having observed 
the aullicuticaled copy of the sanl Deed of 
Appropriaiitiii published ja the Ifurkaru^wnd 
also the decision of the Conitof Siiddcr He- 
wannny Adawlut in the Imanibarrah 4 jfiattor, 1 
be^ to observe that the words Ukhrnjat i-Husna 
used by ihe late Hadji, would, Ibelievo, be a 
matter of no consequence in the present case ; 
but at the conclusion of the said Deed ho ex- 
pressly atithorize.s the Mootuwallis to divide 
the nett income of his egtatc into nine shares 
and appropriate tboni in manner followin^p; 
that is to say, threc-niiitha were directed to 
be appropriated for the Patilia of Huerat 
8yijd Ruhmut, (Head of the creation) the 
expenditures appertainmg to the Ushra of 
Mohurrum ooUiuroai, and alt oth^r blessod 
days of feasts and fostivalSj^ and the preserva- 
tion of the Imambarrah at HuffU,attd Tomb 
of Saiabnddin Maho)pamed, the husband of 
Hie Hadji's half sister, Manugan, from whom 
be bad inherited : itvo ninths were nsslji^ned 
for the support of tbe Bfootawnllis, Ind four- 
Qjjitbs were assigned for the Office Henrors of 
and cercain’ pertons oi^ed in 
a Ust. ShaklrAliKbaa Rajub AH vrere 


appointed Mootawallis with authorities to aU 
ftr and remodel the expenditures, allowances^ 
pensions &c. The Hadji died on the lOtli 
Agan 1219, and the Mootawallis or Curators 
aforenamed took the burden of tho manage- 
ment of the said zeinindaries upon them- 
Selves. Some of tho successors of flio said 
Mootawallis having employed frauds in iIki 
discharge of the duties imposed upon them^ 
they were from thence superseded and displac-- 
ed. \Vhen« the estates were oonlmitted ini 
the hands of ihe Colicctois, Akbar Ally 
appointed a sole Mootuwalli, but nominal* 
since that period, the Colleotors of Revenue 
are in the receipt of the rents, issned anil 
profits, of several zemindaries on behalf of 
Government, and^r benevolent Government 
is now indeed employing the utmost of theit 
exertions to apply the most pa it of the sum 
towards the benevolent purpose, but it is cer- 
tainly quite at variance with the will of tho 
late Hadji, it i.H indeed injustice to the deceas- 
ed. However, if it is to be said on behalf of the 
advocates of the Hugli College, that they are 
spending theinconies towards benevolent pur* 
poses, such cduoatinglhe poorwhoscoireuni- 
stanoes do not aft ‘01 d tbeui any means what- 
.^oevet, 1 heg to f>ay it is indeed benevo- 
lent, but what justice wonWi there be in tho 
mean.s of one paity and grant them to another. 
The last will of the deceased indeed authoriz- 
tlie Mootawallis to apply the proceeds of 
his lands in the benevolent purposes in which 
.situation- our Government now is. 1 believe 
ihe said Kerammut is nominal. The endower 
hasexpressly declared to divide the inooilie into 
nine parts, or propoilious, and apply them io 
the pui^oscs as 1 stated above and that ting 
was also confirmed by the superior tiibunais 
when the descendants of the original Moota- 
wallis weie in ligitation with Covet nmont. Mr 4 
Editor, if the intentions of the endower was 
to appiopriate some parts of the above inconiu 
towards education, be would have no doubt 
made some expir.^s pro\isions for it, or else 
would have diiccted to appropriate some paru 
1)1 divisions out of the said nine shares ; how- 
ever It appears upon the face of the Deeds 
itsclt, that such his intention was not ; al- 
though if the coniin.iation of the Hugli Col- 
lege would bo advisable to perpetuate for 
educating and amelioiating our countrymen 
in the rudiments of tho English language* 
our most benevolen'k, Goveinrnciit could easily 
appropriate a little out of the. immense reve- 
nue, which they receive from India : of eoitrse 
the Indians have a light to call for such pur- 
pose. However, 1 beg to say that it is the 
duty of our Rulers to take tbo^last Deed of 
(lie deceased into their deliberate considera- 
tion, and issue such orders as to carry llio 
iateotlons of the late Hadji legally and law- 
fully Into effect according to the Mahomedan 
law. •

The Moola 
waltis received chargo of the property imme- 
diately aUer (he execution of the will, and 
were conducting the alfaiis of (he Trust at 
the time of the Hadji's death, which happen- 
ed in Dysak 1211) or April 1812. 

Ip Gonsequenep of numerous complaints 
TOade to the Local Agents and the Hoaid of 
Revenue against the Mootawallis, cliaiging 
them with abusing their (rust, the Hoaid in 
November 1815, acting under Kegulaiion No, 
19 of 1810, which invests it with the general 
control of endowments, with the sanction ot 
Covernnient, appointed Akber Ali Khan, visi- 
tor, to report on the suliject and check the 
curators in the management of their tiu^t. 
Rnquiries were also instltiited by iJiroc suc- 
cessive collectors of Jeasore and by the local 
agenU. The roMill of these lepeated inves- 
tigations was, that the Hoard pronounced Ihp 
said curators entirely devoid of every principle 
of justice and inicyrityy' and that in the ma- 
nagements of the endowments and trust funds 
their conduct had been “ unauthorlxod, on 
warriMittable and profligate/', The Board in 
cdtlsequence, on the I2tb September 1SI7, 
directed (bat these curators should be remov 
ed, and declared Panker AU and Wasik Ali 
the heir of Ra^ib AJi Ineligible to syioceed to 
the displaeed curators, Oil two grounds^ first 
that the founder never designed oncondi 
(lofial inhertance ; and secondly, tliat the rc 
latioos of the Moolawatlisr had drsqualifiad 
ihetiNselves by their participaiion in the nefa 
Tl«s ,itrAAaactiO!t$ which had been deleted. 


Previous to the appointment of Akhar AU 
Khan, none of the benevolent intentions of the 
(outider had been elheiently fulfillcil. Even 
then, howe\or, there had been a school, and 
an Akiind and a Miinshi had hocu appointed 
to instruct the childicn.of Iho pensioners, hut 
owing to their utter neglect ot lliiit duty for 
several years, they were dischaige<i. 

Whe^n the endowment came iindci the ma 
nagcinentof the Local Agents, liiev in ISI7 
issued an order that all pet sons coniieeted 
with the institution should send tlicii children 
to the ftidiool ; and also suggested to the Board 
ot Keventie that a am ill sum horn the hinds ol 
the trnat should he set apait for u Mndrussa. 
The Hoard approved of iheaiigueslion and iti 
teply ol>served,th»ta «3-9th ahnte might then he 
understood to ho appioiialcd to tiic Futcha, 
(he cerpmnnica of (ho Mohuiium, the lepaiiii} 
of public biiildiiiga, and the establishment of 
the .scbcul and hospital.'’ 

> Ji] 1821 the Syudpore Tiiist estate was, at 
the lecomniendaticn of the Governor-Gcnernl, 
sold out ill small lots as putnee talooks, and 
the piorccds, araountiiig to several lakhs of 
rupees, invested in Company’s paper; but one 
Mtrzuli Bundeli Ali having claimed the whole 
istate fls*an adopted son of Manu Jan Kha* 
num, the sum thus invested was allowed to 
RGcuimilntc ponding the decision on his claim. 
His suit, after being carried through all the 
local Courts, was appealed to the Privy Coun- 
cil and finally dismissed* 

From the period of the settlement of the 
Putnee (alooks'thc revenue derived* ffdm the 
Syudpoio estate was managed by the Collec- 
tors of Jessore and (be proceeds refuitted re- 
gulaily to the Collector of Hugtfto be paid 
over for the purposes or the trust, and the 
MoetawaHi's duties wage limited to the ma- 
nagement of the Imamlpirrab, subject to tho 
contioul of the local agents, to whom he was 
required by especial orders of the Board of 
Revenue to transmit perludiefil accounts* 

In 1824 (he MootawalH proposed to Inordasq 
the cstabJlshmeut by about 6000 rupees per 
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annnm for the purpose of retainiti^^ masters tt» | 
tcaeli Arabic, Peistan Btn^aly and Enyluh, 
and a Librarian, and also to provide'a surnfoi 
diet allowance and rewards. The Board of 
llf-venue assented to this arran<j^ement in Ma} 
182L and the sehoo^so established, continued 
w'itlj slight inodilioations of arrangement and 
locality up to the period of the establishment 
of the present College. 

The final decision against Mirza Bundeh 
All's claim having removed the bniy obstac^lt 
which had existed to the appropriation of the 
larger suipliis funds, the (Jovernment in 1826 
diiecicd the Committee of Public liisiriietion 
to cii(|iiirc into the best mode of appropiiuting 
these funds, and Mr. Sinylh, ilieq judge of 
lIugM, was requested by that Committee to 
leporton the state and lesoiiircs of the en- 
dowment, and to olfer such rumaiks and sug- 
gestions on the subject as might occur to him. 
That gentleman, in his leply, tiigod the Ini- 
poilanrc of placing the Madriissa under the 
moic active supcrviMon of the Presidency 
Committee, a'ld of intioducing, new and cfli 
eiciit regtilaiions with a view to increase tin* 
cliaratcr and loputation ol the institution as 
a place of public educutioti, -iiieasuics which 
ho oorisidoiod to be in perfect consonance 
with the* hcriovolciit intentions of the touridoi 
and Citlculat<Ml tn ictidoi the ciiduwnibnl, the 
fiitnK which were now flittered away on 
idle, thankless beings, a leal advantage to 
the native community at laigc, 

Tn a letter dated Gtli July 1830, from the 
Acting Sccrefaiy to Govcrnniont to the Boaid 
fit Uevciiiic, it is suggested that the best and 
luosl obvious means of pcipcfuating the name 
of (he fouiidci of the Tiiist, would ^ho the 
cstalilisliiiieiit of a,lVfadiussa in wliioh Ma* 
lioiniiiedan Icamirig only, might at fiist be 
(aught ; ** but which at no distant period, it 
might bn hoped would willingly receive* 
the soIkI advantages of European sciciico/* 

The Committee of Public Instruction, in 
repotting on the best means of oaryiiig into 
client the suggestion of the Gnvei mueiit re- 1 
mark, that the ciicumstances ot tlie bequest 
and Hie religion of the Testator indicate tho 
general chaiactei the proposed establishment 
should bear, they do not conceive it necessary, 
even at the outset, to limit the objects of tbe 
institution to Mahommedan literature and 
science only, that as from the very funds m 
tiwsiwn^ a school of a mixed nature had been 
maintained, in which Arabic, Persian, Ben- 
gali and English masters had been retained, 
by adopting that school as the basis of.a larger 
one, no innovation would be made nor any 
arrangement adopted incompatible with tbe 
impressions and feelings of the native residenU 
ofHugli. ^ % 

Tbe Committee oft Pnblio Instruction, how- 
ever,. considered it neceSsary before thdy 
came to a final decision on the subject, id 
have the assistanceof aLoeal Cominiltee with 
a iSei^jretjary and Superintendent to the , pro* 
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nosed csfablishiDcot, to communicate with the 
Ptef^deucy Committee. 

A Coiiimittoe oonsisiing ofiiic Ci^tl Officers 
of the Slutiou was accoidingly appointed by 
Ucivcinniont and directed to repoii on tbe 
^latc of the Iiiiaiobarali, its incouiu and expen- 
riilMfr, and on the bc>t moans of carrying into 
the suggegtioii nf Ooveinrnent for (lie 
OHtiibli'^bincnt ofaMadinssa at Hugbll, wfth 
Hie unappropriated funds of tho Syiidporc es- 
liite : and nt Hicir sugirtiHiiun, the civil Sur- 
geon, being rccommcuded by thcnias qualified 
foi Hit* olHoe by bis knowledge of native lan- 
guagi's and liioialiite, was appointed Socre- 
taiy to select and arrange the voluminous pa- 
pers connected \aAb the trust and to conduct 
Hie cuiicspondciice.

The l^ocal Committee, in the Report refei- 
red to, next sufCRcst the expediency of seizin}; 
the occasion of these ehan<;es to lay down 
some geneial principles and rules for the g;uid 
ance of the Mootawalli, in the admission of 
pensioners and the payment of menies in eha> 
riiy, the details of uhioh were not of couise 
to be found in the will. After adverting; to 
the evils which had arisen from the want ol 
any such definite rules, and suhmidin^ th 
opinion of the Collector, one of the Members, 
that it would be far more Advantageous that 
the whole functions of the Local Aj^cnc} 
alionhl he vested in the Committee, the report 
thus proceeds 

" riaviiig thus succinctly explained to your Co. 
rnutce the present con>lition of aud the control e\crci«cd 
over tiie lmarnbrirra}i, Its income and rxpondiiuie, uc 
proceed to offer our opinion as to the expense, which it 
will be necessiary to incur in order to endow a Madras 
sail with the unappropriated funds of the Syu'lpotf 
estate. 

Ill ^ubmiUin^ our vijws on this subject to \our f’om- 
lUifii wc conclude tlut it la the intention of (loverii- 
itiuoif in approppatiii:^ ihdse surplus funds, to adhere a** 
fitiicrlyas cucumslau(.c>. will permit toiho oiigmal iu> 
lenliofi of the foundei, and without deviating tinni tiu 
general tenoi of the Towieutnameh, solo blend the 
whole, that lucid order, enlarged charUy, and coutinuoii- 
benelit, tn^y be conspicuous thiougiitout the insti- 
tution. 

Under tliis impression, therefore, we would beg leav<* 
to state, on a due consideration of the general icnor of 
the Towieutnamcli, that after havmi; had the budding 
Attached to the Imambaiah placed in a proper etaie^ol 
repair, afici having prOMiled handsomely for the due 
performance of the religions ceremonies detailed in the 
Trust deed, and after having put aside such a funri as the 
expeneoce of past vears may shew to have been suirineni 
lor the iMymeatof the setvanU of the Institution, an«i of 
the pensioners and vtipendianes wliomay appear to have 
ju&i claims to the same, we we no objection whatever to 
the appropriation of the surplus luads, in the establish' 
mentof a College and School at Hooghly, on the gene- 
ral principles hid down in your letter to Govciument of 
the 27th Oct, Iasu No innovation will be made io the 
exbting system, a portion of the surplus funds haung 
been originally ajipropriated by the iltwtawalli himsei/, 
lor this PXpr«-R piirpoic, end the arrangement haim^ 
been sanctioned by the different anthoritiet to whom ^

The Report after this statement furnUlietl 
ipme interesting details of the state of educa-^ 
.ion ill the district, and the de-sirefor inslruo- 
ion ffenci ally prevalent herein. A sketch i$ also 
given of a plan of education in the proposed 
College, embracing instruction in Oriental 
and English literature and sciohee io^eneral. 

In a letter to the Committee of Piiblie In- 
.strnction from Mr. Oflioiating Secretary Tor- 
repii, dated 8tb April Lb%5, (Sir Charles Moh* 
calf, Clovernor-Ocneral) the Coiitmittee are 
called on by the Governor-General to famish 
a scheme of a College for general insfriiotion, 
to bo supported out uf the funds of tbo Synd* 
pore trust. 

In a letter to the General Committee of 
Public Instnicti^of Mr. Secretary Priiisop*.H, 
dated, Conncil Cliamber, 28ih October 1835, 
after ndvoilence to the Clnuxi in the will of 
the Hadji, whifdi gives full powc^r to the Mn- 
lawallis fo “ tr/i/ir they think Jit and to 

tesume uJiat they think there uceur the 

following passages: — 

“The Governoi-General in Council deem- 
ing hiinstdf t > have succeeded to the full au- 
thority aid powers assigned by Hadji Mohsiii 
to the Mootawallis, considers it to be entirely 
in his power to determine '^poii the appropria- 
tiuii of the funds snhjcct of coutse to (ho con- 
dition of adhering as (doscly as possible to the 
wishes of the Testator ta points on which they 
‘ ricc been dcdnretL 

Now it appeals that the growing income 
rom the Jessoro estates was the only fund 
n the Te.stator’n contemplation, and the ex- 
enccs of the Inintnbaiiah, the Mootawallis 
ith the pensions and establishinenis are 
haigcd .specially upon Hint income which i-, 
.stimnted by the Local Committee at liiigti 
.o yield the sum of 45,000 rupees per annum. 

The Governor-General in Council, ad vet t- 
ng to the conditions of the will, resolves that 
hr(;e-nititlis ot the income from the Keiuin- 
daries, shall permanently be as.Nigned for the 
current expciiccs of the Iinambanah.

4 (^o uses to which 
any surplus funds of tiic estate to be appro- 
pi iatfd, be cannot see that the asiig;iiinoiit 
of tlio larg;c surplus which has aroiimiilatcd 

to the purposes ot education in the rnoriner 
stated, will be antf deomtion /lointhf- provisions 
of the deed. 

Similar views bcinp: entertained by oui pie-

On the 20lh June 1830, the Giverrimcnt di- 
rected the dismissal ot Syud All Akbar fiom 
bis odicc of Mtiotawalli.

With regard to his disktcre<ttcdness, which 
is so hijchly praised, it may be very great ; 
but a struggle to get the controul of largo 
funds, III association with those who have 
been dismissed and degraded under circum- 
stances that iinight make an honorable man 
chary of associating with them for any pur- 
pose, is rather anei|aivocal mode of display- 
ing the virtue of disinterestedness. If such 
a proceeding he a proof of it, we need not go 
far among the Native community for many 
examples of it. 

That any moral courage is required to un- 
dertake such a struggle is a position dilTicuit 
to reconcile with the argument, tliat the 
Government eon Id not lesent such a piocoed- 
iiig without gloss tyranny and injustice. The 
fact is, the Syiid has reckoned on having a 
party on his side, and on obtaining by means 
of clamour and possibly legal quibbles, a 
result wbicb ho could never hope to obtain 
from justice and common sense.

Imagine the whole landed interest, 
that is, all tho landlords of Ureal Britain^ and 
even the capital farmers, at once .swept away 
from olf the face of the eailh ; let him imagine 
a cess or leui fixed on every field >n the king- 
dom, seldfun under generally above its means of 
payment ; let htni imagine the land so assesfed 
Jutted out to the villageis, acrording to the 
number of their cattle and ploughs, to the ex- 
tent of ro|ty or fifty acres each. Lelhim ima» 
gine 4he rc\eniie, rated as above, leviable 
through the agency of a handt^ thouean^r^ 
venue officerg^ collected or i emitied at tbeir diacta* 
iian, according their idea of ike' 
means of paying, whether from UmpfodmLisf 
kU land qr separate property j ■ And in Ofder 
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to encourage every man to act as a spy on his 
neighbour, and report his means of p(iyidj?, 
that he may eventually save hirnscif tnyii e\- 
tia demand, let him imagine all the cultivalois 
of a village liable at all times to sepaiate do- 
niand, in order to make up for the failure of 
one or^more individuals of their parish. Lot 
him imagine collectors to every county acting 
under the oiders of a board, on the avowed 
principle of destroying all competition fdr la- 
bour by a general equalization assessment ; 
seizing and sending back runaways to each 
other. And lastly, let him imjatfine the roHector 
the sole magistrate or justice of the peace of the 
oofcntrv, through the medium and instrumenta- 
lity ot^ whom alone any ciitninal complaint of 
personal grievance, suffered by the subject, 
can reach tiio siipeiior courts. Let him ima- 
gine at the same time every subordinate oflicor, 
employed in the collection of the land revenue, 
to be a police officer, vested with power to 
line, confine, put in the stocks, and /Zo/;, an in- 
habitant within his range, on any cfi'aigc, with- 
out oath of the accuser, or sworn recot ded 
evidence on the case, (f the leader can bring 
his mind tocentemplale such a course, he may 
then form some judgment of the civil adniinis- 
tratioii in progicess of re-introduction into the 
territniios undei cthc presidency of Madras; 
oonitiwiing 125,000 squat o miles, and a popu- 
lation of twelve Diilious.*’ 

Although the above rcmaik.s were made 
sonu* fifteen years ago, we are not aware of 
any change that has taken place since in this 
unfortunate .system, to render thcKO remai ks 
inapplichble to the present state of things in 
the Madras territories. The distuibanres at 
Mangalore which arc now exciting much at- 
tcntion« have been, not without reason, attri- 
huted to the dissatisfied state in which ryots 
aio under the baneful inffueiicc of the tuinous^ 
system described in tlic above quotations. A 
crisis appears to have ni rived hy which tlio at 
tention of (lovcinment may bo awakened to 
the niiseiie.s suffered by so many millions of 
their subjects. The dotcnniiied opposition of 
sufferers will no doubt occasion an enquiry to 
be made into the causes of it, and representa- 
tions made hy the Press, we have reason to be- 
lieve, will nut be disregarded by those who 
have it in their power to icinedy the evils 
pointed out.

RYOTWAUEE SYSTEM, 

In one of your late papers you favored tho 
public with Mr, Tucker’s lehiaiks upon the 
ryotwar system, and also with Mr, Fullariion’s 
description of the details which he considcis 
must be gone through in a district settled 
in ryotwar principles. ,Now had those two 
functionaries any real knowledge from their 
own experience of the woikiiig of the lyiitwar 
system, or any extensive peisonal acqtiaint- 
anne, with the habits, customs, and character 
of the ryots,, whoso interests they believed 
they weie consulting, we might attach some 
weight to their opinions. 

If that system were one of modern dale, or 
if It had its lisc even from the experince and 
cogitations of a man like Sir Thomas Munio, 
we might possibly be justified 111 withholding 
our cqnscnt as to its peculiar adaptation to the 
circumstances ofthis country ; hut the ryolw.ir 
system has obtained under other names not 
only ill the Southern Fenirisula hut in nil the 
piovinecs uiulci the Uengal and Homhay pic- 
sideticies, and when wotkod out and aiiaiigcd 
upon known and just piinciplcs, and taken 
lundcr tho special diiectioii and contiolof'a 
jliheial and eniightend Govcinmont, it is pe- 
culiarly adapted to India : \i hereas under the 
lentirig zemindar y or mooltazar of the Heiig.il 
and Hunibay picsidenrios, the same system is 
left to he arinnged between a mass of pnoi 
and needy cultivators on the one hand, and 
a rapacious, iguoiant, and t3ianriical set of 
landlords, or rathci tax lentcis, on llie other. 
Now T ask from whom nie tlic lyots, the ac- 
tual holders and cultivalois of the soil, to ex- 
peet most incicy or coiisidi'iution ? In ordei 
to make any settlement uilh the p(;oplo some 
of tire details mentioned hy Mr. Kullaitorj 
must he gone into. The only qiiestiuri is, siiall 
those details he iindeitakoi hy the Goveiii- 
iiietit and i*s paid and resp«)nsible agon's, or 
hy the irresponsible and unpaid agency of 
'oiitcis .»r zeinindais Nox^, I hesitate not to 
say that tho ryot,»’t*you will give him the op- 
tion, will at oiieo decide for tliefuimei. Theic 
can be no doubt that a direct seltlemeut with 
theical owner andoeciipiet of the soil is that 
which will give Government the bcnelit ofiu 
resources, aiul wliatovcr the exigencies of the 
state can Sparc will, undei that diiect settle- 
meiif, go buck again into the channel fruiii 
which wc may look for inci eased production ; 
whereas any relaxation of demand upon tho 
part of the Government as in the settlement 
under Lord Cornwallis, was so much put into 
the pockets of middle men and idle zemindars 
to be spent by them in feeding a host of idle 
retainers, or buried in pagodas or tanks, and 
thus rendering it wholly tinprodoctivo to Uie 
state. Hut 1 did not intend to have said so 
much upon tho adaptation of ryotwar to tbls 
country as upon tho faulty administration of 
that system to«whiok I attribute the laic rise 
of the ryots in Canara and Ooorg. 

It is quite elear that under the ryotwar, ag' 
well as under any other system, only so much • 
.should he taken by the Qovernmentas wfil ieavo 
asuoi in the |jniid.s of the cultivator whcrejwith 
to proceed in (ho cultivation his field;, 
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{tf^stdesta Kill plus forarcuiniilaUon ; and to do 
tills care sliould detfikrn not to {ipive undue en* 
roiiiatrcrnent to the ouhivatioii of maflte land, 
whorehy tho iriaikotsare overstocked and the 
eiiltivator cannot tfet a fair return for liis 
lalioiir and stock, he consequently becomes 
pooler and pooicrevVrv >eartil1 at last ditveti 
to dospuiatioii lie Is ica<ly to join any la^vless 
bands a liirli may p eseiit themselves, to pliin- 
doi and reap from iliQ nccuinulatiun of olhets 
that subsistence whieh the acts of his rulers 
has pt evented him ftoin eKtractfng; from the 
soil. It is just this whieh has, I hclicvc, 
caused the fii^itnihancc iti Ganara, wiiicli has 
laiil waste miles and miles of ibiincriy cutli- 
vaied plains uiulci the Madras Government. 

It is the faulty administration of the ryotwar 
.s\st«‘m of which (ho lyols complain, and of 
whieh they must continue to conipldin so 
lori^ as those who have the control and diicc- 
tioii id anaiis, deprecate all pioposcd per- 
inaMcnt i emissions and s;)ddlc the people with 
liiid for whie.1i they have no need, and to 
eullivate which they have not the means. 

The rjotwar or any other system ceu never 
piospei unli ss it is adiniriisteicd by men con- 
\ersaiit with the liist piinciplcs of national 
r'eonomv, and who look beyond the present 
day and proceed upon the assumption that all 
ussistance which the Government can ^ive 
now in t!ie shape ol and indued taxation 
will bo rnnidy lepaid to it on a future day in 
(he iiici leased resources, energies, and capital 
ofiis landowners Ol i>ots. 

I am not aware of the precise natuie of the 
instructions under whieh the Colleetors of the 
Madias Presidency act ; hut 1 have been giv- 
en understand (hat wiiilo the demand has 
icmained the same, the Collectors year liy year 
have been ou the deciease. The best proof 


of the souudnets of any revenue admiiiistra- 
(ioii ^lust be its punctual icaiissaiion of the 
(jxed^assessment, and that not for a short iimo 
but for a comse of years. 

The groat error in the present system, and 
that which causes the insupportable pressure to 
be tcit by the people, is the erroneous view Of 
those who have imagined that the ryot is capa- 
ble M cuitivating or paying the tax upon the 
same quantify of land from year to year. It is 
this which has led to the impoverishment of the 
great body of landed proprietors, and wbioh, 
had 8ii Thomas Munro lived to see the general 
working of his own * rule.s, he would have 
been the hist to eoriect hy limiting the an- 
nual demand to ^he real capability of the 
payers and not rognlalirig \ibytke tx‘iaencie$ of 
ihv state,, the e«r/e#*nw of native CofUeiorji in 
the provinces, or hyan average of former years* 
If you, Mr. Editor, could gain the attention 
of men in aiiihon'ty as to the real cause of the 
pi usent impoverhhed state of the landowners 
t»r ryots ol India, my labour will not be lost, 
and your papei will have been the means of a 
gieui public henetii.

People iniiahiting hills and 
mountains, even if .strangers, have been alw’ays 
happier than people of the plains. The Ben* 
gailees, whose number iiicrea.ses every year on 
this coast, either free emigrants of senrants, 
are exeeediogly astonisiied at tho first view 
of (ho coast. The notion of a mountain does 
not exist in their diotionaiv, and they consi- 
der them to beclouds of a partionlarshape^as 
1 have beard; even if quite close to thC' shore.

The 
climate inu.st iindoiibtedlv be better than in 
any pait of India, and liie place oii;;ht to be { 
strongly recommended as a place oi leei ca- 
tion and u\st >rat'on of bcaltii to the vale- 
tudinaiian. Nobody i.s afiaid of the sun, and 
every body walk.s even in the middle of the 
day without a chatta. The best pi oof of the 
satiibiily of the climate is TI. M. 62d Regi- 
ment, which, out of 670 men hcie stationed, , 
lias at piesent only 28 men in the hospital,' 
the greatest part merely with trifling and ex-' 
ternal diseases, and the hospital was twice 
entirely closed. 

The greatest curiosity of Moulinein, is the 
abovemeotioned pagoda on the elevated hill 
behind the towns. It is a charming place, from 
where the mowl beautiful panor&ia^of the 
country is to be seen. Thf place of worship is 
an aggregation of pagodas of all sizes, the larg- 
est in the centie. Theie is such a number of 
Idols, incarnations, ministers of the gods, 
probably saints, higher and iowes attendants, 
of all ages and shapes, that oniy*tlie chief 


abode; the others aiu apparently pioriiis- 
Guously ciowded together in scveial 
pooily looking wooden shops. Amongst 
tlierii IS a young gcnilenian of an eiioririows 
size in demigiecian costume, sli etched (»n a 
coiieli, leaning on Ins hand ; he is holding a 
palaver w itii a host ol ligures, who approach 
him in a kneeling p(>*<ilion, with luMcd hands. 
\li these linages aie foiiiied fioiii while clay, 
the outside ol a kind of enaiiiei and seem to 
be paitly of Caiirasian, partly of tlio Mogul 
laces, but all dislingmslied by very lung cars , 
a maik of beauty amongst the UuniiCvSe.

For Iho past four years, Moulinein has be- 
come the place of transpoilalion for convicts 
from Bengal and Madias. Their number 
amounts at pie.scnt to about 800. The place 
will, pei haps, in time, bo a penal setticmciil, 
somewhat resembling Now South Wales, 
The transportation of ciiminalHhas undoubleil- 
ly proved useful to the inhabitants, and bene- 
ficial to themselves. The price of labour is 
excessively dear; the Buimose are an inde- 
pendent race, who do not like to woik for 
Europeans. Rice, and some spontaneously 
growing leav^es and berries gathered in the 
forests, foim'their principal food. A house of 
bamboo is built in the couise of some days, 
and tbey.)cnow nc other wants.

The Bisa and Diiphn Gaums are the heads 
of two clans ot Singphos, occupying the north- 
ern and southern faces of the chain of moun- 
tains, which forms a lofty hariier between 
Ava and Assam, The foinierchicftain, on our 
conquest of the latter country, tendered, his 
submission and was admitted within the pale 
of that feudatory dependence which many 
oihei tiibes of the same clan had been equally 
anxious to enter he was uiiifoimty treated 
by the local authorities with great considcra- 
tion» and was located at the northern foot of the 
Pathol pass leading from Assam to llio Hakong 
valley. Between this chieftain and the Dupha 
Gaum a lend had existed long presriuus to our 
assumption of the soveicignty of the country ; 
and the latter, at the close of the year 1835, 
beaded a party, which crossing the mountains 
from the Burmese provino 3 of Huhong^ enter- 
ed 0ira, the residence of the chief of that clan, 
and after ravaging Xnd plundering the village, 


sealed their atrocity with the indiscriminate 
iniiider of all the inhahitants that tell into 
tlieii hands.

The 
information obtained on both occn.sions will 
tie more advantageously shewn in a connect- 
ed fofm than in the detached portions in 
which it necessaiiiy appears in his journal, 
and Captain Hannay’s first remark solve.s a 
difficulty, which, like the Adrta of ancient 
history, has proved a stumbling block to 


modern investigation. In the coin se of inquiry 
into the sites of tlie piincipal towns on llic 
Irawttdi river, tliat a Bamo natiiially held a 
very piominent place, and some of the native 
Shans, who weie questioned on Ibo subject, 
affirmed that it was on tlie bunk of the 
fratvadi livcr, wdiile otliers, whose opportuni- 
ties of acqiiiting infoimation had been equal- 
ly good, positively denied this statenn nt, and 
fixed its position on the lett bank of a small 
stream winch flows into tlie Irawadt, about a 
mile above the present town. Captain Han- 
nay leenriciles the conflicting statements, 
hiieflv blit satisfactorily, in tlie tolluvting 
reniaik.

They inhabit tho country to the en«(t /)r 
JSamOf and their piiiicipal towrm are tiotha^ 
Latha^ tHanta^ Siutla^ Alooyigsye, 

Moong-man^ Moongla^ and ' Uloong Igc. The 
people arc ^ciieially designated Sliaii Taroup 
or Chinese Shuns.’' 

“ Although the Palongs speak the Shan, 
their own native language is a distiiicUuiie. 
The men, though small in stature, are athletic 
and reniaikabiy well made. Flat noses and 
grey eyes are very common amongst them. 
They wear their hair tied in a knot on the right 
side ol the head, and dress in a tuihiin, jacket, 
and tiowser.s, ot'daik blue cloth. They utc a 
hill people, live in the tract of country situated 
between Uurmah and China, but those to the 
east of Bttmo pay no rc\enue to either euuiUi}, 
and arc governed by their own Tsubnns. The 
Singpho traders 1 saw at Bamo vicre vcr> 
different from those under Barmahy'AWiK accoid- 
ing to their proximity to cither Slians or 
Chinese, they assiuiilalu to one or other in 
dress and language. 

“ The whole of these people,” says Captain 
HanUfi},“pay for everything they rcquii 
in M'vri ; and we^e il not for the lestrictioiH 
in on the exportation ofsilver, I think 

an intelligent British merchant would (hid it 
'very profitable to settle at Bamo ; as, liChido 
the easy intercourse wuh VInua, it is sui- 
rounded by nuincrou.s and industrious tribes, 
who would no doubt, soon acquire a taste for 
British manuracture.s, wliieh aic at present 
quite ufiknowri to them. *<Thti lovciiue nt tb 
(iistiict IS estimated by Captain [lanriv nt 
^ three lakhs of rupees per annum ? and lie 
*^dd5, “ if appearance of comfort may bo taken 
as a proof of its prosperity, tiic inhabitants of 
Bamo shew it in their dress and houses. 
ha\c seen more gold and silver ornaments 
wornbeie than in any town in Banna” 

On leaving Bamo, the appearance of the 
countiy became tniicli more hilly, and great 
pieeautions were taken to gaurd against sur 
prise by the Kukhyens, who inhabited the 
diirciciit ranges in the vicinity of the river. 

At Ilakan the escort was reinforced by 150 
soldiers from Bamo, and a number of families 
who wore proceeding up the river, joined the 
fleet to enjoy the protection atforded by so 
large a convoy. The Slians who ronipoVed 
the quota from Bamo were a remarkably fine 
set of men from the banks of the Tajnm 
Xhgoung, and formed a sinking contrast, in 
dress and apfiearance, to the miserable escort 
which had accompanied the party from Ava, 

AUjtt village of Thaphan heng they entered 
the tipi Kpouk dwen from which a very beau- 
tiful view IS obtained of the fertile vqjiioy of 
jBajn0,«bc>anded on the east by the fCakhyon 
hills, which are enitivated to their amninits. 
Serpentine and limestone yrere the principal 
Tocks found in this defile, as well as the pre- 
ceding one ; and as the river waslieye in some 
places not more than 80 yards broad, with a 


teptli of 30 feet, and as its rise in the rains is 
50 feet above the piesciit level, the iunIi of wa- 
ters must at that season betciiirie. The na- 
ives, indeed, declaicd, that the roai at that 
lime was so great, as to pievent them tioin 
heating eacii olhei speak, and that the deiile 
ould only then he liavcrsed on rails; now, 
howexei, it coiii'ycd gently along with an al- 
most impel ccptible motion. 

At Thahydipng giia they found anew laco of 
people railed PiiwoiH, who desniheil lliuin- 
selvos as having oiigiiiully come truin a rouii- 
liy to tlic north-east, called IMntoang Manlong, 
the piecise situation of which could ntit he 
ascertained. Their natnc lan';iiagc, whicli 
they speak only in inteicmiise with c.n-h 
othet , ditl'cis altogether from tiic Sli.in and 
llurufcse, hul Ihct ha\e no wi itlcn ciiaractiu . 
There appear to be two lubes ot I'lis laei*, dM- 
liiigusitcd i>y the Burinaim as tiie gii'nl and 
small : — the former aic found only ul I'dtenhu 
and in tho vicinity of tlie thud A’//'oi/<r-i///.'/i, 
while the inferior tiil>e is scatlcied all ovn the 
eounlty ; the only dilVereiico appaieiillv be- 
tween them coiisistH 111 some tiilliog vaiieiir^ 
in the ilialects they speak. Then evteiiM\«' 
eultivaiivm piovcd their agiieului lal indiistiy 
and four Chinese Siiaos wcio conslrintlv cin- 
ploycd in inaniifactni ing theii impIciiiiMitH of 
liushundiy. Their houses wcie <d ii eon^lruc- 
tioii totally dilh'iciit horn any th.it had iiccn 
picviousl) seen, and consisted of a long thatch- 
ed loot inunded at the ends and icacliing al- 
most totlie giound. Insrlc ot this and at ihe 
height often feet fiom ilie giound. Die diOci- 
orit apaitments ate ioimed, the walls ol 
which ate made ot mat. 

1*^001 the outw,'U(I appcfiiuncc of Ihc^c 
lioiiscs.” says I’aptain Hannay, ” it wouM ho 
dillieiiitto iniagino that llitM wcie halntanoii'^, 
but inside they aic vci\ comfortable, and fiom 
the gicat thickness and peculiar foim ot the 
Kiot, the ininai^s cannot he much allcrted 
either hy heat oi cold.” The same description 
of house is built by the Slums occupying the 
valley of Kabo, and it is probable that the 
Pliwons have adopted this stylo of hinldiiig 
from some tiibcof that widely scattered nation. 

On the 2dth the fleet reached a pait of the 
Iratradi which is considoied the most dangci- 
ous point in its navigation. !t is cal hid 
soo, and the stream is thcie confined to a 
hieadlh of 30 vards, but with no less than nine 
fathoms of depth in the centre. The locks 
borecveiy appearance of fierce and irregular 
volcanic action, varying in cojor “ from blown, 
yellow, red and gi eon, to a jet black which 
shone like a looking glass." The strata also pre- 
sented a scene of grout confusion, some being 
vortical, soni^ honzoiifal, and others twisted : 
“ the whole having exactly tho appearance of 
having been poured out from a furnace." 

The naTtgation of the Irawadi river uj» to 
this point had been unmarked hy diflieulties 
of any magnitude, and with tho exreplion 
of the passea through the Kyouk-dwtns, 
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cliaiincl appears to have afforded, even at tlia! 
•reason of the jear, an ahiiiidant supply of 
watfi foi tlie largest class of boats, which piv 
bctvieen A»'ii and Ha above flie villn^o of 
iS'amhct, however, they liist met a succession 
of lapiils extediM;) for a mile and a half which 
were even (hen rorisidcic^d d.in«cioeis ; and 
rat>t.iin llannay icrnaihs that ho had seldom 
seen in the uni'll season, and uoist part of the 
(iathfcs, a htionjjer cuirent, or mare turbulent 
vi.iter than at the lapids of SlnBLeytiaininaw^ a 
short distance above tiio village of fshmhet. 

On the arrival of the fleet at Tthrnho^ which 
is ahonl It) miles heiovv the month of the Ma- 
//fiM/i// liver, the boats by which the party had 
bien eouNcyed (lom Aertucrc oxelianged foi 
nlhers of a srmiller desciiplion, better adapted 
tor the navigation of so small and toildous a 
river a« that of xl/m/rtMiK/. The one prepared 
ioi Captain ITann.iv’s aecornmodation was of 
the kind called by the Burmese it 

uas paddled by 2.i men, and formed of a single 
tiee, uitlithc addition of «i plank 10 inches 
bioud, all luund the uiipor part of it 

He foie <|uif(injy Tshnihn^ Captain Hatiny 
h id a visit fiom the head priest, whose eiiriu* 
Mtv to olilain some knnwlcjdgo of European 
«*us!oiiis and hahils eould only he satisfied by 
the display of the eoiitentsof his ttunks. Hod 
(he, siglit ot his wateh, sevtant, and lliermo- 
metei ; all of uhieliho was permitted to exa- 
mine hy Criptain lfanna>, wlio regrets that ho 
fi.id mit bi ought some missionary tracts with 
hirii fioii) Ava ** to give this in<|uisitivc priest 
some idea of the Cliiistiari rcl’giuii.*' T\hen- 
ho, on the authofty of this pnest, is said to 
have been foiiiieily a priiiei})al city of (lie 
Phuon tube, who ueie dispossessed* of ii, 
about sixty years ago, by tbc iiutmahs. 

On llie last day of December the uii.ssion 
leai'hed the inniitli of the Mogountf rivoi, 
uhi< h (hipt.uii Hannay ascertained bv ob.sei- 
vaiion t«» be in latitude 6’ 53. Here they 
weie lo <|uit the Iruwatb, which, says Captain 
iJannav, is still a fine livci (lowing in a reaedi 
from the easlwntd half a mile broad, at the 
late of two miles an hoiii, and with a depth 
vai) ing fiom three fathoms in the centre to 
two at the edge. 

The Mogonnq river on which the town nf the 
sam? name is situated, is not more than 100 
yaid.s wide, and ilio navigation is impeded by 
a succession of rapids over which the stieani 
rushes with considcrahle velocity. The small- 
est boat in the fleet was an hour and a half 
getting over the first of these* obstacles, and 
the Shan boatmen, who are thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the oharacter of the livcr, 
** pail their boats clt^e to the^ rocky points, 
and then, using aH their strength, shoot 
across to the opposite side before the force 
of the stream had time to Wirow them on the 
rocks.'' The Burmah boatmen adopted the 
apparently easier method of pulling their 
boats up along the edge of the stra«m» but 
this proved both difliculi tuid dangturoas, ono 


boat feeing upset and a man drowned. The 
banks of the river were covered with a dense 
and • impervious jungle, which extended 
nearly the whole way to Mogoung, and no 
lilage served to beguile the wearisome mo- 
iiutoiiy of this portion of the journ^ey, until 
they leached Akoaktoung^ a small hamlet on 
the light bank inhabited by Phwoiis and 
Slig/is. Here they met a chief of the Laphae 
Singphos, who had taken up his residence in 
this village ^vith a few followers, in conse- 
quence nf a feud with some iieighbouiing 
tiibes in his own country to the north. Be- 
tween Akoiik-yua and Tapoh (the next village 
scon) the bed of the river is filled with rocks 
and rapids, which render the navigation 
exceedingly dangAous, the stream shooting 
over them with such velocity as frequently to 
rise above the bow of the boat, which, in case 
of unskilful management, would he instantly 
upset. The way in which the Phwons and 
Siiaiis ovei conic these difliculties, formed a 
j sinking contrast to the conduct of the Bur- 
I mail and Kalhay boatmen. The former work- 
' tng together with life and spirit, still paid 
the strictest ultcntioti to the oiders giving by 
the head boHtiuen ; while the latter, who 
iliitik,’* says Captain IJ 'riiiay, ** that nothing 
can he done without noise, obey no one, as 
they all talk at once, and use the most abu- 
.>ive language to each other." He thinks the 
Phwuns and Slia.is greatly superior to the 
Buimulis or Kalhays, — meaning hy the latter 
those Munipuris resident in Ava, who are 
Bunuuns in cveiy thing but origin, 

• 

After passing the last rapids at Tapoh the 
I Ever exfiaiids in breadth to 200 yards; ti]_ 
.Ntrcaiii flows with a gentle current, and *^the 
bed is composed of round stones which are 
iiwibily qnaitz. Amongst them, however, 
theie arc found massive pieces of pure crys- 
tal stone, partaking of the nature of tale, and 
•ih'o pieces of nxlurated clay of difletent 
coiois. The banks are alluvial on the sur- 
face, but towards the base and near the edge 
of (he river the soil becomes gravelly, and m 
some places lias a stratum of beautiful bright 
ycliow-coloied clay intersecting it." 

On tiic 6tli of January the party disem- 
baiked fioui iheir boats, and as the Myo-wun 
was to be installed in his new government, 
the landing was effected with consideiahle 
sf^o* ** Arrangements," says Captain Han- 
nay, “ had been made tor onr reception, and 
on 6ist landing wc entered a tempoiary house 
wheic somo leligioiis ceremony was per- 
formed, part of which was the Myo-wun sup- 
plicating the spirits of three brothers who aic 
huiied heie, and who founded the Shan pro- 
vinces of Khanti, Aiiam, and MogoHnff, i(i 
preserve him from all evil. After which 
cereinpny*be dressed himself in his robe of 
state, and he <md 1 proceeded hand in hand 
through a street of Burinan soldiers, who 
were posted from t|fe landing place to the Myb- 
wun’s house, a distance of nearly a mile : wn 
were preceded by the Myo-wnn’s people 
carrying spears, gilt ebattas, &c. and at 
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ItTvalii <1minn; our walk, a man in a \riy,toIe-

Tiie Sliaiis, inside the stockade, 
rendc in lar^c houses, such as I formally dos- 
eribed having seen amoii^it the Phwons’j — 
tlie liiirmans cxnd othois live in tho same rlc.i- 
cription of houses as arc to be seen in everv 
part of liurtmh proper , but all bear sii^ns of 
great poveity, and if it were not for the 
Chinese, whose <|uartfr of tho town looks 
bu.iinos.s-likc and comfortable, I should say 
that Mogoung is decidedly the poorost-looking 
town I have seen since leaving Am, There 
is no regular bizur,aU supplies being brought 
from a .distance, and the market people are, 
with few exceptions, Kakhyens and Assam 
cse, from the neighbouring villages/’

The dcab’TS iti the mutcriaU 
necessary for the cuustiuctioii of the native 
lints arc made out, by all sorts of witty gen- 
tlemen who tucubiate in ptint, to be nctihei 
mote nor loss, than a joint stock association 
for the ^omriiitial of arson! The man who 
happens to scM bamboos, beaustalhs, grantticks, 
and other liat-buildiiig inaterinls, is, 
according to the doctriiie.s bioached at pre- 
sent, convicted fx officio of incendiarism ! He 
wishes to get nd ot Ins wares on hand and, 
therffoie, is it coolly asserted that he will noli 
scruple to commit the eapiul oll'enceof arson. 
His love of gain mu.st suicly be of a very acute 
natuio when, rather than not sell his goods, 
or read the Iruits of labour in his vacation, 
he will at once plungo headlong into the 
commission of an atiocious oirence,aiid will 
thus heedlessly put in jeopardy the lives ot 
his fellow Hindoos and creatures.

Take the numbers ufspaiks 
from Itio cooking apparatus, the chances of 
bubble hubbies upsetting and of ghools rolling 
under the matting, and let .any arithmetician 
set about tlie catculntion. Let him take tifly 
huts, and the sparks fiom fifty cocking fires, 
and let him niiil tho prohablo amount uf ig- 
nition of tliHtuh 111 <‘unsef]iien{‘(*. Let him 
then take the lionkali, hiihblc bubble .ind 
giiool ai.cidimls in roirsidoratioii. and add tho 
the two amounts uf piububilitivs of ignition of 
huts proceedtiig from tlicsc two causes toge- 
ther. Let him then calcul.ite the kites and 
ciows and curty-bones, and ignited solahy and 
the profihle flight of the cr/iws, and the pros- 
pective droppings of tlio kites : let him Had 
the product, and compare .t in the sum of pio- 
Imbility to the product ot probabihiics hclore 
obtained by the cooking spnik and liookuli 
calculation. Let him, moreover, calculate tho 
umuiint of ifA|>elliiig motive iu the crow, kite 
and curry. bone incendiaty, and tho counter* 
acting cause in the vigilance of the* iiihalit- 
taiJts of tho huts to protect their pioperty. Let 
him tak^c any reasonahlo given amount to ro^ 
present th<' n> xnerlue ot the Police, and yet 
defy him to .Say that general re.su It ol tho cal- 
culation would not turn out in favour of tho 
cooking spaiks, ghouls, and carelessness of tho 
^•lenisens of the huts, as the causation of the 
eonflagiations— in opposition to the doctrine of 
the kites, ctows, and curry-boue causation. 
What Hie the Police about is the nextquestU 
And how, if all iWis ffoldar, gharamee, con-^ 
spiration is going on is it that but one felJovr 
has been caught in the tact? The Police 
may he great faineahts, we know nothing on 
the subfect ; but we can not suppose that the 
iuceiidiaiy system can have been going on for 
three weeks past, and that their vigilance 
should not be stimulated to something like 
acAvity— and yet where are the incendiaries ? 
We have not time for more at present ; bat 
this talk of incendiaries is very like a story of 
a cook and ball, of which we all have read.

A gcntlcrtiin 
ol our acqnaiiitance, who visited some ot these 
scenes, states that at Naliabka Bag in, nea 
Tallulla, he saw the cuipse of a man who had 
, fallen at the foot of a puck i w ill in attempt 
itig to make liis escape from ilio flumes wrind. 
must have surrounded the place. Ho also saw 
Moonshee Bazar, mentioned in the above ac 
count. When our iiifoiiuuut visited tl«i 
scene of hunoi, seven of the corpses had been 
taken out of the luitis, throe of which were 
dlairhed by, and delivcied over to the surviv- 
ing relatives of the deceased ; but four were 
l^arqt to such a degree as to defy eveiy atlenipi 
at identification ; the limbs bad been totally 
consumed and no feature could he distinctly 
seen. The bead of one had burst, and the 
bowels of another expoNed to the sight bv the 
absence of the abdominal coverings which had 
been consumed. These remains of the human 
foiin divine presented the most horriflo spec- 
tacle which the imagination can ponrtrajr ;

Ih thf Editor of iht Calvuila Courier, 

MHienlwrote the letter, which you did 
m€ the favor to insoi t in your paper in Novem- 
ber 1835, it was my' intcniioii to continue my 
review of the Jyeporc pioccedings; but eir- 
cumstauces prevented my seeing for some time 
the lepbrts ofthoser piocecdiiips to which 1 
had before had access, and from cominunica.^ 
ing with those who were in any way acquaint- 
ed with them. Now that I hrnc had an op- 
portunity^, of perusing tho wl'ulo of the ev#’>- 
deneo so^ably collected, and biought to bear 
upon the case by Captain Tl)orosby,^nd 
coming otherwise more intimately acquainteai 
with the state of affairs at the Jypoie Courts

{government voiy itieoni^enial with Asaitie 
institutiun^« hut uhich wo have some how or 
other iVii?.iia{;c*d every whete to fj>slei. A 
piiiieo dies, tlic widow is allowed to adopt an 
heir, She adi»pU the youngest she can get 
that hcrioign may he ns long as possible; and 
when ho grows up she tiles to dispose of him 
that she may adopt another infant, fn order 
to get the sceptre as soon as possible tliev 
have been suspected of disposing ol theii 
lords ; and in order to retain it ns long ns pos 
sihic when they hnvc got it, they dispose ol 
their adopted children niid even of their sons. 
The Rajah of Jhalone. the linost of the Run- 
dlccund Fiefs, died in w itlioul an heir, 
and Ills fief should have escheated to the Su- 
pieiiic CiSovernnicnt. llis widow, a young girl 
whom he had married from a private and oh- 
senro family, was allowed to adopt an heii, 
and she ado|)ted her own lirotlier as the poi- 
son least likdv to dispute her {tower when ho 
caiiie of age, and herehy violated, I htdieve, 
a piinciple ot Hindoo law and religion, which 
admits not the adoption of a hrotlior. Other 
«hsiuiices might bei{uotcd,liutiti.suii,Teee.s- 
s.iiy to dwell on them. A ITiiidoo woman is 
never suppobod by icligion, law oi usage to be 


even tier own governor, much less that of a 
kingdom. Before iiiarringc she is under tiio 
government of her father or biothcrs: alter 
tnanhigo she is under that ot hei hiisb.tiid 
during Ins life, and that ol hi.s father ni hio- 
t|icrs, after his death. Secluded as all wo-* 
men of tank are in hnlin, they have no op- 
poitunity of learniug the ehaineter oi capacilv 
of the men they entrust with the conduct of 
nIFaiis ; and they aie generally tound to con- 
sider such points as of little importance, and 
to select eiffier their own paramoiiis, or those 
of some favoiite Iciiialo attendant ; and as they 
know lliat lliongh they .should be idiastc, no 
one will helieve them to be so, they eojiiniunly 
m.ilse paramours of their Ministers alter they 
«nc chosen, whether they were so boliirc or 
not ; and, as m tbc case at Jyporo, consent to 
share Ins f.ivouis with their hiulanm^. The 
wholdstatc is tbereloic commonly siipposijil 
to be scandalized in tlie person ol its ctiiiT; 
wbile4be peo|)ie, under such a system, aic 
governed by a set ol wretches whom they des- 
pise and detest ; and wh(», knowing Lliey die 
so despised and detesti‘d by the people, set 
no bound.s totbeir rapacity.

The men allow then 
hair to ;;io\v looi^ ; they then hind it up into 
a Ini^o knot, and fasten it to the fiuoior 
side of the head with a small comli 01 iioii 
linir pin. Tlie hair also in nianv cases Hp> 
pears to bo dyed with asoitof hlac.k color, 
which makes it shine like jet. The otnamanis 
they wear, both men and women, are of the 
simplest kind, made either ot the 11011,010! 
some soit of hone exccejlmojy horil ; some 
are also made of wood dved hy a simple pie- 
paiatioii of liioii own, Tiii'y ii<i\o no ^^ofd 01 
bilver, and they have 110 need ol it in the 00m- 
loon <?onet*i ns of lile ; noi wo ild he ho the 
best liiendto them who should introduce ii 
umoiii;sl them, <>ivin^ tiimii, avarice i<»i go 
noiositv, and luxuiy toi siiiiplinlv ol life. 

The qualities which apply to most iineivitiz- 
ed natiuiis appiv hIso to iheso people, -sueli 
as hospitality and a certain kind of eooli.leiiee 
when a pledge is given ; and in eeiiain cases 
there i> .1 decree of , honesty ui I’icir ti insic- 
tions , auttheic is also eonsiininvite ein hv 
in wa>, taking no pusomos, hecauso s]»aiijig 
none in the lumr ot jo nhat. Tliey use con 
suinm.ite art and treaciieiy in compasMn^ Ihe 
destiiiction ol an imended vietim. Tn«'v are 
patient in fatigue, peiue\eiing in dilhcuHio^. 
They pnisiio ihtir oliject with uniclenting 
bailed, i^iniolahle .sootoev, and with aloiO''t 
, eci tain KIM ces.s. The esc.ipo of f)oi a Busax 
marks strangely the ehaiaciei of these peo- 
ple: “Give ufj, sav (he Government, Dora 
Disayc and theothei leadcisand youi villages 
will cease to bum, ami >oui selves and 
your helpless wives and cliildron will cease 
tosuil'ci. It is iinpossihlc to suppose that 
Dora Bi.saye c mid have escaped without the 
connivance of the suiroiiiig people. The le.nl 
CIS of the msiiriectiori th it wcie lately taken 
by suipiisc is a circiimstanec which strongly 
niaiks the lioiior the people? have of a viola- 
tion hf hospitality, and it .shows to what cx- 
liemes tliey were driven bcfoio they would 
even connive at the deliveiing up of any of 
their chiefs. 

The unfortunate cliiefs lately taken and 
hanged, weie not exactly bctiayed after/ill hy 
the people who had given them refuge. On 
the appioAch of the detachment, the.se men 
were left behind, the place itself being de- 
serted. They weie induced hy some circum- 
stance to go to ^‘uothcr place whore no pledge 
bad been given them, and by these people 
they wcie pointed out to the military and tha.s 
weic taken. One only of the leaders appear- 
ed with a straw in his mouth— a ait^n of deep 
supplication; the othcis shewed-* no fear** in- 
deed there was a sullen sort of daring mani- 
fested ^ the place of execution by ino.st of 
these unfortunate men. 

The country is capable of much improve- 
ment by the application of labor. The valleys 


arc rirti, the trees and plants, springing 
spontanroiisly, ore such os will suppoit life. 
It least fui a time. The palm lice, as ludoie 
intimated, supplies the people with an 111- 
tUxicating liquoi. The top ol tins tioe giow- 
iig wild, supplies a kind of vegetahie, some- 
thing like a caidiage, and the hark, when pio- 
fierly pounded, supplies a sort ol Hour, from 
which In mule a cake eaten by the natives, 
this, when e.it ,iud di icd, will keep for a vear 
I ha\c picserved a rake m ule of (his bark —it 
IS not vtry iiriplc.isant, hut is not ciiual to 
liread made* of wlie.it or e\Gii nee. lliee grows 
hete in abuiidrincc ; and amongst luots, the 
yam is ill gieat peiieetion. I have no doiilit 
hut most (>( the Engiisli plants and vegetahles 
wotilil flourish here. The soil is tliMiight in 
many places to he peculiaily suited to the 
giowth^of potatoes, hut notiiing neater to the 
not Hoc than the jam, i.s found heicat present. 

The mountain foi roots are pietty niHii'-fous, 
and might, by tiie a{iplic>'ilion of machineiy, 
benndc to inigtte Die giouiul.

A<ld to this Dio inor.il 
eiiltivaiion of civilized man, aiitl, moieihiin 
all, give to Die people tlio enliglitoning inllo- 
enee of thi' Gospel, and liicii how happy will 
he these I inds, till now unknown, and open- 
efl now lo our view only by the opoiation of 
iiostile armies, and the desolating hand 
of war. 

War i.s a tiade that thc.sn people engage in 
amongst thiMnsclves I have b -fore noticed 
that a ipiiiiber of villages situated in Die s.inio 
vallev are connected with legaid lo Ihcirpo- 
litical and social relations : these aie .some- 
times bioiigID into aho.stilo relation with aiio- 
thei glci! or mhf&. The .seeds of contention aio 
as iiuiiiciQUS lici;/;ns in any other Lountry , iiiit 
what have principally picsented themselves 
.s .subjects of angry dispute, are questibii.s 
of boundary. These miiiAs or collection of 
villages are distinguished by a paitieular 
name, and Die people under their own leaders 
obtain a distinct .social cclation with peculiar 
interests and vested rights, and arc distinct 
from cvciy other liibc. Each of these sepa- 
latc communities are expected to keep within 
their ow'n limits, and not to encioach upon the 
boundaries of their neighbor. A misunder- 
standing on these subjects leads to teirihle re- 
sults and a great loss of life. The collector 
has sclilcd some questions of Ibis kind, which, 
if adhered to, will be productive of good. Se- 
ven or ten years have sometimes been wasted 
in these disputes, Hod the fatal bow and hat- 
chet has often been the sad arbiter of these 
boundary <|u%rrels. Their instruments of war 
may be notioed. They ai-e the small hatchet, 
the how and arrow,— the arrow is .sometimes 
poisoned; (irc-arms are, T believe, very iin- 
frequent, but they know the use of the match 
look. They are, as we have seen, pretty good 
inarksmen, and do terrible execution with the 
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war-batoliel in the moment of cxcitemeift and for how could a community be held ^to;;;cther 
at close quartets. There are no details, how^ without? Still it is the strongest aim boars 
ever, of battles fou»ht or fields lost or won. rulp, and foicc is often the arbiter of ri^'ht and 
Tiie laurels have faded on the biow as soon as wronjf. Our inteieour.se witli the Khunds is 
placed there: for here is no storied urn, so recent, and the medium of comuiuriicatiori 


animated bust, or mini:)trel,or{;ravc historiaif, 
or eloquent oiator td perpetuate beyond the 
passing moinent the bravciyof the soldier, the 
gloiy of victory, or the disgrace of defeat. 
Discipline oi science is hardly to be expected 
ainougst these rude soldiers of thc^inuuntains. > 
Like the coiitontions of the arfcicnls, their 
lights aie ftaj/s, not battles; and perhaps, | 
like the feal.s of llornor’s heroes, the whole 
may consist of a multitude of single combats, 
in which they murder each other without mcr- 
ty. An nAVay of thi.s kind latoty took place: 
scveial men wore destroyed. When we con- 
sider that tlie.se disputes are local, and few 
men engaged, (ho nuinher in the ratio of the 
slain u.is vciy large, pci haps exceeding 
some of the battles in modem Europe. 

1 have made a few inquiries respecting the 
^ovvrninnit of this singulai people ; it appeals 
to be execcdiiigly simple, but adapted to thcii 
wants and circumstances. It has been ohs^^v 
ed that several villages are situated near 
each other and aic politically connected., 
Each of these villages has a man chosen’* fiom i 
amongst the rest to bear a kind of rule a9 head , 
ot the village coiiimiinity. There is a peison > 
styled Malika, who beais a sort of sway, and ' 
connects the diHorcnt villages of the same 
mht«4, bo that they sustain one social relation. 
Those gentlemen arc not always the most res- 
pcetahlc fur sobriety. Ram Malika above 
mentioned is an instance. This pci son is 
petsoiially known to several of the Madras ar 
iny,and has rendered some little service to the 
thmipany's cause, no doubt from the ^)ure.st 
motives. The Raja of Giiumsora was iionii- 
nully at least, the supciiur loid of this 
part of Klnindistafl, who had a rcpieseii 
tative not always the moMt obedient, whose 
title was Dora Bisaye. If r^ioit docs not 
bclio them, these people of Hie moun- 
tains used to show their loyalty and attacli- 
nicnt to their liege lotd by lobbiiig tlie train 
of the Raja of such shinning baubles as 
they could lind. They seldom paid him tri- 
bute— never in a regular w ay. An occasional 
piescnt would sometimes be given, but ibis 
usually when a quarrel existed amongst them- 
selves to propitiate him and make him one of 
a party. The Ghmnsora Raja, like other 
eastern princes, was in the habit of ** visiUog 
his people.” He usually paid a visit to the bills 
once a year. It was on thhse occasions that 
the Khunds are said to have robbed the Raja 
train. The government of this people is very 
primitive,— something like the system adopt- 
ed by king Alfred, The word Malika signi- 
fies one responsible in whose charge are oUiers. 
The defect appeals be that thtf power or in- 
elinatiou or both, is often wanting to enforce 
the penalties of the law. There are, no doubt, 
some common laws or usagds amongst them,

Poligamj appears to bo practised to some 
extent amongst the Khunds. A man seeks a 
Wife by a piesent at the hands oi hci parents, 
or the parents on each side settlu the wliolc 
business. Sonietiiiies a valuable consideration 
is given, such ns a cow or some other valua- 
ble ailicic, but in some cases nothing is given 
to the parents, and the picseiits arc simply 
gifts given by the hi id jtoom to the bride. 
The form of marriage is represented as exceed- 
ingly siiapli^. * Aftci niiticisaie finally .set- 
! tied, and the ceremony is to he performed, a 
|pei.»Oii IS selected, who in the piescneoof the 
! young womairs mother ns a witness, places a 
01 liiiead lonnd the necks of the young 
jpoopio. and prononnecs tiiciii lawfully mar- 
iieil. I have heen told sinj^e leaving the hills 
that an luuedilary order ot prients exists a- 
inongst the Kliuntls, atid that hey arc very shy 
of the sahibs, and with reason, as lliey, no 
doubt, are the principal siippoitersof the hor- 
liblc human saciitices above dcsciihed. The 
genoial iinpressioti is, tliat theie are no priests 
excepting persons temporal liy chosen fot a 
peculiar occasion. * 

Adultery is said to be unknown ; and if a 
case occflitod it would iiiituntly involve ttie 
death of the guilty parlies. It is remarkable 
that no temple is found thiough all tins coiin- 
ti t, and, unlike thif people of the plains, who 
(leclicate the laigeU^and most suh.stantul 
|4mildiug ill tlie town to idolatrj, tiicio is heie 
j no building tleclieated to the soivicc of any 
deity. Thus it has been usual to desciibu 
this country as a land without temples or 
ptie.sts.’" 

Wlrafever ccrcmonifs ate pcifornied take 
place ill the opiui an .imongst the assembled 
multitudes. The places of saciificc bcfoic 
described are solitary and rctiicd spots,— 
sometimes amidst dense jungles. They are 
so dresylcd as never to bo visited on common 
OGcafions. The ghosts of the sacrificed victims 
are supposed to haunt these places like fairies 
in German romances. Thus every district has, 
like the bunted banks of the Rhine, its sprites 
and demons watching ever ma^ikind for evil 
or good. 

The character of the people has been be- 
fore hinted at. It is variously described. 
Some, say' the Khunds arc retiiarkabJe for 
honesty ; others, again, say that t hey f xo ar- 
rant thieves. Perhaps those dffefinA points 
of view, or to di£rcrent persons, may alUietrue. 
They are not remarkably honest, 'if tne story 
of their rpbbing the Gbumsora Raja be true.

111 the (fantiary number of the Edinbm'*jh 
Un it to iUctG IS an atlicle on Captain Sko- 
maii's woik on Thuggee, attributed to the pen 
of a distinguished member of the service and 
<1 member of iho Law Commission. In one j 
pait of it the following passage orriirs | 
This is, indeed, a iiohio instriihient of 
bencticonco, blit much cieditis also due to 
the hand which has so eHectually applie.l it. 
The grand characteristic of Loid iVHIiaml 
Ikrilincks measures is, timtthey were dfrect-- 
I'd to the pcfinanont hcuclit of the mass of thti 
ptoplc. Hence the dislike with which he is 
regarded by the piivikged few, and tho^vene-j 
lutioii in which his n.iinc is held by the people I 
of India. No renown was likely to atte*id the j 
suppression of Thuggee* There wore no 
inountcjl hordes to bo subdued by biiliiantj 
military aobiovemeots. Tho work could be 
performed only by the silent operation of 
iininteicsting judicial proceedings. The ruling 
class in India, who are the dispensers of Eu«i 
ropoali fame, were not concerned in the mat- 
ter. The Thugs^ had never molested them. 
They once hold a con&uitatlon on the sobjeot, 
and icsolvcd against everafiackiag'Earopeaiis;| 
for three reasons ; ono of whiob was, that Ku*i 
lopeans generally carry pistols when on 
journey; the second, that they seldom Cftm; 
money ; and the third, that if they were mo- 
molfi^ted, such a storm 'would' he raised' as 
must end' in the destraction of the aibboiatiofl. 
In ibis they j.«dl(ed .quite correctly; tf a sfn* 
gle civilian or mOitary jfan had Meja^bugged, 
thuggee wQttld hava^pA aboilshamiiir ajHo : 
and the Governor* Oei^hnrl. who aeu^p|lsfied 
It, would have had hti praises sting firom lolin 
o;Groat's House to Land’s . 

** This is ono of the evils pi our ahomaloits 
position in India. The ohhrhcter of a tuler Is 


piiiicipnlly determined by the way in which 
the iijlcrests of the Furopean icsidents are 
allcctcd by bis measures. Ueuce a Governor- 
General may bo held up to leprobation in 
Europe for the very reason for which he is 
entitled to praise, — because he consults the 
interest of the mtOiy in preference to that of 
the few. The remedy foi ibis state of things, 
as far as it admits of a remedy, is to unite all 
interests by subjecting tbo^ natives tfnd the 
ISuiopeaii settlers to common laws. Indian 
Goveiiiorji will then no longer be distracted 
between the inteiests of the powerless many, 
and the powerful few ; and European energy 
vrilj unite with native acuteness and local 
kcpow ledge in improving institutions in which 
tlio welfare of all will be equally concerned 

This has cei'tainly been one of the greatest 
errors of the British Indian administration. 
The life and property 4 Mf a JSuropeanf partieu* 
laily a member of the service, has been looked 
upon in a very (HlTcient light from tliaf in 
which the lives of the natives have been re- 
garded. Thousands of the latter might perish, 
without eaciting alarm, whilst the loss of one 
life among the former would be ng^ced from 
one end of India to the other, The^ resolution 
Pf the Thuggsalittded to in the above extract, 
is a cldar proof of the feeling on ibis subject 
which then prevailed in India, and the remains 
of which may to^ this day be seen on dilTcrent 
oecasions. , To Lord WllliaiA Bentinck must 
•be. chiefly attributed the credit of giving a 
dilfereot direction to the eurrent of puhlio 
opinion. That Nobleman’k af!mini.stiatioD, 
whatever might have bean its defects, was 
based on \)ie Benthtuttito principle of the 
greatest good of the greatest number, and ills 
over since he gave a^diffbreOt diroction to tlto 
principles on which .this eoontry bad' bdhir go*

The Opium Trade Meeting at the Board 
this morning, was almost as ciowded as an 
Opium 'tale. Upwards of sixty peisgns were 
111 the loom, when- Mr. Parker opened the 
proceed! lias, and the number soon increased 
to nioielliari double, including a large QfO- 
portioii of natives. 

^*Mi. Paikei commenced by reading the re- 
solution of G'lvernrrieifi, which had been laid* 
4ieroie a previous meetiut;, aud having briefly 
stated the course ol the ncgociation, and the 
assi.stuiice ^ivi ii to it hv a rotiiniiiiee of tlirea 
gentlemen. Mi. Charles Lyail, Mr, Praino and 
Mr. DeSouza, he suggested that the Mectiag 
should appoint <i riiairmaii and pruccoil to 
business. iVIr, Braine immediately ptopused 
Mr. Lindsay, which iiocuinatiou was opposed 
hy Mr. Cockerell, on the ground, that Mr. 
Lindsay represented Ciiimi inteie&|[s only, and 
must, iliei etui e, bo assumed to a bias ini- 
mical til the Straits merchants . be (Mr« Cocke- 
rell) ©would prefer ©omebody uiiconiieoted 
with either, and would, therefore, propose Mr. 
N. Alexandci . On a show of hands, however, 
the first nomination was carried. 

The Chairman, (Mi. LindstTy,) called upon 
Mr. Braine to read the Committee's icport. 
Ill this dociiinenL observed, that th© 

three liist sales of tfao season having averaged 
nearly Ihi^si^me pijce, wbieh piicc was about 
900 fupees higher than the fouitli sal(^ they 
'considered the roos|: fair plan of dispibuting 
the bonus on Ouiutn now in the godowds wa© 
to reduce them all to one price. That; i^c 
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various r^sons specified, it was quite tmpos- 1 
.sible to ascertain what Opiain was unsold Jn - 
China at any particular date ; that the forfei- 
ture of tincleaied Opium here and a Tc<-ialti|Oi 
it, would involve a {greater sauiifioe to Govern- 
ment, than the highest bonus which bad been 
asked for ; that tvvo schemes had been under 
their consjdeintion, one providing for a bonus 
of 30 lakhs together, the other for a bonus of 
40 lakhs; that of the Opium of this season 
actually shipped for China, it mightbeassufiied, 
that about fiboo chests would reinaia unsold 
when the news of these proceefiings should 
arrive, on which the proposed refund would 
he about 250 rupees per chest; assuming a 
distribution of 30 lakhs, and that a bonus be 
given of 300 rupees per chest on all Opium 
lemaining in the godowns, of the first three 
sates, and 1(X) rupees per chest on what re- 
mained of the fourth sale ; on the Juno bptiini, 
however, it had afterwards been determined 
to rocoiumend a bonus of 150 rupees. And, 
with lespcct to the Straits, i( having been 
ascertained, that no Opium remained there 
unsold on the 1st of June, they conceived thai 
all shipments to the Straits before the 1st o 
May might fairly be excepted from conipensa 
tion, and that subsequent shipments to the 
Stiiiits and also all re-shipments to Chinn, 
thould be put on the same footing as direct 
shipments to China from Calcutta. 

Mr. Paikcrthou read a letter fiom Mr. Sc 
cretary Piinsep in reply to the Merchants’ 
petitiwu ; and holding the resolution of 6o< 
vcriiment in his hand, and also a propose 
letter to the Court of Oirecstors on the subject 
observed that he did not consider himself a 
lihfi ty to read theSe ; but, would stale the ietio, 
of the former as far as concerned tlie^netition- 
eifM. He wished it to be understood that 
Hovornnient rccognixed no right in them to 
iiululgenre of any kind, nnd had treated ijie 
question purely as one^aiVeoiing the interes/s 
( ol the revenue. That, belreving it to be 
expedient in that point of view to make eont 
ec’ssioin» to get the remaining Opium of the 
season cleared off, and that the elioapest way 
to efiert this was by a remissmn of price rather 
than by forced le-satcs, the Go vernoi- General 
in fiSoiincil had resolved to remit a sum equal 
to about 15 per eCiit* upon the Opium in store 
on the 1st of Angust, and would have preferred 
to divide it rateably among tire different sales ; 
but as the Merchants wished to have an une- 
qual rate, namely, 306 rupees per qhest on the 
three first sales, and 150 on the fourii, these 
rates would be admitted, aubjeot,to tlib' con- 
dition that all Opium of the February sale 
must be cleared in cash by the 15th' Sepiem* 
her, ail Opium of Maroh by the 15th Octobor^, 
all of JttoO’ by the Ut of ]>ecember. TjkM 
GoTeroMpt did not reoc^nipe apy elaini^ tp 
cprppepsaUon for losses on sbjppieatt m^e, 
the result of speculations being ilo conpeirp of 
Oovernment; bal»ns those Mika pigM Jiave

The Chairman'said, that it appeared from 
what bird fallen from Mr. Paikt^r, that ot the 
two questions before the meeting, tire bonus 
of 18 or ID lakhs, and the coinpensatiun to 
past ship pef SI, the fust was definitely settled 
by the resolution of Government; the second 
was (he only one now open fur discu.ssiotj. 
The Coiumitlce had prepared a scheme which 
should bo produced, it would, howe\er, be 
proper to determine, first, how the votes should 
be taken ; he presumed, that no pci. sou ought 
to vote who was not boiiii fide interested in tire 
trade.* Hciciipon, a little discussion cnsuchd, 
in which Mr. Cockerell, Mi Parker and one 
or two other gentlemsn took part, and it was 
ruled hy tho Chairman, in uoncuncncc with 
Mr. Paiker, that the light of voting should 
not be limited to llrose who had signed tho 
petition; hiittliat all pcisons iiitciested in the 
trade a« piincipais or ageuts, might guc thou 
opinions. 

Ml. Biaine then read the Cotnnntlrc*» plan, 
which conirnouced by showing tliciiupicictirti- 
biiityW distinguishing wiiai Opium was sold 
and what unsold in China, and assigned that 
reason, and also the wishes of the piinctpal 
shippers who had been consulted upon tho 
question, tor suggesting that an equal sum 
pel chest should be given upon ail Opium 
shipped to China bclore tho 1-t of August, 
which sum thoy cuneieved the ten lakhs 
would wairantlbem in fixing at 15(i Ks. per 
chest; and that the same amount siiurild be 
lelundcd 0(1 all Opium shipped to the Stiuits 
after the l.<itmay,and also, on all Opium ic- 
shipped from the Straits to China.

In our icpoit of yesterday's Meeting, we 
omiftcd to notice a Resolution proposed by 
Mr. Wm. Ferguftson, after tffe sevenlli Kesio- 
lution, having accidentally taken no copy of 
it. The substance of it was an acknowledg- 
ment of the libel ality of Government towards 
tbo Opium merchants, coupled with an opi- 
nion that the embarrassment in which Govern- 
ment found itself, bad arisen out oV ^ lax 
mode of treating the sale conditions which 
ought henceforward to be strictly enforced. 
Objections being made to this resolution by 
several pei sons ^present, on the ground that ft 
WAS an ungracious way of acknowledging an 
act oMiberftlity, Mr. Parker said that, a# far 
as the Boafd were concerned, he waa rather 
glad that sQch an opinion should be express- 
ed by the n)ei;ohfants» for the Bokrd4iad been 
eml^arraftflcd ^ hitherto by the want of suflport 
from the merchants; . The Meeting, hoarever, 
would not pass a vote hf thanks in so qualified 
a shfipOf and the Resolttiion being therelhfe 


gotrUofby moving the previous qiiesirotir 
the eighth Roholutioii on our list ofycsteiday 
was substituted for it. 

Mr. Paikoi took the opportunity of ex- 
(daining, that it was the iiituntion of the Board 
to alter the piesctit plan of deposits with a 
view to prevent the abuses that had occurred. 
The noiv plan proposed was to require cvciy 
person to whom a lot was knocked do wit, to 
sign a promisiory note for five hundred 
rupeo.s, being ten per cent, upon a fixed 
valuation of 1,000 rupees per ciiest, for every 
lot of 5 chests, 'at the same time that hd signed 
the sale book ; these notes to be payable in 
rash withiufoiirddys,andifnutpaid w'ilhin that 
time, the lots ofthedcfaiiltcis to be put up again 
on the fifih day, and then peremptorily sold. 
And in lieu of reqniiing the deposit to be 
made up to 30 percent. a.s at present, before 
a certain poiiod, tlic entire amount is to be 
paid up in cash within thiity days, nrnl a dis- 
j count at the Gdvernment late of interest is to 
I be allow'ed to buyeis who pay up before Iho 
expiiatiun of the teiiii. No objection wms 
ofleicd to this plan at the Meeting; but we 
I doubt whether in practice it w'lll woik so 
well, in the matter of the depoMis, ns the 
adoption of a rule that all dcposiK should bo 
paid ill cash imiiiediat<'lv aft^^ (he sale on the 
same afternoon, wliioii (>av meat most of tho 
piincipal buyers would In f.iet nriliripate In 
tiiatca.se a defanltei's lots might lie (C>sold 
the very next dn>, so us to give no limo for 
jobbing in the bazai , — which will not ho ptc- 
vented entirely by a scheme that allows a man 
foui days’ cicdit to speculate upon. 

Mr. Parker added, that the Mi-i chants must 
piepare tlieniselve.s to expect the sales of 
next season to a.iioiint to ninvievu tlmasamL 
Cheats.

Our leaders will find, in another part o( our 
paper, un account of a Meeting of Mei chants 
opposed to the resolutions, which w ere pass* 
ed at the Boaiu of Customs, Salt and Opium ; 
and at whioln, it would seem, our late allusion 
to the picking of plums out of a cut-cake was 
fully appicciated. U is nut our inteiiliun, 
however, on this occasion to di.sruss the me- 
rits of the rival claims. We think there is 
sonic imprudence in agitating them at all ; 
open youi mouthy and shut your eyc.s, and take 
what tho gods give you, is sound as well as 
antieiit advice. Our present purpose is to 
question the acoui'acy of the views of Govern- 
ment on the financial bearings of the case. 
“ indulgence,^' liberality,” ” merilorioiis 
class,” ** iinpfudent speculation, &c., &c.,” 
on which our evening eotemporary has so 
eloquently, but'onstt'ccessfully dwelt, are all 
unceremoniously thrown overboard by the 
Government. They adept “ hI lex V' grin, 
and eandidiy tell the«> petitioners, we care 
not a ruah-Hght, wh^thpr you have lost or 
won, oar only objbdi is to get i id of the opium 
with the least lods to barsetves.” It is Hae 
that in a part ol •.the prOposHinns, there is a 
practical centrodiclioii .to these professions; 
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und, wc lliitik, the Homhay holders of iVfalwa 
have a oa^c to diivo the wedge home ; 
but, Ir^ttuat p'Hs for the present.

However, the plot thick- 
ened, Sluequey, as usual, shufiled .and lattorlv 
backed out altogether; and now tlie'uiattoi 
has been pretty fully discussed. 

My piesent objoot in writing is, touching 
the late medfing at the Board of Customs. I 
was busy and ''could not attend, but 1 have 
heard the result; viz., that in proportion as 
the parties vilio purchased the Government 
opium were defaulters, in the same ratio aie 
they to receive indulgence and favoi from the 
Government. Such being the state of things, 
or, as they call it, the general principal of appro- 
vriationi so far as any claim of mine goes, f am 
kept out of sight altogether ; lioitig one of 
those purchasers wdio paid for and cleared uiy 
lots a few days after the sale, and shipped the 
same to Singapore and Penang. In other 
words, Mr. Editor, 1 went to the sale with cash 
in hand, (God knows, all that I had in the 
world,) pill chased the lots, paid fot the same, 
and shipped tliem ofl'; therefore^ 1 come not in 
for the inderaniticatiun. 

I grumble not at this, because, if his Lord- 
ship iuCoiincil thinks proper to piop up a par- 
cel of gamblers, let him hv all mean'* do so. 
The Court of Directors arc the parties to whom 
ho must render an account cut rent of his 
stewardship. * 

But one remark will I make here, and that 
is, that if the appropriation had been dealt out 
equitably, not onlv v^ould those putieswho 
fulfilled to the letter the conditions of sale 
have liad the prefeienoo over dcfanlitMS, hut 
they sliouKI have been allowed wiervsi on ihv 
amount of the piirchnm from the time th g were 
50 clearid up to thu dote. But since the pass- 
ing oi tfie Biaok Act, things have proceeded 
by an inverse latio, well described by one of 
your poetical odotributors : 

** Be It enketed. and the law enforce. , 

The cart in future aliall precede the horse.”

The meeting of the Ciiainber of CoinmcreOf 
which vtas oalled to consider the opium hfintUf 
took place on Sunday, when a proposal was 
made that the Government should bb thanked 
for its liberality to the puichasers at the late 
sales. To this, it was objected, that the Cham, 
her had no knowledge of the transactions, had 
not been consulted by the petitioners, nor had 
any cominunication with them on the subject. 
Another proposition was then brought (orward, 
that all the papeis relative to the lute appfi- 
Cation to Government be submitted to the 
Chamber. An amendment to this was moved 
and carried by a laige majority, to the effect 
that the chamber as a body havi no copccin 
with the relief afforded by Government to the 
speculatois, but that the management of tlio 
xnonopolji and the mode of condiicling the 
sales aie proper subjects for the cousidciation 
of the Chamber, and that their committee, 
as foon as the plan, which is uiideihtood 
to ho in prepaiation by the Board of Opium, 
shall be made public, bo instructed to examine 
and repoit upon it. After this rcsnluiioii had 
passed, a second attempt to get up a vote of 
thanks to Government was made, whirh was 
met by an amendment that the meeting ad- 
journ whjch was, also oarried by a large 

iimjoritjj;.. By these resolutions the Chamber, 
we understand, merely decline iiiiei/ciing in 
a matter on which they have not been consult- 
ed, and appiovingof a petition wliicb has 
been studiously kept societ, not having been 
shewn even to pcisons interested in the opium 
trade, whose opinions it was supposed might 
.flifftM' fiom thoi>e whe^ drafted the petition. 
Tlieto is no doubt that unanimity on such aif 
occasion was important, but it would have 
been a belter course, «w.|tb ink, to have agreed 
as to the ii^ain facts and then to have appoint-* 
ed a committee to draw np the petition, which 
might all base been done in one day.

them, they arc rather shy in joining it. \Vo 
are not discouraged, however, for we know 
that if wo persevere the Gospel will not bo 
ineflectual.

The smaller rsnUfioc parcels 
wbicii the Government gave up, were made 
liable, in case of invalid title, to resuption 
by the zemindar, within whose estate they 
happened to be located. By this the zemin- 
dars obtained a means of incieasing their re- 
vetiiias, aud felt the benefit which the resump- 
tion tcgulation thcieby cunfcirod on them.. 
Tlin.s not only woic all those lenl frec-lioldcrs, 
who had paicvls of land measining less in ex- 
tent Ilian one hundred bcegahs, debaried fiom 
compiatning against Government, and placed 
atvaiiarice with the zemindars ; biitevena 
gieat many influential zeinindaiswho had lost 
their rent-free lands by ihe operations of this 
legulation, were silenced* into acquiescenco 
to Its provisions, by thus being compensated 
p.u tially or totally for their losses. The num- 
ber then left of the aggrieved party who had 
influence enough to complain, was really very 
small, and owing to the natuial timidity and 
apathy of the people of this country, oven 
these did not raise their voice against tho se- 
stiriiplion reguludons. No measure could have 
bci ii better contrived to edrry on the odious 
operatitMisoflhis regulation, than such a sepa- 
ration m the interests of (he renUftee holds^rs, 
and it.s complete success shews the masterly 
hand ot Holt Mackenzie, which wove this net . 
f*r the poor, ignorant natives. ^ 

* The exquisite model of policy afforded by this 
regulation has ever since been adopted on 
every {liuular occasion. The people of thi* 
country, like infants, have exer since been 
made to swallow^ the most noxious droitghta 
under the deceptious appcarani^ of a little 
sweet spread on the surfaco of the hitter cup. 
The first resumption regulation provided that 
the fiscal ofiioors had only to search oat the 
resomable lands and sue for (hem before the 
ordinary Courts ofJosHcc, and appeals werio 
RdmittAevensofarastheKing in Council, 
io thb same manuer as in other cases. But 
some years after, when a fi^ppoitunity pre- 
sented itself, another regulation was passed

lTi« Majesty Frederick the Sixth, to whose' 
steady and uninterrupted protection, Ihe^lis- 
sKkn may bi^ said to have been indebted for its 
exi.'sfence, when assailed by the Hiiti.sh Go- 
vernment. His Majesty was pleased to i^iant ^ 
Charter of fneorpjrj^i^n to Seiarnporo College, 
upt)ti Di. Miit.sliiHnns petition. He ictyrned 
to ^Serampoie in May, 1»29, and joined J)r. 
iVrev and his associates in superintLMidini; tlic 
Mission iirulcr the new foim ol an indeticnderit 
association, which it had acquired, fn June, 
18:14, he was depiivcd of this veifciable frit-rid 
and cullenftiie, with whom he had hcewpetmii- 
led to act t(»r thnly Jive jeais. He bore the se- 
paration with more til Illness than was expect- 
ed ; but the diH>oliition of such a union, re- 
inentod tty (hcMiohicst of all nndeitakiivjrs and 
sanctitied hy time, made a deep and visthlc 
impression on his mind. All the vcncruljon 
anil affoetion ol his youn;;cr as^ol•iatt*s,* conid 
not nil up the void ciesited by the lo^s of Dr. 
Caicy. He a p'^ared amoiijf ns as the solitaiy 
rell( of a j .ist at»<! ol great men. The ac- 
tixhy of ills mind, however, though with* 
oeeasiniinl inten uptions, eonlinucd till the 
mind itself appealed to he worn out. The 
ralamiiy whirli befel his daughter, Atfs. Ha- 
velock, at li.Liidoui, ill Octobei last }CMI, pio- 
duecd u severe shock to his feelini's, which, 
added to ineirn.sing intiimitios, brought him 
gradually lower and lower. About six^eeks 
heloie his deatii. ho was taken nut on the river 
by llio advice of Di. Nieholson and I>r. Voigt, 
but his eoiistitution was cxhatistod. Yet when 
the txoitemeiit of this short excursion, which 
was extended to Fori Gloster, had given him 
:i small reluiii of sliength, both bodily and 
niiMital, the cnergv of former days seemcti 
again to come over him, and he parsed several 
days in ntran&itig plans of iistdiifiiess, tlie ac- 
cuinplishment of whieh would have Acquired 
years. At length, on Tuesday, the r>lli of, 
December, ho gently sunk to icst, without 
pain or soi'iow, in the li\cly enjoy nieiit of 
that hope which is fail ot inimoilahty. * 

His form was tal) and athlelfua His cunsti- 
luiion appealed to be constructed of iron. He 
exposbtJ, turn self to iiK the severities of an 
Indian clAuate^with perfect impunity. He 
enjoyed, till wiurtatho last year of his life, 
such uiiintcriuptedVeallh, as falls lo^lie lot 
of few gti India. Dining thirty-seven years 
be had not taken medidiue to the value of ten 
rupees. The strength of his body seemed to 
be admirably adapted with the structure of 
bis mind, to fit him for the long career of use- 
fulness ho was permitted to run. He was pe- 
culiarly remaikable for ceaseless industry. He 
.usually rose at tour, and despatched half the 
business of the day before breakfa^it. When 
extiaordinary exertions appeared iiccessaiy, 
be seemed to have a pertcot command over 
sleep, and has been known for days together, 
to take less than half his usal quantity of rest. 
His memory was great beyond that of most 
men. He recalled facts, with all thofr kainiito 
associatlonsi with the utmost ^f^oltity. , '!Xhi$ 


faculty the enjoyed to tbe last day of his exia* 
tencct Duiing the last month of his life, when 
unable even (0 turn on his couch without as» 
'sisUince, lie dictated to his daughter, Mrs. 
Voigt, hi» recul lections of the caily csta- 
hlUhmeiit of the Mission at Seram pore, with a 
cieatiicss and minuteness perfectly astonish- 
ing. The vast stores of knowledge which 
he hadinid up in early life, and frw which he 
was making constant addition, rendered his 
pei^nal inttucomsc in society a great enjoy- 
ment. His m.innor.H and depot tiiKMit, parti- 
culatly towaids his infciiors, wore leinnrk- 
uhle foi amenity and hiiiiiiiil). Tu his family 
he was devoted uIiuonI to a fault, so that his 
enemies found in this subject a ferttlc field 
for ciiininatibn — with what genet osity of 
feeling lei every parent judge. During a 
.'tiiiion of more than forty- six years, he was 
the most devoted of iiU'«hands, and as the 
father of a family of twelve ciiiblern, of whom 
only six lived to an age to apieciate his wor^i, 
and only live stiivived to deplore his loss^ 
die was the inost uireclionate of parents. 

The leading li aits of his character, more 
especially in the earlier paitof his caieer, 
weic eneigy and firmness. These, combined 
with a spirit ot stiong peiseictatire. enabled 
him 1(1 li'isist in CAirying s^nt into eirect^hosc 
large views which he and his colleagues de* 
iigiiied to indulge in.

Sutisiied with this 
vie\f^ of tho case, the worthy editor deduces 
the position, that the puhlisher has no nioic 
moral rtgkl to moie profit than he aV ticipated, 
than that frer|ueiitly calumniated person ilie 
Man in the Moon, And here wo cannot with- 
hold our satisfaction at the incteasing attention 
which being paid to moral rights, motal les- 
sons, moral exHinples, ipotal &c. $co., in matters 
of law and justice. One philosopher lately en 
dcavnuied id teach the East India Company a 
moral lesson, and only failed from the blnnf- 
iiess ofliisknite or the thickness of Mr. Loch’s
